O; all formal things in the 
world, a clipped hedge is the most 
formal; and of all the informal 
things in the world, a forest tree is 
the most informal.” In Henry Ward 
Beecher’s day, when he made this 
charming statement, the distinction 
between formality and informality, 
between elegance and lack of it, 
was clear-drawn and apparent. One 
either was or wasn’t. One’s taste 
was either refined or it was com- 
mon, one’s interests either earth- 
bound or spiritual; one was either 
elegant or inelegant. And one either 
liked “good” music—and_ thereby 
proved that one had arrived at the 
frontiers of the artistic region where 
the skies were blue and you drank 
tea instead of beer—or one didn’t 
like it. 

If you did like music, you lis- 
tened to it with an attitude of clean- 
scrubbed and composed elegance. 
If you were a lady, you put on 
white gloves and decorously folded 
your hands as you sat at the con- 
cert with eyes half closed in true 
or pretended rapture; if you were 
a gentleman, you wore a pearl stick- 
pin going to the Philharmonic con- 
cert. If you went to the opera, then 


the accepted habiliment was even 
more formal; it included the dia- 
mond tiara, the -gold-encrusted lor- 
gnette, full-dress suit and high hat. 

The formal attitude toward mu- 
sic went deeper than the question 
of dress. Music was approached 
with one’s mind dressed formally. 
It was an art to which one had to 
show due respect, of which one 
was in awe, which was reserved 
for gala evenings and special oc- 
casions and musicales (oh, those 
musicales with the back-breaking 
gold chairs), but which had no real 
place in everyday life. One could 
read a book informally; it was un- 
thinkable to listen to a symphony 
informally. In short, music was the 
“clipped hedge.” 

What has changed it to a forest 
tree? Well, as we became better 
with music, we per- 
rather we heard, that 


acquainted 
ceived, or 
whatever music was, it was not stiff 
or cold or palatial. It was not a 
rite to be reserved for high holi- 
days and it did not need to be ap- 
proached with formality. Music can 
be elegant. Surely Mozart and 
Debussy and Fauré and Scarlatti

[hey DREW their way from “Rags to Riches” 


Now they’re helping others do the same 


LBERT DORNE was a kid of the 

slums who loved to draw. He never 

ot past the seventh grade. Before he 

as 13, he had to quit school to sup- 

ort his family. But he never gave up 
is dream of becoming an artist. 


Although he was working 12 hours 
day, he began to study art at home 
1 his spare time. Soon he discovered 
iat people were willing to pay good 
1oney for his drawings. At 19 he was 
ell launched in the field of commer- 
ial art. By 22 he was earning $500 a 
eek. Dorne rose higher and higher— 
ntil he became probably the most 
ubulous money-maker in the history 
f advertising art. 

Dorne’s “rags to riches’”’ story is not 
nique. Norman Rockwell left school 
hen he was 15. Stevan Dohanos, 
amous cover artist, drove a truck and 
corked in a mill before turning to art. 
farold Von Schmidt was an orphan 
t 5. Robert Fawcett, known as the 
illustrators’ illustrator,” left school 
t 14. Austin Briggs, who struggled to 
upport his family in a cold-water flat 
hen he first broke into art, today 
ves in a magnificent contemporary 
ome, over 100 feet long. 


plan to help others: Nearly ten years 
70, these men gathered in Dorne’s 
ixurious New York studio for a fate- 
il meeting. With them were six other 
qyually famous artists — Al Parker, 
on Whitcomb, Fred Ludekens, Ben 
tahl, Peter Helck, John Atherton. 
Imost all had similar “‘rags to riches” 
ackgrounds. 


Dorne outlined to them a plan for 
1aring their good fortune with others. 
iorne pointed out that artists were 
eeded all over the country. And thou- 
ands of men and women wanted very 
1uch to become artists. What these 
eople needed most was a convenient 
nd effective way to master the trade 
-crets and professional know-how that 
1e famous artists themselves had 
‘arned only by long, successful ex- 
erience. ‘‘Why can’t we,” asked 
iorne, ‘develop some way to bring 
1uis kind of top-drawer art training 
) anyone with talent ...no matter 
here they live or what their personal 
*hedules may be?” 


The idea met with great enthusiasm. 
In fact, the twelve famous artists 
quickly buckled down to work—taking 
time off from their busy careers. Look- 
ing for a way to explain drawing tech- 
niques to students who would be 
thousands of miles away, they turned 
to the war-born methods of modern 
visual training. What better way could 
you teach the art of making pictures, 
they reasoned, than through pictures? 
They made over 5,000 drawings spe- 
cially for the school’s magnificent 
home study lessons. And after they 
had covered the fundamentals of art, 
each man contributed to the course 
his own special ‘‘hallmark” of great- 
ness. For example, Norman Rockwell 
devised a simple way to explain char- 
acterization and the secrets of color. 
Jon Whitcomb showed how to draw 
the “glamour girls’ for which he is 
world-famous. Dorne showed step-by- 
step ways to achieve animation and 
humor. 


Finally, the men spent three years 
working out a revolutionary, new way 


to correct a student’s work. For each 
drawing the student sent in, he would 
receive in return a long personal let- 
ter of criticism and advice. Along with 
the letter, on a transparent “overlay,” 
the instructor would actually draw, in 
detail, his corrections of the student's 
work. Thus there could be no misun- 
derstanding. And the student would 
have a permanent record to refer to 
as often as he liked.

School is launched; students quickly 
succeed: Thus was born the Famous 
Artists Schools — whose campus is 
the U. S. mail, whose classrooms are 
the students’ own homes and whose 
faculty is the most fabulous ever 
assembled in the history of art teach- 
ing. The school's activities started in 
a converted old barn in Westport, 
Conn. It grew rapidly. Today it occu- 
pies its own modern building and has 
5,000 active students in 32 countries. 
The twelve famous artists who started 
the school as a labor of love still own 
it, run it, and are fiercely proud of 
what it has done for its students. 

Don Smith is a good example. When 
he became a student three years ago, 
Don knew nothing about art, even 
doubted if he had talent. Today, he 
is an illustrator with a leading adver- 
tising agency in New Orleans. 


Gertrude Vander Poel had never 
drawn a thing until she enrolled in the 
School. Now a fashionable New York 
Gallery exhibits her paintings for sale. 


John Busketta is another. He was a 
pipe-fitter’s helper with a big gas com- 
pany until he enrolled in the school. 
He still works for the same company— 
but now he is an artist in the adver- 
tising department, at a big increase 
in pay. 


Lilian E. Ashby of Toronto writes: 
“I’m losing count, but believe I he 
painted 57 pictures and sold 41 since 
beginning your wonderful course.” 


Eric Ericson used to work in an 
auto parts department. Today, he is 
an Art Director at seven times the 
salary he was making when he en- 
rolled.

A modern man wonders where he is going, he tends 
to look back to see where he has just been. 

We at House BEAUTIFUL have been steadily studying 
the past, particularly the recent past, for signposts 
to our present and our future. For the past five years 
we have been preparing material carefully gathered 
for this particular issue devoted to America’s last sixty 
years, which coincide with our anniversary. 

We were struck by this: The best part of America’s 
past has been undiscovered, unpublished, unsung. 

We are speaking now of the houses—some of which 
we show further on—by the Greene brothers, by Frank 
Lloyd Wright. by Louis Sullivan, by Bernard Maybeck: 
of the best work of Louis Comfort Tiffany, which has 
risen and fallen, to rise again; of the whole great spirit 
that flamed so beautifully during the 1890’s and 1900's, 
but was virtually unknown by the country, because it 
was unpublicized, 

Then—as now—the extravagant, the flamboyant, the 
intrinsically foreign, was heralded. The quieter, pro- 
foundly private, domestically significant work of that 
period was not. The press followed the fantasies of 
“The 400°—their dress, their parties, their imitation 
ducal palaces and overblown Italianate villas. It did 
not seek out people like the Jameses, the Pratts, the 
Gambles, who certainly did not seek out the press. 
Their homes have been awaiting our discovery, and 
that discovery has awaited our coming of age, the time 
when the full, main stream of American architecture 
would have caught up with its great forerunners. 

That time is clearly now. The house to the right 
has become the new American tradition in architecture. 
It arose spontaneously in response to our common

Why has our discovery of the best of the recent 
past taken us so long? Why was it so unknown then? 

You might as well ask: Why is so much still made 
of so littlk—of the flashy, inappropriate, dated houses 
(miscalled modern) of our own time? They too are as 
intrinsically foreign to the landscape of American life 
as the painfully copied chateaux, the pastiche Rhein 
castles, the little Trianons of 60 years ago, now 
recognized as the follies of “The 400.” 

Our insistence on the word foreign is not because 
of the architects, who are often as native as Richard 
Morris Hunt, designer of those previous monstrosities 
for the fashionable of Newport and Fifth Avenue. 

There is but one measure which we apply to all 
things offered to us—whether by today or yesterday, 
by our own land or by others: How does it contribute 
to our present patterns of living? 

Whatever we can digest, assimilate and make our 
own we call appropriate and eventually part of us. Only 
the indigestible do we call foreign. For instance, our 
log cabins were transplanted from Sweden, because 
building them made sense in our virgin forests. Our 
greatest architect found inspiration in Japanese prints. 
So did Toulouse-Lautrec, and his posters are as de- 
cidedly French as the architecture of Wright is mag- 
nificently American. The gardens designed by Thomas 
Church for our outdoor life seem to have first occurred 
to him when he walked the patios of Spain as a young 
man and dreamed of adapting them to California. 

It is only when we seek the foreign for the sake 
of its exotic foreignness that it remains eternally 
foreign, which is to say. impossible to assimilate. 
So, in reply to the question, “Why was our best archi- 
tecture unacclaimed 60 years ago?”, we must answer, 
in part, “Because it was native and not exotic.” 
“Culture comes from abroad,” they used to say, as far 
too many still say today. And to these latter our 
recent past remains the great unknown. 

The truth is: We all bring to our study of yesterday 
all our attitudes toward life around us today. We recog- 
nize as valid in our past only what we have learned 
to value in our present. 

You must test yourself. Do you, in all sincerity, 
regard the most publicized styles of today as the ones 
likely to prevail tomorrow? Do you confuse publicity 
with permanence, the gossip column with current 
history, an interest in the best-known people with an 
interest in the best there is? 

If so, you are still overlooking in the past everything 
you are failing to see in the present. 

These were the mistaken attitudes of society col- 
umnists, such as Ward MeAllister, and of most of 


the press of his day. (Please turn to page 91)

Influence for Enrichment 


s the main stream of American architecture 
comes into the full, glorious light of day after 
its passage through a period of negative revolt, 

when ornament, embellishment or any kind of enrich- 
ment was rejected as “Victorian,” it has as its richest 
and strongest source of inspiration the life-long work 
and writings of its ever-flowing fountainhead, Frank 
Lloyd Wright. 

This could be a statement verging on idolatry, were 
it not for the fact that Mr. Wright himself believes and 
insists that all copies are bad copies, that any imitation 
of his work is a bad imitation and the more slavish it is 
in imitation of the original, the worse it becomes. So. 
it is not any specific pattern or ornamental device that 
we are referring to as “our strongest influence,” but 


rather the free, creative spirit that devised them along 


with the architecture itself—its form, its structure, its 
materials, its conception and human purpose. 

As another of America’s five architects, Bernard 
Maybeck, recently expressed it: “Uninspired imitation 
of inspiration is always dead.” 

Thus, the decorative attempts of the 19th Century, 
against which the modern movement has been in revolt. 
were inevitably dead and, hence, superfluous, because 
they were copies of ornament from other, now dead 
periods—they were floral moldings, heraldic symbols, 
pasted-on colonnades, plastic lions, and what not, which 
had no relevance or meaning to the form, structure. 
materials or purpose of the buildings they were pre- 
sumably “decorating” for popular taste. 

We must return again and again to these pri. 


mary aspects of building, if (Please turn the page)

with the building as appropriately and organically a 
part of it, inside and out. 

We emphasize the building itself—its structural form 
—because if the form fails to be beautiful, no orna- 
ment, no decoration, is going to be applied that will 
make it beautiful. Accordingly, men like Sullivan and 
Wright were saying in the 1890’s that, since most 
architects of that period seemed to practice architecture 
with the notion that first you built some sort of 
lifeless box, called Queen Anne or Georgian or Greek 
Revival, and then made it palatable by a kind of ap- 
pliqué ornament, either of the same copied style or of 
another, then it would be far better, if this were the 
case, for architects to forget all about ornament and 
concentrate again on their basic structure and make it 
strong, beautiful and worthy of contemplation. 

On the whole this is what modern architects have 
attempted to do—they have stripped architecture down 
to structure, and then exhibited or exposed the struc- 
ture as the sole “ornament” of it. One might say this 
has been preferable to the ornament-mania of the last 
decades of the 19th century, but one should always add 
that it has proved insufficient—it has left out of archi- 


tecture a quality which is what makes it architecture 





and not an exercise in engineering or playing with 


building blocks.

There is also a grace 
of movement, a high, healthy color of the skin, a firm, 
well-modeled flesh, and so on, not to speak of a soul 
and a dreaming mind. When, finally, we refer to 
a beautiful person, we might as justifiably be speaking 
of Einstein as of Greta Garbo. 

What, then, is the quality which makes a building 
a work of architecture ? 

The extent to which it raises man above himself 
without, at the same time, domineering him, The way 
it gives beauty and nobility to his daily life without 
depriving him of animal comfort and shelter. The 
poetry it makes of the ordinary prose of existence. 

In a house that qualifies as architecture this means: 
first, interior spaces which allow for primary functions 
and are truly spacious in their inspiration; second, 
forms and structure which strongly support, yet delight 
the eye simultaneously; third, materials so natural in 
their choice and use that we feel natural and at ease 
with them; fourth, that extra dimension which is 
part of all three others—their final flowering into 
some sort of expressive richness we call ornamental. 
It is the refinement of structural members and ma-

architect’s imagination on them, as is beautifully shown

This is the finest, purest, strongest sense of enrich- 
ment in architecture, and Mr. Wright’s endless ex- 
amples of it, accompanying our text, make him our 
richest influence and surest guide to the appropriate 
enrichment we are seeking in our homes. Other archi- 
tects must surely find their own forms, impress their 
own imagination on the materials they use, but in the 
best of his work they'll find the principle of integrity, 
of organic wholeness, which is the true secret of his 
creativity and enormous fruitfulness. It is as varied, 
as free, yet as controlled, as the force of nature working 
its many forms. 

Let’s pause and consider the idea of control, for in 
the great hunger for enrichment so long absent in 
modern architecture, our attempts to satisfy it might

Our Recent Past 


EE: American continent sprawls in prodigal 
splendor; time cannot alter its infinite variety. The 
rewards of such a landscape have been to produce a 
state of mind—the promise of fulfillment of a 
romantic dream that will reward the patient and 
the brave. This state of mind owes no allegiance 
to the past—to records already established, to roads 
already traveled, to rules, regulations, traditions, 
shibboleths or taboos—but springs, sturdy and im- 
placable, from the spirit of individuals, like the out- 
cropping of rock in our native earth. 

Thus Americans have been uniquely free and 
stubborn in the pursuit of their aspirations. When 
the dream has persisted, the men and the methods 
for accomplishing it have been found. 

In the area of architecture in America, the vision- 
ary has not lacked for the able interpreter of his 
dream, any more than the imaginative originator 
has failed to find the confident client. Unheralded 
and almost unknown, the two have been joining 
forces throughout our short history. The enduring 
monuments to these relationships have rarely come 
to public attention, since the measure of accomplish- 
ment was not acclaim, but the private satisfaction 
of those involved. On this and succeeding pages, 
we bring you the first photographs ever published 
of such an inspired collaboration. This is an Amer- 
ican house, early-twentieth-century in origin, which 
incorporates so much that is tangible and intangible 
in the art of dwelling, that it represents a standard 
to which the thoughtful can indefinitely repair. For 
it contains those timeless esthetic values which are 
the hard core, the very center of the modern Amer- 
ican architectural tradition. 

Just before World War I, Mr. and Mrs. D. L. 
James, residents of Kansas City, Missouri, but in- 
veterate travelers (they met on the Acropolis of 
Athens, though they came from Kansas) discovered 
on a curved promontory of coastline near Carmel, 
California, where the mountains lunge precipitately 
to the sea, a rugged, rocky but irresistible cliff 
(left). It combined the two (Please turn the page)

aspects of nature dearest to their prairie hearts—the 
mountains for D. L. James and the wild ocean for 
his wife, Lily. 

No more romantic or difficult site could be im- 
agined, so they bought it and determined to build 
a home there. They retained as architect Charles 
Sumner Greene of the then well-known firm of 
Greene and Greene. Charles Greene was an uncon- 
ventional perfectionist, to whom the glories of the 
situation made instantaneous appeal. In due time 
and in collaboration with the Jameses, Mr. Greene 
conceived a house that partook simultaneously of 
the mountain that reared above and the cobalt sea 
which roared and boiled below, as indigenous to the 
landscape as the gray stones of the cliff wall. 

The exterior of the house was so contrived that it 
was impossible to tell where the native rock left off 
and the man-laid masonry began.

Jameses’ business in Kansas City, the imagination, 
aspiration, exhausting travel, courage, hopes, fears 
and love of D. L. and Lily James. 

When the family moved in in 1921 (the Jameses 
had a son Daniel), they were immediately rewarded 
by the inordinate pride and pleasure the house af- 
forded them. It was a dream come true. It was ex- 
actly the way they had thought it was going to be. 
It was—and is—poetic architecture, which unfail- 
ingly moves all who behold it. 

Concerning it, T. V. Smith has written us: “This 
house is the anteroom to Paradise; a romantic 
dream, projecting from a romantic site into a ro- 
mantic sea. Not only is the house at home with its 
environment, it is equally at home with itself. It is 
built to reflect the horizontal sweep of the coastline 
and the vertical curve of the projection of the cliff 
from the coastline. There are no straight lines, nor 
any right angles, inside or outside of this house— 
as there are none in the wild surroundings. Marble 
decorations reflect ocean curves and beams of ceil- 
ings catch up the arching of the sky or the bending 
of a wave. As if knowing in advance of Einstein 
that space itself is curved, the owners, the architect 
and the masons (a spiritual triumvirate who worked 
together for years on this house) made the most 
direct approacn to every intention by going around 
rather than through, like some gesture of feminine 
felicity. Veritably, these artists have written, where 
ocean and mountain meet, their supremest sonnet 
in ‘syllables of stone’.” 

The rewards of living in such a house can hardly 
be reckoned, Lily James says. She now lives there 
alone (since the death of her husband and the mar- 
riage of her son), but continues to feel companioned., 
As she once inspired the house, the house now 
inspires her, forever indicating new manifestations 
of beauty—the shapes of shells, the infinite mass- 
ing of foliages, the textures of stone, the unending 
symphony of the surf. If the elements express the 
poetry of life, Lily James abides near the poetic heart

his is one of the most important houses, 
historically speaking, in America, For it is 

a perfect example, perfectly preserved, of the 
peaks to which our domestic architecture had 
risen half a century ago. It demonstrates per- 
fectly the complete assimilation of all influences 
for a thoroughly American house in form, struc- 
ture and purpose. It is a native, grass-roots 
product, which, together with other houses by 
the same two architects, has had an enormous 
(though not widely recognized) effect on Amer- 
ican architecture and home-building traditions. 
Above all, it shows that there has been a main 
line of development, continuing almost uninter- 
ruptedly, of a modern American style. Call it “the 
American look,” or call it “‘a set of American 
design mannerisms.” Whatever you call it, its de- 
velopment has been going on for six or seven 
decades and by now is completely woven into the 
warp and woof of our home-building ways. (The

This storage wall shows how early 
we were integrating into the struc- 
ture the functions previously re- 
served for furniture. Pulls look 
modern by today’s standards. 
Leaded glass windows were exe- 
cuted by Louis Comfort Tiflany, 
as was the glass for all the light 
fixtures throughout the house. Bowl 
holding the daffodils is likewise a 
Tiffany creation.

California. as a win- 
ter home for David B. Gamble (of Procter and 
Gamble) and was designed by two brothers, 
Charles Sumner Greene and Henry Mather 
Greene, one of whom also designed the James 
house. shown on pages 48-53. 

The most notable aspect of their work. which 
this house demonstrates. is the way the whole de- 
sign derives from the exposing of the structure, 
making it a natural and integral expression—ex- 
posed wood beams, exposed framing. wooden 
keys. pegs. metal bands and straps. All the parts 
are intentionally put together to count as _pat- 
tern and design. This practice has become one 
of the most frequent characteristics of the modern

Sa furniture seems to have made its debut about 
sixty years ago with the famous Globe-Wernecke bookcase, 
a concept of stacking cases which might be bought as needed 
and arranged to any height or width the user wanted. Today 
the principle of rearrangeable furniture has become so taken- 
for-granted that there is hardly a manufacturer who does 
not include some sort of sectional pieces in his line, whether 
it be upholstered seating or chests and cabinets, We have 
come to rely heavily on sectionals because they can be easily 
moved about and recomposed for different rooms and abodes.

Tae: is a house that most people would enjoy and under- 
stand, because it seems to fulfill so naturally our modern 
\merican concept of what makes a good environment for 
living. It has the quiet warmth and appeal that have charac- 
terized fine houses of all times. 

Yet, studying the pictures on the next eight pages, you 
might be surprised to note how many of the features, which 
at first glance you accept without question, have really 
become generally acceptable within the very recent past. 
We have listed these features at the top of the page. You 
might refer to them from time to time, as you look at the 
pictures, From walls of glass to today’s furnishings, from 
the choice of a difficult but fascinating and unusual site to 
the shaping of a house to conform to it, the new tradition 
of how best to build is of only yesterday. 

\ny reader past thirty can prove it for himself by com- 
paring this house for John Falter with the houses of his 
childhood. He will immediately see the big change in what 
is now accepted as a good house to live in. It reflects the 
fact that slowly but unconsciously we have been assimilating 
a whole new set of traditions in architecture and furnishings 
and in our general attitude toward how life can be best and 
most beautifully lived.

is felt here. For this house is built on a hillside (see cross- 
section sketch) and ingeniously planned on two levels, with 
bedrooms below and general living rooms above, where 
they take full advantage of the great view. 

So the full leafiness of surrounding tree tops, seen through 
glass, seems to embrace and protect you at the same time 
you experience a sense of open airiness, thanks to the distant 
view and the platform terraces which lead the eye and spirit 
out beyond enclosure. The terraces, planked in wood, are 
in fact an extension of the living area. 

And since the exterior siding of the house is the same 
mahogany that sheathes the interior walls, you are hardly 
conscious of the transition from indoors to outdoors. Wide 
overhangs shade the living area from the sun during the 
latter part of the day and contribute to this sense of shelter. 
On the lower level two bedrooms are similarly sheathed in

a difficult site, if you will—is another 
of our new traditions, although there was 
a time when such sites were a drug on 


the market, because they called for im- 


aginative, ingenious planning on the 


part of the architect and builder. 

But we have come to a new apprecia- 
tion of them, because they are usually 
the most beautiful settings and because 
the form of a house which is dictated by 
such a site is invariably a more interest- 
ing one than that of a box-sitting-on- 
a-flat-lot, as in most cities. 

For this reason, potential home-build- 
ers are now more interested in finding a 
“site” than a “lot.” Like these owners, 
they look first for a beautiful setting, a 
view, a place that speaks to their souls. 
And when they have found it, they try to 
preserve its natural quality by building 
into it or around it, instead of attempting 
to level it off and make the site conform to 
the conventional concept of a house on a 
flat lot.

The bedroom, as an alcove on the mezzanine, retains 
its openness—and yet seclusion—without loss of 
views through the three open corners. It borrows 
space from the studio beyond and living room below. 
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This “large” little house could not have been 
achieved without a feeling and a regard for the 
modern idea of interior space. It would almost seem 
that the architect had chosen to do an exercise in 
applying Frank Lloyd Wright’s teaching regarding 
the “destruction of the box.” 

The client requested of architect Alfred Parker 
as large a living room as possible, a small kitchen, 
one bedroom with a shower, a car shelter, a place 
to store yard tools, and an outdoor terrace. He also 
requested provision for a future guest house with a 
bedroom and bath. 

The plan is a direct solution of this problem. 
The main living areas are grouped around the out- 
door living area, the terrace, with the driveway 
and carport on the western side of the lot, the least 
interesting visually and also the hottest. 

Because of a low budget, economy was a major 
factor in the design. A square can be more eco- 
nomically enclosed than a rectangle. A two-story 
house can be more economically roofed than a one- 
story of equivalent area. This thinking helped to 
determine the basic forms.

Low 
bids fortunately enabled them to build the complete 
scheme in one operation. 

These forms, if they had no openings, would be 
boxes. But for the future delight of the client, the 
architect cancelled this boxiness by the way he used 
openings and placed the roof over the whole. As a 
result, he created an interior space free from mo- 
notony, filled with the eye-appeal of changing pat- 
terns and vistas, and a lofty sense of spaciousness. 
Most important, a sense of openness and freedom 
was brought about by this manipulation of space.

M.., who have commented upon the practice of ar- 
chitecture in this country have regarded the absence 
of a style, distinctively American, as both strange and 
deplorable; and with a view to betterment they have 
advanced theories as to the nature of such a style 
that evidence a lack of insight which is equally 
strange and deplorable. 

These theories have been for the greater part sug- 
gested by the feelings awakened in contemplating the 
matured beauty of Old World art, and imply a grafting 
or transplating process. Their advocates have 
ignored the complex fact, that, like a new species of any class, a national 
style must be a growth, that slow and gradual assimilation of nutriment 
and a struggle against obstacles are necessary adjuncts to the purblind 
processes of growth, and that the resultant structure can bear only a 
chemical or metaphysical resemblance to its materials. 

We will, therefore, disregard these dreams of a Minerva-like archi- 
tectural splendor springing full-formed into being, and look rather for 
the early signs of a spontaneous architectural feeling arising in sym- 
pathy with the emotions latent or conspicuous in our people. 

It is reasonable to believe that an unconquered country, peopled by 
colonization and natural increase, may bear in its younger and its com- 
ing generations a race whose birthright, implying freedom to receive 
and assimilate impressions, shall nurture emotions of rare quality and of 
a fruitfulness commensurate with the energy in an unexhausted soil. . . . 

The individual [in America] is from day to day seeking expedients by 
means of which to shape his immediate surroundings into a realization 
of his desires, and we may assume it to be quite probable that the initial 
impelling force, operating through the individual, has already in many 
cases produced significant and valuable results. These results, if not 
thoroughly typical, must have in them much that is eminently character- 
istic, and that bear the stamp of internal origin. 

To test this hypothesis we have, therefore, but to look into the daily 
life of our architecture, and, in the complexion of its many fleeting 
phases, seek here and there for instances in which the existence of 
spontaneous and characteristic emotional feeling may be detected. 

Sometimes we shall find this impulse appearing as an element of 
warmth-tinging scholastic formalism; sometimes as a seemingly para- 
doxical inspiration in the works of the uncultivated. We may certainly 
expect to meet with it in the efforts of those upon whose imagination the 
chromatic eloquence of words and of music have taken strong hold; and 
above all, we are to look for it in the creations of the gifted ones whose 
souls are finely attuned to the beauty of nature and humanity. 

Our art is for the day, is suited to the day, and will also change as 
the day changes. The law of variation is an ever present force, and 
co-ordination is its goal. The first step toward a new order of things 
is accomplished when there appear minds receiving and assimilating 
fresh impressions, reaching new conclusions, and acting upon them. 
By this sign, we may know that such a movement is already upon us 
and we may follow its erratic tendencies, and note its increase in strength 
and individuality: We may see the germ of poetry which each man 
has within him, slowly awakening into life, and may feel the presence 


of an American romanticism. (Please turn to page 94) 
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The Tradition of Ornament 


in Modern Architecture 


L, is interesting to examine again the ornament of modern 
architecture as some great men have practiced it before now. 
Their tradition should serve as a reliable basis from which 
an ornament suiting our own time can arise to adorn our 
leisure and embellish our enjoyment. 

[ think it was Ruskin who said that ornament is unsutt- 
able in busy places, perhaps the most valuable remark about 
ornament in modern times. It is precisely the dominance of 
business and busy-ness in modern life that has precipitated 
many controversies about architecture and design. Without 
the primary business man—the Renaissance banker, that is— 
there would be no modern world as we know it; and thus de- 
sign would have had some other, unguessable pattern of hu- 
man conduct to give form to. But from Renaissance bankers 
there grew in turn: the middle classes, the Reformation, the 
explorers, the scientists, the Enlightenment, political democ- 
racy and at last the Industrial Revolution. 

Our own age of fission, fusion and automation is but a 
projection of this curve. The pattern-shattering, irresistible 
Change that began in the Fifteenth Century started to domi- 
nate human existence more than 200 years ago and for about 
100 years it has been accepted as the creative matrix of 
modern design. However bleak the original destructive re- 
sults of the Change, however reluctant the adieus of classes 
and individuals to the old feudal-agricultural habits, the 
world was on its way and the Change called for its expression 
in design, What was this to be? 

At first the Change claimed only certain areas of life: 
Business was business; but home life and play, education and 
religion, these continued as before. Designers followed suit. 
Business premises were designed for enterprise and common 
sense; and home, club, school and church, for stability and 
tradition. Except that in time it became chic to pretend that 
the Change had never happened. Then a bank could be a 
temple or a railway station could be a palace or an office 
could be a paneled parlor. So it is still done on occasions all 
too frequent. 

Why “too frequent”? What’s so bad about it? In small 
doses, nothing. Pretending is half of almost every kind of 
fun. But as happened in “the period styles,” to give over to 
masquerade the major portion of a great form of human 
expression is an admission of fear—fear of what lies below 
the mask, fear of facing the reality of the big Change. There 
has been in every field a difficult adjustment to the Change 
and every effective personality of modern times has struggled 
to make the transition smoother and more acceptable. Mod- 
ern design is nothing less than a part of this very process,

W. are about to inherit the riches inherent in our time. 
Somehow, as our need crystallizes, the men to fill the need 
are there. The air of our time has been cleared of the twin 
miasmas we have been obsessed by: the infatuation with and 
dependence on past methods of enrichment and the other 
equally non-rewarding one—the rejection of any kind of 
ornament in our revolt against “Victorianism.” 

Here are five examples of the work of an artist, Eugene 
Masselink, whose creations seem to answer these new crav- 
ings. Four were commissioned by people who wanted major 
features in decorative schemes. One (the tablecloth and plates 
shown overleaf and on the front cover) was an assignment 
to make tablecloth and place setting into one integrated en- 
semble, creating a special work of art out of the whole table 
setting. The fifth is a sketch for a fabric, based on the 
stylizing of tiger lilies. (Even though it is based on tiger 
lilies, the design does not freeze your vision to seeing it only 
as tiger lilies, for you can see in the design different things 
on different days when you are in different moods, and it is 
just as pretty when it is turned upside down.) 

These are works of art designed to give life to the space 
they occupy, lifting that space beyond what it would be 
if it were left plain. They are like background music: you 
can take them or leave them. And like background music, you 
can take them differently at different times, depending on 
your moods and feelings. Since most of these were commis- 
sioned especially for the varying needs of certain places,

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The folding screen of hinged mahogany 
boards, with both sides richly patterned 
in polychrome and gold, heightens the ar- 
chitectural interest of the rooms which 
it separates.

Masselink’s designs are based upon geometry, but are 
lifted from the reaim of geometry into that of art, as music, 
based upon the mathematics of sound waves, is elevated from 
its mathematical basis. This is eye-music. 

It is not blank, mechanical patterning; it stimulates the 
imagination, through its symbolism, to imagine more and 
still more things. It has the same emotional fascination you 
get when you examine crystals or lichens on rock. You see 
first one thing, then another, and again another. Or, if you 
are otherwise occupied, you need not see them at all. 

Never do these designs bore you with a too-insistent 
rhythm or a monotonous pattern. Nor are you expected to 
stand in awe before this “mystery which we can’t possibly 
understand.” There is no “message” to be conveyed; there 
is no emotionalism or expressionism. 

Rather, Masselink’s designs convey to us the delight in the 
multitudes of forms and patterns possible. He brings into 


his work not an imitation of nature, but rather the delights

of nature; variations on patterns, subtle rhythms and the 
sense of underlying structure. His patterns enrich the sur- 
face upon which they appear without detracting from 
the architectural value of the surface as a plane. They lie 
quiet and flat, remaining two dimensional, making no at- 
tempt to be pictorial or three dimensional. They are quiet 
in the way Chinese prints and Japanese screens are un- 
demonstrative and therefore pleasing. 

Here is decorative art that can blend with our new archi- 
tecture. It may herald the end of the 30- or 40-year-old 
complaint from artists that their works are not used to 
embellish our contemporary buildings. In truth, so much 
recent art has not lent itself to such use. Art originates in 
the aim to enhance life, not as a thing apart from life. 
Modern art has been conceived as an isolated thing, so it 
has remained isolated. It has remained homeless largely be- 
cause it was not conceived in situ, in place. 

In all the great periods of art there has been this sense of 
integration with the place which was to receive the work. The

Tae could I have missed these all my life?” 

“Truly regional wines, full of character and vitality.” 

“Here at last are wines that really stand up to our American 
foods—that go along with them and enhance them.” 

“Delicate and yet, at the same time, robust enough to 
serve with sausage cakes, a salt-cured ham, brown chicken 
fricassee, barbecued steak or a grilled hamburger.” 

“French foods take French wines, but with our lusty 
American dishes, here’s the answer!” 

These were some of the comments of wine fanciers who, 
for the first time in their lives, touched their lips to a group 
of selected wines made in New York State from the grapes of 
the New World—cultivated and, in most cases, hybridized 
descendants of our own wild wines. 

“Like nothing I have ever tasted before. They surprise 
and please me,” said an Italian journalist. 

“Makes you think of woodlands and wild things pushing 
through the earth.” 

“No, they make me remember fields of blue vetch and gold- 
enrod blooming along the wayside.” This from an American. 

“Clean, light and fresh—as if youth and spring could be 
bottled.” Appropriately, the name of the wine and grape that 
brought forth this particular comment is Diana. 

“If you must compare them, you might say they are some- 
what like Rhine wines or some Moselles, or perhaps the 


flowery Alsatians.”

“That back-of-the-mouth taste, not quite an aftertaste, 
but a tang, a fruity pungence—I call it interesting, though 
some might call it foxy.” 

Foxy is the word that for generations has been used, 
generally with unflattering connotations to describe the char- 
acteristic flavor of wines grown and produced in Eastern 
United States. Exactly what it means or how it came to be 
used is not clear. Probably it refers to the grapes that grow 
wild, often called foxgrapes, either “because the foxes ate 
them” or “because the shape of the leaves is like the track 
of the fox.” Or, some say, “because of the musky aroma of 
the vines.” 

Generally, now it is agreed that a foxy taste in its most 
obvious and concentrated form is that of Concord grape 
juice. Those nurtured on the European wine tradition find 
even a trace of foxiness unappealing. 

Undeniably this grape flavor does predominate in most 
of those New York wines generally labeled burgundy, claret 
or sauterne, even though they have only a passing resem- 
blance to the French creations that bear those noble names. 
Many millions of people like this taste. It pervades much of 
the sacramental and kosher wines of the East. 

The champagnes of New York State are famous and justly 
popular in this country. Although California produces more 
than 90 per cent of all our wines, New York State claims 


credit for 85 per cent of American champagnes. Purists in-

sist, of course, that such wine should not be called champagne 
in imitation of the French, but should proclaim proudly its 
own place-name and grape. 

Perhaps some day we will know these wines as sparkling 
Canandaigua, or sparkling Keuka (named after the “Crooked 
Lake” toward which the vineyards drape at Hammondsport) , 
or sparkling Catawba, Elvira, Niagara, Dutchess or Dela- 
ware. For it is from a blend of these indigenous American 
grapes and their hybrids that we have such time-honored and 
meticulously made champagnes as Taylor’s, Great Western 
and Gold Seal. 

Despite the excellence of many of the New York sparkling 
wines and sherries, right now the real discovery for con- 
noisseurs lies not so much with them, but with a small but 
slowly and steadily growing group of still table wines that 
have no counterpart anywhere. White wines are particularly 
outstanding. 

How and where can you become acquainted with these 
treasures? Admittedly they are scarce, though comparatively 
inexpensive. Made in small quantities, often only a few hun- 
dred or a.few thousand cases in a year, their distribution is 
limited to a few appreciative audiences in places like 
Rochester, Baltimore, Washington, New York, St. Louis, 
Milwaukee and Minneapolis. But they could be obtained 
through wine dealers anywhere. 

Widmer’s is the most revered name in this field along

Today we are asked to carve out our spot of 
refuge, our island of safety, within a network of roads and 
freeways, dodging more automobiles and people than we 
would have thought possible a generation ago. Our problems 
run like this: How to get to and from our garden without 
being scalped on the highways. Once we are there, we have 
the dilemma of how to find time to enjoy it. How to get twice 
as much in a space a quarter the size? How to insure that 
we can maintain it once weve got it? 

What kind of answers can you give to these questions? 
How you answer affects the course your garden should take 


in the future. 


De your children still prefer to play on the street? 


Is there no place for tricycles or roller skates? Do 
they get slapped hands if they snap off the tulips? 
Is there no quiet, unobserved corner where they can 
plug in the radio and dance? No corner where they 
can raise their own radishes? No swings? No bar- 


becue? No mud? Is it just a garden? 


Do your friends take one look and go back to the 
living-room sofa? 
It may be your fault because there’s no invitation to 
go on out into the garden. Or maybe there’s no spot 
as far from the house as possible toward which you 
are led by the irresistible magnets of impelling design 
lines and irresistible color and composition. No 


shade? No chaise? No lemonade? 


How often do you walk around your garden, just be- 
cause it’s so darn pleasant? 
Is the only time you make a complete tour on Satur- 
day—behind the lawn mower? Do you like to tour in

Do you 
go around in the moonlight or is that too dangerous? 
Are there lurking flagstones to trip you or wayward 
barberries to ruin your nylons? Or inadequate light-

Do you argue that, after a hard day’s work you de- 
serve just to relax—in the den by the television? 


Gardens can be more relaxing than dens. A well- 
thought-out plan with a proper balance of simplicity 
and excitement can get the laziest man as far as the 


hammock, at least. 


Are you afraid that, by constant exposure, you might 
get the gardening bug? 
Well, frankly, you might—particularly if it’s designed 


for minimum work and maximum pleasure. 


Do you never catch up with garden chores? 


Then see that your lawn, if you have one, is in easily 
cut shapes, with sprinklers and moving strips. Elimi- 
nate grass coming up to vertical surfaces. Ten per cent 
of your space is plenty to raise all the flowers and 
do the concentrated gardening requiring special 
maintenance. Shift to permanent slow-growing shrubs 
and graceful fast-growing trees, and keep them pruned 
high. They look more relaxed. Don’t be afraid to 
double the size of your driveway and triple the size 
of your terrace. If your garden seems small, take out 
half the shrubbery. If it seems too large, put up 
screens and abandon half of it or plant it to a grove 


of trees, with the ground cover. 


Want to move to an apartment? 
Don’t give up so easily, There’s a good way to make 
your land give you what you want, at least nine times 
out of ten. If you are Number Ten, admit it and go

No wonder the 1880’s and 1890's 
have been gilded beyond reality, 
inspiring nostalgia on one hand 
and nausea on the other. 

The publicity-seekers were pub- 
licized. The privacy-seekers found 
privacy. It was as true then as 
it is now. So the private houses 
were never made public; and 
those that were, were more club- 
house than home. 

How did we find them? 

By looking for structures that 
ennoble the land they occupy and 
the people who occupy them. 

Why did we look for them? 

For one reason, because we are 
always looking for homes that are 
private, in every sense of the word, 
and encouraging of privacy; that 
are individual and encouraging of 
individuality; that are personal 
and retiring. 

There is another reason: 

We at House BEAUTIFUL, as you 
know, feel that the modern move- 
ment is in a state of great con- 
fusion, that it lost its way some- 
where in the early part of our cen- 
tury. We believe it was led off its 
track by a “functionalist” esthetic. 

Surely one way to the future is 
to hold on to the most substantial 
thread of the past. We lost that 
thread by pursuing a far less sub- 
stantial one, that of a “function- 
alism” which was not functional. 
The thing to do was to return to 
the point where we went wrong. 

Here, in our Anniversary Issue, 
are the threads from the past 
which can lead us into the future. 
We lost them once; we are un- 
likely to lose them again. The other 
thread many of us followed has run 
out or has led to a blank dead end. 

And by this we mean the bleak- 
ness of the cubical house, the irre- 
ducible statement of the Interna- 
tional Style: the Miesian glass box. 

Contrast the glass box, the cliché 
modern house, with the homes on 
pages 48 through 59. Wherein lies 
the promise for a fuller, fairer fu- 
ture? The new much-published 
glass box or a house similar in 
spirit to the older graceful ones we 
have discovered ? 

It is indeed odd that some have 
chosen the glass box. Why? 

Fundamentally, because they have 
a strange reluctance to be them- 
selves. They are suffering from the 
same mistake as those who put up 
the immitation palaces of the 
1880's, who had thought that all 
culture, all art, all that made life 
worth while was foreign to Amer- 
ica and so had to be imported 


intact in its original container. 

Today, too, many are embar- 
rassed by any resoundingly native 
American product (yes, even at 
this late date). So, for those who 
are so embarrassed by an archi- 
tecture that might be called local, 
regional or national, why not an 
architecture called international, 
or International Style? Who then 
will find them provincial, unin- 
formed. out of the cultural swim? 

There is another, more seductive 
reason for the appeal of the mod- 
ernistic glass box. 

In the “Teens and Twenties of 
our century, our fathers were run- 
ning as hard and as fast as they 
could from our grandfathers. As 
a result, of course, they never 
escaped them. They were moti- 
vated mostly by what they hated. 
And what they hated most, they 
said, was Victorianism. 

Associated with Victorianism in 
their minds was clutter, ornament, 
embellishment and what not. Re- 
jecting their fathers, they rejected 
their fathers’ homes, furnishings, 
and, let’s face it, many of the ele- 
ments that enriched their life. 
They were caught in a period of 
negative revolt from which we are 
only now recovering. They defined 
beauty (when they didn’t simply 
deny its existence) or good design 
in terms of what it was not. They 
said good design was not ornament, 
not exuberance, not excess. 

They did this in the name of 
the most convenient slogan: Form 
follows function. (Actually that 
slogan goes back to Horatio Green- 
ough, who said it in the mid-1800’s, 
and for which a great deal is still 
to be said.) However, in their re- 
volting hands it became an esthetic 
dogma for a new cubistic form, 
purged of all ornament and deco- 
ration, a form so rigid that it de- 
feated all the function. 

Entering the picture was the Ger- 
man Bauhaus branch of the modern 
movement. Its influence was final 
and fatal. Modern couldn’t go fur- 
ther toward simplicity or negation. 
This branch became the whole mod- 
ern movement in the eyes of the 
public. So, those who wanted to 
build a meaningful modern house, 
built a Bauhaus, sanctified as the 
International Style and, as a result, 
safe from the embarrassing Amer- 
icanism of one’s parents. 

Thus far we have been saying 
“our fathers.” Actually our gener- 
ation has been caught in the inertia 
of their revolt. Only lately are we

This romanticism is, in the main, 
also exquisite but not virile. It 
seeks to touch all things with soft- 
ened hand. Under the influence of 
its warmth of feeling, hard lines 
flow into graceful curves, angulari- 
ties disappear in a mystical blend- 
ing of surfaces. 

One by one the completed styles 
of foreign climes are passing under 
this hand, each in turn being quiet- 
ly divested of its local charm, and 
clothed in a sentiment and manner- 
ism unmistakably our own... . 

Appreciation of the beauties of 
this romanticism is to some extent 
dependent upon the verbal explana- 
tion and comment of its exponents. 
A knowledge of their vocabulary is 
often of assistance in disclosing 
softness and refinement in many 
primitive expedients, and revealing 
beauty in barren places. . .. Meta- 
phor and simile are rampant in this 
connection, a well-chosen word 
often serving to justify an architec- 
tural absurdity.

Its place is not undisputed in 
either. Waiting rooms may have 
magazines or other printed matter 
and gentler distractions behind re- 
ception desks. Homes on the other 
hand frequently house children. 
They are what necessitates the cur- 
rent return to the front parlor and 
the separate dining room, mani- 
festations of the “zoned house.” as 
Frank Lloyd Wright has called it, 
where energetic family activities 
are given space separate from a 
more serene setting dedicated to 
gracious purposes. If in these 
islands of restfulness ornament can 
flourish, what will this ornament 
look like? How will it contribute to 
an architectural whole? Only the 
architects and designers of our day 
and of tomorrow can answer that.

which now and then is successful— 
the result being an addition, how- 
ever small, to our stock of ele- 
mentary forms.... 

We surely have in us the germ 
of artistic greatness—no people on 
earth possessing more of innate 
poetic feeling, more of ideality, 
greater capacity to adore the beau- 
tiful, than our own people: but 
architects as a professional class 
have held it more expedient to 
maintain the traditions of their cul- 
ture than to promulgate vitalizing 
thought. Here then we are weak, 
and should sentiment gain a pro- 
nounced ascendency, we may re- 
main weak. 

On us rests partially the respon- 
sibility, and partially on the public. 
We [architects] have at times in- 
dividually sought to lead the pub- 
lic, when we more wisely should 
have followed it; and have, as a 
body, often followed, when, with 
beneficent results we could have 
led. While we may compromise for 
a time, through a process of local 
adaptation, no architectural style 
can become a finality that runs 
counter to popular feeling. 

The desire at once to follow and 
to lead the public should be the 
initial attitude of our profession 
toward the formation of a national 
style. For while we conduct the 
the shaping 
and controlling process is mainly in 
the hands of the public who are 


technical operations, 








constantly keeping us within 
bounds. We cannot wholly escape 
this control, while we are without 
a national architecture fully repre- 
senting the wishes of the public. 
and ministering to its conceptions 
of the beautiful and the useful. 

This can evidently not come to 
pass forthwith, for the public itself 
can only partially and imperfectly 
state its wants. Responding readily, 
however, to the intuition of those 
who anticipate its desires, it ac- 
cepts provisionally year by year ali 
the satisfaction it can get; so that 
while one recognized style after 
another shall pass through our 
hands to be tried and finally re- 
jected in the search for perma- 
nent satisfaction, a modified residu- 
um from each will doubtless be 
added to a fund representing our 
growth in emotional and spiritual 
wealth. 

The progress of this growth to- 
ward consummation in a national 
style involves the lives of many 
generations, and need be of but 
little practical concern to us of to- 
day. We work at short range and 
for immediate results. Perhaps, 
however, there would be infused 
into our profession an abiding 
esprit de corps, should considera- 
tion of this subject and its associ- 
ated themes lead to a substantial 
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agreement upon our status, our 
tendencies and our policy. 

If these conclusions . . . be ac- 
cepted as correct, it becomes clear- 
ly evident, however, that the forma- 
tive beginnings of this national 
style, now in progress, are of the 
utmost immediate interest to us, in 
part through feelings of patriotism, 
in part because of a surmise that 
those who approach most nearly in 
the substance of their work and 
administration to the qualities in- 
herent in our race and _ potential 
of a national style, will come near- 
est to the hearts of our people. 

Harassed though the architect 
may be, by the cares and responsi- 
bilities of his daily life, there ex- 
ists nevertheless within him, in the 
midst of this turmoil, an insup- 
pressible yearning toward ideals. 
These delicate promptings should 
be both protected and nourished, 
that, like the plants 
springing by the sun’s gentle per- 
suasion from little seeds buried in 


flowering 


the coarser elements of the soil, 
they also, because of the warmth 
of human feeling, may bloom at 
times by the wayside, yielding re- 
freshing odors and the joy of color 
to the plodding wayfarer. 

The soft beams of the full-orbed 
moon fall with pathetic caress upon 
the slumbering life of the world; 
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paling with the dawn, her tender 
vigil ended, she melts into the in- 
finite depths when the ruddy herald 
of day proudly summons the work- 
ers. So does the soul watch over 
its greater ideals until the thrill- 
ing radiance of power shall awaken 
them to action. 

Ideal thought and effective action 
should so compose the vital sub- 
stance of our works that they may 
live, with us and after us, as a rec- 
ord of our fitness, and a memorial 
of the good we may have done. 
Then, in the affluence of time, when 
a rich burden of aspiring verdure 
may flourish in the undulating 
fields of thought, wrought into fer- 
tility through the bounty of nature 
and the energy of the race, the mel- 
lowed spontaneity of a national 
style reaching its full and perfect 
fruition shall have come from out 
the very treasury of nature. 


Ten years later, Louis Sullivan 
returned to his favorite prophecy, 
describing it more fully. Some ex- 
tracts follow: 


Human development. through a 
series of vast attractions and _ per- 
turbations, has now arrived at a 
materialism so profound, so ex- 
alted. as to prove the fittest basis 
spiritual

splendor. ... 





Think of modern science which 
has taught us not to fear. Think 
of modern music, arising in glory 
as the heart took wings—a new 
thing under the sun. Think deeply 
of the French 
Democracy—the utterance of free-

ual man. Think now of our own 
age wiih its machinery, its steam 
power, its means of communication, 
its annihilation of distance. Think 
of the humanitarianism of our day. 
Think, as we stand here, now, in a 
new land, a Promised Land _ that 
at last is ours. think how passion- 
ately latent, how marvelous to con- 
template is America, our country. 
Think that here destiny has de- 
creed there shall be enacted the 
final part in the drama of man’s 
emancipation—the redemption of 
his-soul!

on white gloves. Because music has 
entered the home in copious quan- 
tity, it has now been absorbed into 
our everyday life. It is part of “nor- 
mal” life, so to speak, and as such 
it is treated naturally, normally. 

The informal attitude toward 
music does not mean, fortunately, 
that we have lost all elegance, if 
by elegance we understand refine- 
ment of feeling, quick sensitivity 
of pleasure, the ability to respond 
to subtle artistic impulses. 

There is, of course, a lot of bad, 
“inelegant’” music around; there 
always has been; there always will 
be. But the music which seems to 
endure, which seems to delight 
most of the people over the longest 
period of time and—most im- 
portant—the popularity of which 
grows as our total interest in music 
crows, is good music. 

Time, it has been said, is high- 
brow. It is significant, I think, 
that by far the most popular 
composer of today’s America is 
Beethoven. His popularity is at 
least partly due to the direct 
humanity of his music, to his 
uniquely bold expression of emo- 
tion. At any rate, it is curious— 


and surely could not have been 
predicted sixty years ago—that the 
most popular recording in the Vic- 
tor Red Seal catalog of 1956 was 
Beethoven’s Ninth Symphony con- 
ducted by Toscanini. 

It may be appropriate here to 
mention some other best-selling 
records, if only to indicate a char- 
acteristic of today’s taste, a taste 
veering toward the romantic: 


Beethoven: Symphony No. 5 
Rachmaninoff: Piano Concerto No. 2 
Beethoven: Symphony No. 3 
Tehaikovsky: Symphony No. 6 
Tchaikovsky: Piano Concerto No. 1 
Debussy: La Mer 

Franek: Symphony in D Minor 
Beethoven: “Emperor” Concerto 
Chopin: Concerto No. 1 

Brahms: Symphony No. 4 
Beethoven: “Moonlight” Sonata

When we study the repertoire of 
concert performance we get about 
the same picture. The most fre- 
quently played composers are, in 
order: Beethoven, Mozart, Tchai- 
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kovsky, Brahms, Wagner, Bach, 
R. Strauss, Berlioz and Debussy. 

The easy availability of music, 
its intertwining with our lives, in- 
deed its inescapability in modern 
life, has made it an everyday infor- 
mality. However, danger may lurk 
in the ease with which we can 
“turn on” music. A hazard lies in 
complete informality. We flood the 
living room and hear with but half 
an ear. Our mind and our feelings 
are not with it. It is just pleasant 
background noise. That may do for 
certain kinds of music, but it is 
unfair to good music if it is our 
sole “listening” to it. Moreover, it is 
unfair to ourselves. To take music 
so completely as a matter of course 
is to carry informality to the point 
of laziness or inelegance. 

I am not at all sure that I am 
right in this view. Many informed 
people believe that any contact 
with music is desirable. 

Whatever the right view, we can 
be proud of the changes now to 
be observed. Today thousands of 
Americans approach music direct- 
ly, making up their own minds and 
hearts as to what they like, unin- 
timidated by the dictates of social 
leaders or by the formal rules of 
the experts. New love, new under- 
standing—informal but not inele- 
gant—has grown like a forest tree.

willy-nilly into a new ornament 
mania of our own. 

However, having said this, let us 
quickly state: 

Far better to be flamboyantly 
alive than safely dead, if these 
seem to be the only alternatives. 

Far better to feel free in our 
search for enrichment and embel- 
lishment than to feel fearful and 
cautious. Ours has too long been 
an Age of Caution in the decora- 
tion and furnishing of our homes. 
We have been more critical than 
creative in our attitudes toward 
life’s possibilities. 

Yet, we can be critical in our 
creativity; indeed, creation iney- 
itably involves selection and rejec- 
tion of possible solutions to any 
particular problem. 

And for those of us who are not 
creators in the sense of being archi- 
tects or professional designers (and 
certainly most of us are not), there 
is still the critical function which 
is ours of choice, approval, under- 
standing and encouragement. 

How do we recognize good from 
bad ornament, whether in architec- 
ture, furniture or accessories ? 

By its appropriateness and by its 
contribution to what is ornamented. 

We must ask these questions of 
all ornament: Is it a part of the 
thing it decorates? Does it add 
something to what it decorates or 
would the object or material be 
better off without it? 

If the object is a wooden table, 
does the ornamenting of its top, for 


instance, emphasize that it is made 
of wood rather than marble or any- 
thing else; if the wood has an in- 
teresting grain, does the ornamen- 
tation enhance the grain or fight 
it; would the table-top have been 
the 
alone? And does its ornamentation 


more beautiful with grain 


make it more suitable for your 
place and purpose? 

These are the controlling ques- 
tions of the designer as well as of 


When 


them satisfactorily, it is good. In 


ourselves. ornament meets 
the hands of a great artist, it be- 
comes superb. 

Often a building is conceived as 
ideally fulfilling three purposes: 
commodity, firmness and delight, 
or usefulness, durability and beau- 
ty. Modern architects have gener- 
ally held the notion that use or 
function will lead to forms that, 
when exposed, will have beauty. 
This has been true in some cases. 

However, it has not proved suf- 
ficient, as we explained earlier. So 
now there may bea strong tempta- 
tion to seek beauty as something 
to be added to form and structure, 
as something independent of them 
and completely arbitrary. 

Here is where control becomes 
important and where Mr. Wright’s 
practice of it becomes instructive. 
If we understand it fairly well (the 
imaginate mind, of course, escapes 
complete analysis), it follows from 
his own often expressed principles 
of organic design:

was once a part of an architec- 
tural scheme. Those frescoes and 
mosaics reproduced in the art book 
were wall decorations. Many of 
the items in glass cases in mu- 
seums were once utilitarian objects 
which their users took delight in 
decorating. Much of the work of 
this character still lends itself to 
decorative use today. 

Having been designed as a part 
of a larger ensemble, each object 
was given a particular character 
which came to birth when it be- 
came part of the ensemble. It was 
not originated as a thing apart, 
but rather as a thing in place and 
in use. 

So the work of Eugene Masselink 
should be looked at for its own de- 
light and for what it may portend 
about the future. (Another of his 
commissioned works will be pre- 
sented in the February issue of 
House BEAUTIFUL. )

but now it’s hard to find because it 
is no longer what masses of people 
will buy. Why? We think it is be- 
cause of the immense popularity 
of sectional furniture. 

The rise to popularity of sec- 
fionals has been concurrent with 
the revolt against the heavy, over- 
yrnamented, malfunctioning shapes 
of the Victorian era. While much 
long-hair talk was being spent on 
the philosophy of modern design, 
which pounded away at the need 
for the elimination of gimcrack, 
sectionals were demonstrating these 
principles at the grass-roots level. 
Chairs designed to combine with 
ysther chairs to form love seats or 
long sofas must be simple and un- 
complicated in line. If their legs 
bow or if their corners or sides are 
distorted by added ornament or 
sverhanging moldings, the pieces 


won't fit together snugly, and the 
possibility of making big groupings 
of separate units is cancelled. 

The same thing is true of cab- 
inets that line up along a wall or 
chests that stack. Stacking cases 
must have a trimness and neatness 
or they won’t stack securely. Base 
cabinets must have plain vertical 
ends or they won’t compose snugly 
with the next neighboring piece. 

The sum-total effect of this truth 
is that because we wanted the log- 
ical, space-saving attributes of sec- 
tionals we accepted willingly the 
modern principles of simplicity and 
cleanness of line. We liked the ra- 
tionality, so we accepted the 
esthetic element of this type of 
design, whether we were conscious 
of it as “modern” or not. 

It is not too much to say that

sectionals have also been respons- 
ible in large part for changing the 
over-all look of the rooms we live 
in, for bringing to fruition many of 
the principles the early “modern- 
ists” clamored for. By the efficient 
nature of their design, sectionals 
furnished the wherewithal for elim- 
inating clutter, for making the 
“open plan” feasible, for making 
the “working wall” a now com- 
monly accepted part of our rooms. 
For one of their great advantages 


is that when lined up or stacked

made to seem so much larger than 
it really is? In art it is always dan- 
gerous to analyze with the intention 
of deriving a “formula,” a “do-it- 
yourself” kit. But a few observa- 
tions might safely be made. 

A space is as large as it appears. 
Extend the visual limits and you 
have enlarged the space. 

Notice how the emphasis in this 
house is upon the diagonal, the 
longest dimension of a square. The 
open glass corners at the ends of 
the diagonals do not confine the 
eye. The beams supporting the sec- 
ond floor and parallel to this di- 
agonal are extended out to support 
the covered connection the 
guest house, thus leading the eye 
still further on. 

The beams supporting the roof 


with 


are again parallel to this diagonal 
and continued to carry the shelter- 
ing extension of the roof over the 
glass corners, providing both shade 
and protection from sun-glare and 
rain, and offering an intriguing sil- 
houette against the sky. 

This placing of the beams is not 
only a visual device. It also serves 
a structural purpose, making for 
economical depths in the beams 
and providing proper spans for the 
solid 
floor and roof.

To free the space further and to 
increase its apparent size, the liv- 
ing room was opened upward on 
one side, providing a greater height 
for contrast with the snug corner 
by the fire. The bedroom and _ stu- 
dio now become a mezzanine over- 
looking the living room. They bor- 
row and lend space and _ vertical 
height to the living room without 
a loss of privacy and a feeling of 
seclusion.

While many Greene and Greene 
houses were large and expensive, 
it could not be said that the archi- 
tects designed only for the well-to- 
do.

“In a basic way, the Greene and 
Greene houses put design back into 
the hands of the people. The little 
men, the small carpenter-contrac- 
who have 


tor-builders, the men 


built most of our small houses, un- 


derstood Greene and Greene work 
and could imitate it. This was be- 
cause it was based on_ structure 
which they could understand. 

“Give such a man historic form 
to handle, face him with the prob- 
lem of making a house in the style 
of an Andalusian cow shed (which 
was one of the problems the archi- 
tectural profession in Southern 
California set for itself) and he 
is lost. 

“Set him to imitating the plastic 
form of Frank Lloyd Wright and 
the results are a caricature. One 
realizes then, if not before, that 
it takes a real designer to handle 
this form. 

“The little man should stick to 
structure. He is on his own ground. 
He is safer there. With such su- 
perlative models as those offered 
by the work of Greene and Greene, 
he could hardly help doing some- 
thing good. Books might be filled 
with pictures of the spontaneous 
variations that these men played 
on the bungalow theme. 

“But this work finally deteri- 
orated. With no new models com- 
ing up, the builders resorted to 
They took 
their ideas, not from the source 
but from ‘Ye Planry Co.,’ ‘Wil- 
son’s Bungalow Book’ and dozens 
of the same variety. The situation

was analogous to the language sit- 
uation in the New York slums, in 
which the newcomers learned Eng- 
lish, not from those who spoke it 
correctly, but from the broken Eng- 
lish of the earlier immigrants. Such 
a situation is as fatal to good works 
as to good words. 

“If the work of Greene and 
Greene had been taken into the 
architectural schools, where _ it 
would have served to inspire the 
young creative minds in architec- 
ture—those capable of working in 
the same spirit—this honest tra- 
dition might have been carried on. 
The original work would have 
been recreated by the talent of 
each succeeding generation. The 
contractor variation of the house, 
which like folk art is not creative 
in itself, would have reflected a 
constantly changing and develop- 
design. There would have 
been a constant interchange be- 
tween building at the higher and 
at the lower level, to the advantage 
of both and the enrichment of pop- 
ular taste. 

“The appearance of so many bad 
copies of their work is one reason 
why Greene and Greene’s own 
practice fell off after 1914. As the

Here is a blunt refutation of the current 


fashion of pessimism, held by some 


nostalgic intellectuals among us

“We can assert with some con- 
fidence that our own period is one 
of decline; that the standards of 
culture are lower than they were 
fifty years ago; and that the evi- 
dences of this decline are visible 
in every department of human 
activity.” 

So wrote T. S. Eliot in Notes 
Towards the Definition of Culture. 


ME arinot hold that the above is 
unmitigated nonsense for the rea- 
son that I personally know of no 
absolute in the realm of nonsense 
and I am not sure even whether 
there is a definite par for the 
course. 
_ However—“ ’Tis not so deep as 
a well, nor so wide as a church 
door; but ’tis enough, “twill serve.” 
The renowned Dr. Eliot is far 
from alone in his fuzzy conceit. 
Besides a spate of nostalgic fiction 
and autobiography glorifying the 
good old days of Queen Victoria 
and Edward VII and William Mc- 
Kinley, there has risen from behind 
the crystalline barricade of belles 
lettres a blue fog of sighs for the 
old days, the better days, the 
blessed, golden, gaudy days of the 
turn of the century. I remember 
those days better, I think, than 
most of the yearners and especially 
better than Dr. Eliot who, in 1900, 
was a boy of twelve attending 
‘Smith Academy, a private school in 
‘Missouri, and probably very un- 
thappy. At this same time there 
were, of course, many thousands of 
other young boys in Missouri, some 








‘of whom grew up into such diverse 
characters as Harry S. Truman, 
Reinhold Niebuhr and Thomas 
‘Hart Benton, and others who mere- 
ly grew up. In the latter classifica- 
tion was one six-year old, slightly 
bewildered but still very  inter- 
ested in the world about him, who 
‘developed a pretty good memory

for knickknacks, if nothing else. 

Yes, | can remember those good 
old days of the Twentieth Cen- 
tury’s first decade very well indeed, 
and I say anyone who would trade 
1950 for 1900 would trade a brand- 
new Cadillac for a second-hand ve- 
locipede, and not even a rubber- 
tired velocipede at that. I say that 
affairs in general, including cul- 
ture, have improved in the last fifty 
years, not as much as they should 
have improved considering the op- 
portunity, but still immeasurably. 

If T. S. Eliot were alone in his 
position it could be laughed off as 
a quaint aberration of genius, but 
he is not alone. He has become the 
unofficial leader of a cult of reac- 
tionary esthetes which is making 
its influence felt in important quar- 
ters, particularly in the field of 
education. 

It is the fashion for intellectuals 
to poke sneers at modern man. 
They are always sure of publicity 
if they can think of a sufficiently 
extravagant exaggeration. 

Thus Dr. José Ortega y Gasset 
is widely quoted when he says man 
is the only congenitally unhappy 
creature in the animal kingdom. I 
shall grant that the people of Dr. 
Ortega’s native Spain have some 
reason for unhappiness in _ their 
government, but I shall also say he 
is better versed in philosophy than 
in zoology if he believes wild mam- 
mals from chipmunks to polar 
bears live in unworried bliss... . 

But true or not, just what was 
the purpose of this remarkable 
statement? 

And [former] Chancellor Robert 
M. Hutchins, of the University of 
Chicago, at that curious Goethe 
festival held in the remote Rocky 
Mountain village of Aspen, Colo- 
rado, attended also by Drs. Albert 
Schweitzer and Ortega, said, “All 
the work mankind has put forth 
through countless ages to ease the 
path of generations yet unborn, all

We are choosing plants for the 
specific function they are to per- 
form and to reduce the amount of 
garden maintenance required. (Ob- 
viously, when you plant fast-grow- 
ing plants too close or in _ too- 
restricted an area, you are building 
up work a few years hence—prun- 
ing—clearing—replanting. ) 

We are becoming wary of plant- 
ing a large proportion of varieties 
without regard to their orientation, 
rate of growth. We are shying away 
from types known to be subject to 
red spider or scale, if we do not 
intend to keep to a rigid spray 
schedule.

Dr. Eliot’s intellectual and mys- 
tic snobbishness puts him in the 
unfortunate position of a sitting 
duck. You could knock him over 
with a stick. | am spared, however, 
the necessity of unsportsmanlike 
action by the fact the Missouri- 
born and reared Dr. Eliot does not 
concern himself with culture in the 
U.S.A., patently holding that there 
is no culture in the U.S.A.

their place); maintenance of a

élites) ; his bland assumption that 
the relation between culture and 
religion is perpetually irrevocable 
because it once was irrevocable in 
regions where the Church domi- 
nated all human activity and 
thought; his arrogant opposition to 
equal educational opportunities for 
all, nor any of the rest of his re- 
actionary poppycock. 

Instead, I shall try to show that 
Thomas Stearns Eliot is an incom- 
petent witness, that he is psycho- 
logically incapable of judging 
whether culture has retrogressed 
in the last fifty years or advanced 
or remained static, because his 
memory cannot be trusted. 

We all live, more or less, in a 
graveyard of our dead memories. 
Those memories which are happy 
are embalmed like the body of 
Lenin and glorified and honored 
periodically with garlands of hy- 
perbole. But the unhappy memo- 
ries, the humiliating memories, the 
shameful memories, we try to bury 
deeply in unmarked graves where 
we hope they may be forgotten. 

All too often, however, the soil 
of the unconscious is too thin for 
a proper burial and there seems to 
be an impervious stratum of gran- 
ite close to the surface which de- 
fies our spade. So we do the next 
best thing. We construct a sort of 
mausoleum over the unhappy mem- 
ory as best we can with the only 
building material at hand, which 
rarely is substantial enough to give 
a sense of security. 


S WE approach middle age the 

souls of most of us are so full of 
these flimsy shacks, each hiding its 
own sad secret, that they look like 
plywood shantytowns. The more 
imaginative (those talented in kid- 
ding themselves) decorate the ply- 
wood mausoleums with paintings 
of gay scenes, much as the circus 
luggage wagons used to be painted 
people believe 
they contained all manner of fas- 


to make country 


cinating creatures instead of drab 
canvas and blue boards, and these 
talented people look not upon the 
truth hidden behind the plywood 
mausoleums but upon the scarlet 
and gold of the decorations and 
speak of the joys and glamor of 
the good old days. But even as 
they speak they live in terror of a 
high wind coming up some night 
and blowing that gaudy plywood 
shantytown helter-skelter, revealing 
to all the world what was hidden. 


WE ARE NOT GOING TO THE DOGS 


As this is written the United 
States of America is without ques- 
tion the most important nation in 
the whole wide world, speaking 
from a practical point of view. ... 


ND the United States does have a 

culture. Really, Despite our het- 
erogeneous population, despite the 
most restrictive definition oolong- 
sipping esthetes can devise, there 
is actually a pretty vital indigenous 
culture in America as well as cul- 
tures brought here from Europe, 
the Near East, the Far East, Africa 
and the Islands of the Southern 
Seas. And because the United 
States is also demonstrably the 
least provincial of all major pow- 
ers (including the United King- 
dom) the various cultures native 
to such taproots of culture as 
France and England and Wales 
and Scotland and Ireland and 
Prussia and Bavaria and Poland 
and the Levant and the Orient and 
the Balkans and the Congo tend in 
part to be absorbed by the some- 
times amorphous, crude, and aston- 
ishing, but at all times living and 
bubbling native culture. 

I am out of patience with the 
wailing prophets of doom who 
weep because life cannot be one 
perpetual honeymoon with Santa 
Claus bearing gifts down the chim- 
ney at least once a week. I do not 
believe the world is necessarily rat- 
tling to hell on a handear any 
more today than it was in 1850 or 
1750 or 1550 or 950. 

I am a little tired too of these 
painted mausoleums, the nostalgia 
books which have been riding 
through the best-seller lists for the 
last ten years or so, the fiction and 
so-called non-fiction which spread 
a cake-frosting of glamor over the 
good old days, the better days of 
a half-century or more ago. Some 
of them have been good books and 
some of them bad, but I am not 
concerned at the with 
their literary quality. What does 
concern me is that they have had 
a cumulative effect on the popular 
audience, giving an impression that 
the days of long ago were more —

pression by and large simply is 
false.

rostatic statesman, and interna- 
onal difficulties may not be so 
npossible of compromise when it 
- fully realized that the alterna- 
ve puts newspaper editors, aca- 
emically virile ministers of the 
ospel and articulate grandmoth- 
rs immediately into the front 
nes. There’s that chance. 

Well. fifty years ago the popu- 
ition of the United States was 
5,994,575. Of this number only 
4,056,562 lived in communities of 
jore than ten thousand population. 
ur population at that time was 
reponderently rural with 51,938,- 
13 living on farms, ranches, and 
1 towns of less than ten thousand. 
Chillicothe, Missouri, with a 
opulation of 6,905 in 1900, was a 
lirly typical small town near the 
eographical center of the nation, 
here life in its fundamental as- 
ects must have been quite like 
iat of the great majority of 
mericans. 

It was in Chillicothe, Missouri, 
iat I first became aware of things 


not directly concerned with my 
own bodily comfort, and_ that 
would have been in 1898 or 1899. 
I lived in Chillicothe until the fall 
of 1908 when I was fourteen years 
years old, and the humiliations, 
disappointments, frustrations, in- 
justices and shameful acts which 
fell to my lot up to that time are 
far enough behind me now to be 
viewed safely without bitterness or 
cringing, and, for that matter, 
without a sentimental desire to 
make the picture pretty. 

For that reason I believe I can 
view the turn of the century with- 
out distortion. In some respects it 
was a dreadful period. In other re- 
spects it was quite funny. 

We have grown wiser in many 
ways. Our manners have improved. 
We have jettisoned a number of 
our communal asininities and, 
while we may have acquired some 
new ones, the balance is favorable. 
We have grown astonishingly in 
our appreciation of the arts—all of 
Our provincialism and 
chauvinism have been reduced re- 
markably by education, 


the arts.

travel, and a better understanding 
of the world beyond our shores. 
These are extremely good things 
for all concerned, despite T. S. El- 
iot’s curious arguments. 

Partly because of enlightened 
social legislation, partly because 
of a growing consideration for our 
fellow-man’s welfare, and even 
more because of unbelievable -in- 
ventions and discoveries, the great

newcomer, High Tor Vineyards, set 
on the Hudson River promontory 
which Maxwell Anderson made 
famous in his play. 

About ten years ago at High Tor 
in Rockland County, New York, in 
the light, gravelly soil which is ad- 
mirably suited for vineyards, a city- 
wearied writer, Everett Crosby, 
planted his vineyard with several 
Varieties of new hybrid grapes 
whose introduction has opened a 
whole new vista in America wine- 
growing. From these grapes, com- 
bined in some cases with delicate, 
native Delaware, he is producing 
at the rate of about 2,500 cases a 
year (his goal is 5,000—no more) 
three delightful wines—a_ Rock- 
land Red, Rosé and White—“each 
an individual wine from an indi- 
vidual locale.” 


Our Vining Heritage 


In his classic tome, The Grapes 
of New York, Hedrick quotes a 
traveler in 1584 who reported a 
land so full of grapes “as the very 
beating and surge of the sea over- 
flowed them . .. in all the world the 
like abundance is not to be found.” 
Captain John Smith a generation 
later described vines “climbing to 
the tops of the highest peaks... 
by the rivers and savage habita- 
tions and where they are not over- 
shadowed from the sun, covered 
with fruit though never pruned or 
manured.” He made wines from 
these wild grapes and found them 
very good. 

Through the years many at- 
tempts were made to produce wine 
in the colonies, but most were 
doomed to disappointment, for it 
seemed to occur to no one that the 
wine grapes of France and Portu- 
gal would not thrive in our land. 
Here, in our freezing winters and 
blazing summers, delicate Euro- 
pean “expatriate” vines sickened 
and withered of a hundred pests 
and blights to which the sturdy 
native was immune. For our grapes 
are different from those of the Old 
World—in structure as well as ap- 
pearance, texture, flavor and fra- 
grance. They contain much _ less 
sugar, much more acid than the 
European varieties. 

It took a long time, but eventu- 
ally here and individuals 
started to tame, prune, cultivate 
and improve the savage vine. Some 
began to understand that our own 
foxgrape, the Vitis Labrusca, and 
the riverbank grapes, the Vitis Ri- 
paria, were worthy of a vintner’s 
attention and would survive and

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thrive in climates far too extrem 
for the vinifera of the continen’ 
By 1823, a Major in the Revol 
tionary Army, John Adlum, esta 
lished a _ planting of Catawb 
grapes and said: “I think that i 
the discovery of the Catawba I hay 
done as great a service to my coun 
try as if I had paid off the na 
tional debt.” Many times over h 
has paid that debt. The beauteou 
Catawba is still the basis of mos 
of our fine Eastern champagn 
blends. 

In making the cuvée or blend o 
wines for a New York State cha 
pagne, like Great Western and Ta 
lor’s, at least five of the Eastert 
grapes are used—Catawba for bod 
and its “long bouquet,” Delawar 
for fineness and softness, Elvira t¢ 
neutralize the acid, Dutchess whicl 
is scarce and limited for delicac 
and finesse, and Isabella for aromé 
and flavor, almost a spiciness. 









People who have come to recog 
nize the pungence of the New Yor 
taste insist upon it and, in orde 
to satisfy both tastes, the Americar 
and the European, a company lik

which are for the most part un 
suitable for the table, our Easterr 
wine grapes make delightful eating 
and are decorative beyond all tell 
ing.

Innocent Sophistication 


But in New York State, as in 
ulifornia, prohibition blighted the 
neyards, scattered the vintners, 
cimated the connoisseurs. Only 
cently have we regained the self- 
nfidence and innocent palate so- 
listication necessary to free us 
om the snobbism of the continent. 
nly now are we beginning to ap- 
‘eciate once more the essential 
iality of our own wines from our 
vn grapes. 

Moreover, the New York State 
ines now developing are different 
id probably better. Older types 
ive been constantly improved; 
sw techniques developed. 

Planted now are hundreds of 
‘res of grapes generally known 
French hybrids, though they are 
tually as much American as they 
e French—the children of Amer- 
an roots mated with some of the 
st wine grapes of France. The 
ork of hybridization has for the 
ost part been carried on in 
rance. But the N. Y. State Ex- 
rimental Station at Geneva has 
ade notable contributions, and the 
hilip Wagners (he is editor of 
e Baltimore Sun) have devoted 
emselves to growing, publicizing, 
sing and promoting those hybrids 
articularly suitable to American 
vil, taste and climates, 











Hybrids in New York 


Greyton Taylor, vice-president of 
aylor Wines, is a conservative in- 
ovator. He and his two brothers 
ive put a gleaming look, a shine 
ad polish, on his family’s ancient 
inery without in any way destroy- 
‘g its special quality of gemiitlich- 


keit. Wines, white and red and 
golden, flow through shining miles 
of Pyrex pipe. Everything gleams 
—wooden casks, brass spigots, cop- 
per pipes. 

In vineyards almost shimmering 
with neatness are the new hybrids 
which may soon revolutionize the 
whole world’s concept of New York 
wines. They have planted many 
acres of Baco Number One devel- 
oped in Bordeaux. Extremely vig- 
orous, we are told, and yielding a 
wine which, to quote Philip Wag- 
ner, “becomes with age superior 
with a considerable resemblance to 
the Cabernet Sauvignon.” 

There are several Seibel hybrids 
named for one of the early French 
liybridizers, probably the most pro- 
lific and successful. Each of the 
various Seibels has a number, and 
to the knowing a Seibel 1000 or 
4643 or 13053 are infinitely mean- 
ingful. These Seibels are now being 
used either alone or in combination 
to make Rosé wine. Delicate wines, 
soft and yet at the same time 
rounded, different from the Tavel 
of France or its sister wine in Cali- 
fornia which is also made from the 
Grenache grape. 

Charles Fournier of the Urbana- 
Gold Seal Company is experiment- 
ing with the Rabat hybrid and has 
produced a delightful wine named 
Rabat 6. 

(Incidentally, a varietal name 
means more on a New York State 
label than it does in California. In 
the latter it is permissible to use as 
little as 51 per cent of the desig- 
nated srape, but in New York State 
it must be 100 per cent.) 

Recently at his Ridgefield Inn in 
Connecticut, Walter Todey, Cornell 
University wine lecturer, American 
Airlines food consultant and host 
de luxe, served without fanfare or 
identification a pale, incredibly fra- 
grant, dry yet almost flowery wine. 
Guess where? Guess what? Guesses 
ranged from Moselle to Alsace. 
Someone said: “It can’t be what I 
think it is, but it reminds me so 
much of a still champagne that I 
tasted at the home of Madame Bol- 
linger in the country near Rheims.” 

Champagne Nature was from 
Rheims, N. Y., not France. and 
made by Charles Fournier. A little 
dream of a wine available this sea- 
son for the first time and _ well 
worth going to a little trouble to 
procure. And you might at the 
same time ask about the Keuka 
Rosé of the same company and a 
Delaware 1950.

It seemed the logical thing to turn 
Mrs. Blackwell’s bathroom into a 
sort of sitting-room-dressing-room, 
so we did it. Tub, shower and fa- 
cilities are sleekly closeted behind 
obscure glass doors, so you'd hard- 
ly guess it was a bathroom, except 
for the gold-hued marble lavatory, 
which fills one mirrored wall with 
its long counter. We designed this 
so that the space beneath is built-in 
with drawers, cupboards and dress- 
ing-table facilities. And the base 
is painted antique white, with hard- 
ware matching its brass dolphin 
water spouts, so it’s almost like a 
piece of rare furniture. 

Floors are cozily covered wall-to- 
wall in foam-rubber-backed cotton 
carpeting, which sinks luxuriously 
underfoot and is the color of mari- 
golds.

just been lucky enough to hear that 
Frank A. Hall and Co., Ltd., who 
for years has been making mat- 
tresses to order for the decorator 
trade, is now making them with 
DuPont’s Dacron Fiberfill.

Ne, long ago we heard Siobhan McKenna say in her magical, 
still voice, “[reland is a holy land.” Now that, if we may say 
so, is not precisely the opinion of Ireland held by most Amer- 
icans, especially those who have never been there.

The sudden change from the low entrance 

ceiling to the high living-room ceiling 

creates a breath-taking contrast in space.

Their architect created for them a setting in which to live the 
life they desired, a setting from which one does not need to go 
out to seek beauty, but which brings beauty to its occupants and 
presents it with a gracious dignity and charm. It is a house that 
shelters the human spirit, that turns a welcoming countenance 
to the sun throughout the full cycle of each day, and into which is 
built a sense of freedom. 

In their early conversations with their architect the O’Con- 
nells requested a house all on one level. To have provided 
such a plan would have meant the destruction of much of the 


natural beauty of the steep hillside site. (Please turn the page) 














In the easily maintained kitchen the enameled steel cabi- 
nets with stainless steel counters blend beautifully with 
the warm quality of wood and plaster surfaces through- 
out the house. The custom-designed smoke hood over 


the cooking-top and barbecue is appropriately architectural. 


Materials were selected not only on a utilitarian basis but 
also with a regard to their contribution to the total design. 


The intermingling of the spaces of the living room, en- 
trance hall and the bedroom above are shown here. Broad 
and direct yet intimate handling of space and materi

In order to take full advantage of the site conditions, the archi- 
tect chose to utilize differences in floor levels. The O’Connells are 
now delighted that their architect chose to vary their wishes 
on this one point. (He deliberately designed easily-managed 
stairways, none-the-less, for their convenience.) They speak with 
a quiet inner glow of their house which now enables them to 
change their pace without changing their pursuits. They are 
delighted that their architect gave them not what they wanted— 
sometimes one can want only what one already knows—but that 
he gave them more than they wanted. Out of the essence of the 
many traditions of the San Francisco Bay region and out of the 
background and interests of the O’Connells, the architect has 
created for them a new experience, rich in personal and individual 
meaning, which they could not have known before. 

In a sense he created on the side of the hill three terraces at 
varying levels in space, connected by short, easy flights of stairs.

roof which is mitered over the living room. This space is then 
enclosed by a rhythmic screen of glass which is interrupted only 
by the masonry masses which enclose the closets in the master 
bedroom and in the sitting room. The house thus becomes a de- 
lightful place in which to move around with a changing variety 
in the shape of the proportions of the spaces through which one 
moves. There is the secure low-ceilinged intimacy of the bedrooms 
contrasted with the upward-soaring height of the living room. Also 
by these changes in floor levels the architect, while maintaining 
the house as essentially one space, created a certain zoning in the 
use of the house as you can see in the plan on page 84. 

The public portions of the house are at the lower level and 


separated from the private sections not by partitions that would

diminish the sense of space in the house, but by a change in floor 
level. This contributes a certain sense of security and seclusion, and 
yet retains the open feeling of the interior. 

From the low-ceilinged carport one moves through the entrance 
hall into the high-ceilinged living room. In this formal and public 
room the generous, broad fireplace stands as a kind of symbol, 
the hearth and heart of the house. Here is stated the concept of 
its life, an easy mingling of formality and informality. 

The stair landing, placed on the diagonal of the square of the 
living room and behind the fireplace, serves as the center of cir- 
culation in the house. From here short flights of steps on either 
side of the fireplace lead down to the living room. 


To the right and up two risers is the combined kitchen, dining

and family sitting room with an open porch, at ground level, at 
the end. Here the O’Connells can share the pleasures of cooking, 
for he, too, likes to cook. While working at the sink the view of 
mountain tops to the east and south is before them. All such activi- 
ties assume a quiet leisurely pace in this house, 

To the left and up another short flight is the bedroom wing. 
containing a spacious master bedroom and two rooms for their 
visiting sons, now in college, or for occasional guests. The floor 
of the wing is partly below ground on the uphill side. 

These calm and simple surroundings of plaster and natural 
wood paneling, eliminate the unessential and reduce backbreaking 
housekeeping without having an institutional atmosphere.

TO READ A COOKBOOK | 


A rich, juicy, well-considered, well-conceived cookbook 
with a solid, mature point of view will be many things to 
many people, suitable for many different moods and many 
different occasions. Nevertheless, there is an art in selecting 
the right books for the right person and there is also an art 
in the reading and using of them. 

Certainly there are no hard and fast categories, but some 
cookbooks seem to group themselves naturally. There are, 
for example, cookbooks to read in bed. Gastronomical auto- 
biographies, often as not, are revelations of spiritual as well 
as epicurean and physical adventure. There are books of 
menus and memories, the good talk of food and friends, 
the imaginary leap across frontiers. 

There are cookbooks that let you leave home, whether by 
plane or ship or merely in your mind. Such books are read 
in preparation for a trip, or taken with one or brought back 
as gifts and souvenirs to recreate at home the savors, tastes 
and fragrances, more typical, more evocative, than any pic- 
tured scenes and mementos. 

For constant reference, for table talk, for settling argu- 
ments, keep the classic tomes, encyclopedias and dictionaries 
within easy reach, close by, but not in the kitchen. 

Most numerous, most utilitarian, most popular, but per- 
haps least understood are practical day-to-day guides to 
cooking. In this group is a bewildering plethora of booklets 
and pamphlets, many of them conscientiously, if not imagi- 
natively, conceived and executed. Most of them become a 
dozen times more useful when you learn to read the text instead 
of concentrating on isolated recipes. (Please turn the page)

For obvious reasons, the secrets, the basic thinking, tech- 
niques and methodology cannot be included in each recipe. 
These are in the text, the chapter introductions and descrip- 
tions, which, according to recent surveys, nine out of ten 


people never read. 


Fannie Farmer’s Boston Cookbook may not, at first glance, 


appear to be a fount of excitement, but that depends on 
how you approach it, how you use it. Perhaps on a dreary 
day you'll let your eyes roam looking for something to do 
with potatoes for dinner. Behold! There are forty ideas! 
Some you never knew, some you had forgotten—Potatoes 
O’Brien, Delmonico, Anna, Cottage and German Fried, 
Broiled, Franconia, Pittsburgh. Suddenly, inspiration spills 
over from the potatoes to the rest of the meal, from the meal 
to the rest of the day, because you opened your imagination 
to the recipes instead of reading them like listings in a 
phone book. 

The most important group of all, and, in the final analysis, 
the one to which all worthy cookbooks belong, are those that 
contribute to your awareness, that add to your perceptive- 
ness. The cultural cookbooks. 

Columnist Alice Hughes says, “There was a time when, if 
you were a guest in someone’s home, the dinner was an 
indication of the size of the bankroll, or of the house- 
wifery of your hostess, but now it’s a measure of her mind, 
her culture.” And, we might add, her cookbooks. For we are 
a generation of self-taught, consequently book-taught, cooks. 
Few of us have had an opportunity to be apprentices. Few 
have had instruction in gourmet cooking. It has not been 
and still is not available in schools or even colleges, with 
some notable exceptions, like the Cornell Hotel School, Helen 
Worth’s classes and André Surmain’s seminars in New York 
City. Books offer the most available, the most reliable, the 
most convenient, as well as the least expensive, guidance 
into the world of fine cooking. 








Cookbooks to keep 
in the living room 


Ten Ways to Make the Best Use of a Cookbook 
1. Do read the book first as a whole. The most practical 
manual or manufacturer's booklet becomes more interesting 
and usable, if you know what it’s about. 
2. Do pay particular attention to introductions. Scan the 
glossaries; look at the index. Know what’s available to you 
within the covers of each of your books. 
3. Do read with penetration and evaluate the author’s point 
of view. What exactly is the purpose of the book? To 
expound a philosophy? Explain a national cuisine? Provide 
instruction in the use of an appliance? 
4. Do decide whether this book’s point of view is com- 
patible with your own. Analyze the recipes. Are they tea- 
roomy? Exotic? Lusty? Commonplace or perhaps too com- 
plicated for such slight results? 
5. Do pre-taste the recipes mentally. Your mind has a 
palate, too. Enjoy the author’s lyrical descriptions as litera- 
ture, but base your judgments on the listing of ingredients. 
Not always, but generally, you can taste with your eyes 
through your imagination. This takes some experience 
and practice. 
6. Do, when you decide to try a specific recipe, make sure 
you have the necessary ingredients. One substitution is allow- 
able and fair, but very rarely two, three or four. Follow 
methods as well as measurements. 
7. Do follow directions precisely at least once, especially 
when you are trying an unfamiliar dish. 
8. Do record your comments and reactions so that you 
won't have to cover the same ground another time. 
9. Do. when you use a recipe as a springboard, note your 
changes, corrections, multiplications or divisions. 
10. Do be especially respectful to recipes for cakes, pastries 
and tricky sauces, like Hollandaise. Give yourself your head 
among the soups, potages and “‘made dishes.”

Gold is the stuff that fairy tales are made of—the symbol of 
attainment, prosperity, happiness, with a connotation of the 
wondrous and the magical. The swineherd breaks the evil spell 
by drinking a potion from a golden cup, claims the Princess (who 
is robed in cloth of gold, of course) and they both live happily 
ever after. In myth and legend the object worth the struggle is 
always gold—the Golden Apples of the Hesperides, the Golden 
Fleece, the pot of gold at the end of the rainbow. And no wonder 
this is so, for gold—the 24-carat variety—is a precious metal, 
hard to come by and costly. 

But gold is also beautiful to look at—warm, glinting, fiery. 
And it is one of the significant signs of our times that we are 
more intrigued by this rich and pleasing look than we are by the 
intrinsic preciousness of the metal itself. We are perfectly happy 
if our gold-glimmering (yet washable and non-tarnishing) curtains 
are woven of aluminum yarns instead of spun-gold threads. Indeed, 
if we could afford gold, we’d probably choose aluminum and 
spend the difference on a power mower or a hi-fi set. So have our 
values changed since the “good old days” when only the wealthy 
could own and enjoy the lovely glimmer of golden objects.

The really glorious part of this modern golden glitter is that 
so much of it has a practical hardiness you would never expect 
from its extravagant, perishable look. Most current-day golden 
yarns are slim streamers of aluminum coated with a tough, golden- 
hued plastic called Mylar, which protects them against tarnish. 
Their sparkle remains undimmed through laundry or dry cleaning, 
through the abrasion of foot-scuffing on carpets or the hard usage 
that upholstery fabric gets. New golden pigments and inks have 
been so perfected that the glint can last as long as the fabric 
or wallpaper they are printed on. Many gold-printed cloths may 
be laundered and still come glittering out of their bath. Brass, 
which gleams throughout so much furniture and hardware, is 
now given durable, non-tarnishing finishes. And new treatments

You'll see evidence of a new, resplendent goldness in every single 
category of home furnishing and household equipment. A food 
blender, an umbrella stand, shower curtains, a TV antenna, the 
car in the garage—all may gleam like Phoebus’s chariot. 

Many of the new glittering objects deserve a critical second 
look, for too much gleam can be overpowering, even tawdry. And 
often a single bright accent in a piece of incidental furniture. 
an accessory or a drawer pull may be all a room can take with- 
out becoming unnervingly flashy. Some of the richest effects, 


especially in fabrics, come from subdued 
glitter, so understated that it is almost hid- 
den until it suddenly glows in certain lights. 
But if the design of an object is good and its 
application is right, there’s hardly a more 
foolproof companion to other furnishings 
than metallic gold. As you shop you will 
notice that gold metallics may have pre- 
dominant casts of green or red or yellow, 
and do not always look well together. But 
any one of these shades of gold will blend 
with almost every color in the spectrum.

PARADISE REGAINED 


Se distant recollection of a natural paradise seems to 
stir in man’s mind and urge him to regain it once again. 
Perhaps it is this racial memory which moves Sweden’s Arne 
Sucksdorff to capture the natural world in all its power and 
beauty on film for home projectors. 

Eight of his great movies have just been released on 16 mm,

and at rental prices so modest everyone can afford to see 
them and no one ought not. All these films are characterized 
by this young film-maker’s sensitivity for the wonders of 
both the natural and the movie world. They are renowned 
among critics for their rhythmic structure and pace, their 
composition and detail, their fresh and lively camera work. 

Of the Sucksdorff films currently the 


notable is the 75-minute feature film, The Great Adventure. 


available, most 
It tells an endless story of life in the woods and fields sur- 
rounding a farm in central Sweden. Every image that Sucks- 
dorff brings to the screen is an instant of clarity and beauty. 


We see, 


reflected in a pond, dewdrops in a spider’s web, fox cubs 


for example, the outline of a quiet dawn, reeds 


waiting to be fed. And in the conflict of life the vixen steals 


a chicken from the farmyard, the farmer is aroused to pur- 
sue with shotgun in hand; each, in order to survive, hunts 
in one instance and, in another, protects himself. Sucksdorff 
is uncompromising in his recognition of reality in this re- 
spect. He uses a countryman’s sense of sight, or an animal’s, 
not our city-dulled vision. 

Into this detailed filming of wild life is introduced the 
charming story of two farm boys who save a young otter 
from a hunter’s trap and secretly raise it as a household pet. 
Sucksdorfl’s young son, Kjell, plays the role of the younger 
boy, and a neighbor’s child takes the part of the older 
brother; their ages are about six and ten. 

I cannot imagine any child or adult who would not find 
The Great Adventure a truly great adventure. In addition 
to its incomparable photographic achievements (the film was 
three years in the making), there are some delightfully 
comic scenes: a fox and an otter prancing in the snow; young 
Kjell stealing food from the dinner table for his hungry pet; 
the contrast of birds sitting in tree-tops while jet planes 


streak across the sky; a fox chasing an invisible mouse in

the snow; and so on in endless and delightful detail. 

Accompanying the pictures are an equally careful narra- 
tion (in English), a lovely musical score by Lars Erik Lars- 
son, and a beautifully recorded sound track of real animal 
noises instead of the usual canned sound effects. 

The Great Adventure, a Cannes Festival award winner, was 
written, photographed, directed, edited and produced by 
Sucksdorff.

And, with such modern innovations as pre-emergent weed killers, 
which destroy weeds while they are still seeds, the labor involved is 
drastically reduced. Out of clean, easily handled bags come mulching 
materials which further deter weeds and conserve the vital soil mois- 
ture.

Distinction for the modest house 


High point in gardening’s golden age is recognition of the value of 
professional landscape design in getting full use and beauty from 
property, even when the house is ancient, awkward or just plain small, 
and especially when the budget allows no extras for mistakes.

Perhaps the finest aspect of today’s gardens is the 
privacy achieved, often in very close quarters. With 
all manner of walls, fences, hedges, trees and visual 
tricks which make low fences do the work of high 
ones, noise and prying eyes are blocked, just as they 
would be by the walls of an indoor room. Yet, when 
arranged with skill, the protective elements of a gar-

\\ e have been living in the past lately. (You see, House 
BEAUTIFUL had its 60th birthday this January and we've 
been trying to review what life was like in the 1890’s.) So 
our menu of the month harkens back to the turn of the 
century, which was truly a gastronomic Golden Age! 
Transportation was slower, of course, in those years, yet 
Europe seemed even closer then. The upper classes had a 
vivid appreciation of the epicurean traditions of the Con- 
tinent and even of the Orient. Their tables also showed a 
clear knowledge and delight in our own native abundance. 

It was an age when terrapin stews sold like hot cakes at 
$35 a quart, when gentlemen farmers raised Blue Ribbon 
cattle, made their own champagne on the banks of the 
Hudson and maintained trout hatcheries.

S. 5. Pierce in Boston provisioned great houses near and 
far with patés from Strasbourg, teas from China, coffees 
from Java, wines from France.

As for mandarin 
oranges, papayas and apricots, you may have them, too, 
despite the snows of January and February, ae the can 
opener serves instead of the greenhouse, And S. S. Pierce 
of Boston is still around to fill your order either ‘by mail 
or at a hundred fine shops all over the country where 
their foods are sold. (Their magazine-type catalog, “The 
Epicure,” is a joy, and charge accounts are invited.) What 
to buy? Where? How much? Howto put the meal together? 
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Small Aspics of Paté de Foie Gras 

Use small individual molds—the smaller and fancier 
the better. To serve six, make aspic from two cups hot 
water, two Knorr Swiss chicken boullion cubes. Dissolve 
in a little cold water, two envelopes Knox gelatine and 
add to the hot stock, Pour liquid into molds—about 
one-quarter inch of it. Ordinarily you would set the molds 
into the refrigerator until the aspic congeals, but here’s 
a newer and quicker way. Set in the freezing compart- 
ment about five minutes. Time it carefully. Scrape fat 
from paté de foie gras or use a tin of Sell’s Liver Paté 
(25¢) and place a slice or ball in each mold. Cover with 
aspic and allow to stand in the refrigerator until set or, 
if you wish, you may place them once again in the freez- 
ing compartment for about ten to fifteen minutes.

golden glow has descended on many of our most 
UN imaginative dinner tables. Where once only the 

shimmer of silver was seen, now it’s gold—gold 
unexpectedly unostentatious, used with gaiety and aban- 
don. You see it in precious and not-so-precious golden 
objects, golden foods, flowers. wines and liqueurs, all 
merrily mixed to create a new, fresh elegance. 

There is nothing stodgy about this golden era. It does 
not represent an attempt to return to an age of gold 
service plates. Now we treat gold not with awe and rever- 
ence, but with easy familiarity. The idea of a Solid Gold 
Cadillac amuses us, so does a “solid gold” bean crock of 
oven-proof crockery that withstands long and amiably the 
heat of the stove, a delightful addition to a Saturday night 
buffet, especially if the golden crock is filled with New 
England beans aglint with molasses. They might be out of 
the tin, rather lavishly doctored with dry mustard, pork 
and onion juice, or canned cooked Limagrands of the 
kind that are packed in Pennsylvania, big and mealy, 
sauced and baked Boston way. 

We know one woman who has been completely inspired 
by her acquisition of the San Marco group of Venetian 
chairs and a table made of cast aluminum anodized in 
gold, shown on the opposite page. The table has a white 
marble top and the frail-looking, but really sturdy chairs 
have seats woven of golden cellophane. 

Now she is collecting golden foods to go along with her 
setting, making her own chicken broth, since nothing else 
can match its richness and glisten and the depths of its 
color and flavor, In the broth she serves tiny, palest-gold 
cubes of Royal Chicken Custard (her grandmother’s recipe 
made now in her pressure cooker), toasted cassava cakes 
or souffléed common crackers, and sometimes cheese 
straws made with equal parts of Parmesan and Edam. 

Rice in her house now is likely to be gilded with a 
bit of saffron, turmeric or curry powder. Or she will serve 
an Indian Pulao in true maharanee manner, with wispy 
strips of beaten gold, like the flakes in the famous, glitter- 
ing Goldwasser liqueur of Danzig. (Please turn the page)

I. many houses, winter is no fun. Half the time you are a 
little chilly, half the time a little too hot. Some houses are 
overheated and chilly at the same time! In some, you get a 
crazy heat-wave in the middle of the night. It wakes you up, 
you kick off your blanket, fall asleep again and wake up 
chilled all through. There is the sofa nobody wants to sit on, 
because it’s “in a draft.” There is the “Thirty Years’ War” 
in the family about the setting of the thermostat. He says it’s 
too hot; she says it’s too cold. The indoor climate, in short, 
is no good. 

If you trace such troubles back to their source, you generally 
find, these days, there’s nothing seriously the matter with the 
house. Chances are the furnace is plenty big enough; the 
walls and attic are well insulated. Windows and doors are 
tight. Yet the house has a bad indoor climate, Nine times out 
of ten it’s caused by two things, both typical of present-day 
houses, both easy to fix. 

The first you might call window-chill. Everybody knows 
that a window in winter produces a cold draft. The cold 
windowpane chills the air that comes in contact with it; the 
chill air flows down and creeps along the floor as a “draft.” 
But most people—and this includes builders and architects— 
don’t realize that a window has another. more powerful chill- 
ing effect. It acts like a fireplace in reverse. It radiates cold 
at you, just as a fireplace radiates heat at you. This is the 
real trouble with windows, and it has been getting more 
serious, because we go in for bigger and bigger windows. 
It can ruin a house. 

To get an idea of this effect, try this: On a cold day, stand 
near a window and hold your hands so that the back of one 


hand is toward the window. the back of the other toward 
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the room. (The back of the hand is especially sensitive to 


radiated heat or cold.) Within three seconds, you will feel 
the difference. One hand feels a cold that the other hand 
doesn’t feel. Within 30 seconds, you will be sold on the idea 
that a cold windowpane is a powerful “fireplace in reverse.” 
This radiated cold is the real villain. It has several unpleasant 
characteristics. 

It’s one-sided. The cold hits one side of you while your 
other side is warm, Therefore it feels much like a draft; in 
fact, people usually call it a draft. Such one-sided chilling 
is bad. The body can stand quite a lot of heat or cold. But it 
is not equipped to defend itself against one-sided chilling. 
It gets the sniffles! 

The radiated cold is almost unnoticeable as long as you 
move around in the room, but when you sit still for a few 
minutes, it becomes very strong. 

It does not show up on the room thermometer. The room 
thermometer is designed to measure air temperature. And it 
is perfectly possible to have the air in a room quite warm, 
and at the same time, still have a strong radiant cooling effect 
from the cold windowpane. This is why there can be so many 
family arguments about the matter. 

You can’t beat this chilling effect by simply turning the 
heat up. You'll get hot, perhaps actually start to perspire; 
but still you feel that cold hitting you on one side. This is 
how a room can be too hot and too cold at the same time! 
As long as that cold windowpane is in the same room with 
you, you'll feel that cold. If you could get farther away from 
the window, it would help—but present-day houses are too 
small for that, and present-day windows too big. Window-

the source—right at the windowpane. (If the walls are not 
insulated, they too produce this radiant cooling effect.) 

What stops it? Double glass. The outer window gives the 
inner window a chance to warm up. 

People still call such a window a storm window, but the 
name is misleading. In the old days, yes, a storm window 
kept the cold breeze from blowing in through the cracks. 
Today, windows have no cracks—at least they re not supposed 
to have them. Real estate people, architects, builders there- 
fore often will claim, “You don’t need storm windows in 
this house; these windows are tight.” It may be true, but it’s 
beside the point. Winter comfort is not a question of air- 
leaks, but of glass temperature. It’s a question of how cold 
a surface you can tolerate near you. Re-name the storm win- 
dow and call it an insulating window, and you see the point: 
We need ’em! We need ‘em worse than earlier generations 
did because our windows are bigger. We need ’em in parts 
of the country much farther south than we have ever had 
them before. 

Which windows should have double glass? Tradition puts 
storm windows mainly on that side which faces the cold winds, 
usually the north and west sides. But this is again the leak- 
proofing idea. Today, it no longer makes the best sense. 
Instead, double-glaze the windows nearest to you, near that 
sofa nobody wants to sit on, near the dining room table, 
near your bed. 

What kind of double glass should a house have? As far as 
comfort is concerned, it makes no difference; the essential 
thing is to have two glass panes instead of one. It’s therefore 
simply a question of price, convenience in handling, in storing, 


in window-washing. The nicest kind of double glass is of 


course the kind sold under the trade names Thermopane and 
Twindow: two panes of glass, set into one frame, the space 
between them is filled with dry, clean air. The whole thing is 
permanently sealed at the factory, dirt and moisture can’t 
get in, and the inner surfaces don’t ever have to be washed. 
Such a twin pane looks and handles as if it were one. It is 
fairly expensive. 

The old-fashioned storm window, that you put on in fall and 
remove in spring, is less convenient but just as effective and 
cheaper. Most windows are of certain standard size and shape. 
and you can probably buy storm windows, ready-made, for 
your present house. Such an installation would be considerably 
less expensive than the double glass type. 

In considering the expense, however, consider another

ie with the current interest in the metallic, glinting 
goiden look, the non-glistening, solid colors of gold seem 
to be more popular than ever. Traditionally, like the metal 
itself, they are colors associated with richness and regality. 
Ranging all the way from the palest lemon-gold to the bur- 
nished shades of antique metal, they are also colors which 
we relate in our minds to the warmth and luminosity of 
sunshine. And this is actually no pretty fancy, because they 
are all part of the yellow spectrum and consequently tend 
to be good reflectors of light. They actually do create bright- 
ness, according to that mysterious reaction that occurs when 
our eyes focus on color. The lighter the shade, the higher 
the light reflection, of course, but even the darker golds pro- 
duce the psychological effect of brightness. 

You can see why the golds, as a family, have always been 
in demand as decorating colors. They are born brighteners, 
and many a dark room has been “opened up” by them, 
almost as if it had been flooded with sunshine. 

From the gold-hued sampling on these six pages, you will 
realize that there have never been so many of these poten- 
tial room brighteners on the market. Every kind of home- 
furnishing material is available in shades of gold—fabrics, 
rugs, hard floor coverings like vinyl and linoleum, wall- 
paper, linens, kitchen and bathroom equipment, and even the 
finishes of wood furniture.

One of the most effective ways to get the greatest amount 
of sunshine out of a gold color is to use it in contrast with 
white, which is the most highly light-reflective surface of 
all. If you put gold materials in a room with a white wall, 
you get a particularly successful interplay between the colors, 
the white bouncing back the sunny reflection of the gold. 
White used in smaller areas against gold, as in the patterning 
of the gold silk wall covering on the opposite page, seems 
to intensify the depth of the gold. 

Gold colors used to be associated with the richer, more 
formal fabrics and with the more formal rooms of a house. 
But as our notions about formal versus informal have 
changed, these colors have crept into all kinds of fabrics and 
into every room. See a plastic-coated burlap version of gold, 
above, and, below, how smartly it patterns a pair of wrinkle- 
resistant cottons. We sometimes forget that wood finishes 
can contribute important color, so woods in golden tones are 
something to think about when you're trying to get bright- 
ness into a dull or sunless room, especially if the room is 
tiny.

And gold is 
a co.or that is easier than most to use in a monochromatic 
scheme because there are so many subtle variations in shades 
which still blend with each other. Since color itself can 
bring in the glow of sunlight, a monotone in gold can kill 
two birds with one stone if you must cope with a small and 
sun_ess room at the same time.

Aithough it may sound simple to assemble fabrics, rugs, 
wali colors and accessories in shades of one basic color, it 
isn’t. Because in order for a monotone to come off interest- 
ingly. there must be enough change in the character of the 
materials to keep the eye irom being bored by sameness 
of texture and pattern. Yet bold and obvious contrasts destroy 
the serenity and smooth tempo. Monochromatic schemes 
thercfore take careful, often arduous planning, shopping and 
comparing of paint chips, papers and swatches. 

But here is where gold shines again. Because, as you may 
have surmised from the samplings on these pages, gold- 
hued materials are available in such generous variety of 
design, pattern and texture that crucial choices are simplified.

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How to apply Gold Leaf

‘Jf onest-to-goodness, 23-carat gold leaf is not 
H so expensive that you cannot afford to use 
it for those flicks and flashes of highlighting that 
make a home rich and warm. It costs only a 
little more than the fanciest hardwood veneers 
on plywood, In short, it costs about a dollar a 
square foot. And since a small amount of glitter 
goes a long way, you can accomplish big effects 
without any serious expenditures. 

Three gold-leafing projects are shown in this 
issue: on the front cover and in its companion 
story, these service plates, and the box and cup 
on the next page. They run the gamut from com- 
plicated to very simple. Those shown on these 
pages are the first attempts made by rank ama- 
teurs with no previous experience in applying 
gold leaf, so you see how easy it is to learn. 

Gold leafing the modern way is easy, thanks to 
three things: (1) the use of masking tape that 
eliminates the tediousness of achieving straight 
edges by freehand; (2) the elimination of under- 
coating of five or six coats of gesso and the wet 
sanding between these coats; (3) and the use of 
the type of leaf made “for gilding in the wind.” 
The four plates, opposite, were made by two be- 
ginners working at a very leisurely pace over one 
week-end. So you see the technique cannot be so 
very complicated! 

The processes go like this, in sequence: 

1. Clean thoroughly the surface of whatever 
you are going to decorate, so the oil or any 
other finish will be removed and so the masking 
tape will stick. Carbon tetrachloride will work on 
oily finishes, but you might have to use fine sand- 
paper on some materials or (Please turn the page) 


Here are the materials you would need to 
make the plates at far left. Reading from top to 
bottom: Satinlac to fill pores of wood and so create 
a smooth surface, several sizes of soft sable water- 
color brushes, masking tape in various widths, slow- 
drying gold size, gold leaf (be sure and buy the kind 
marked “for leafing in the wind”), tubes of oil 
color and dryer for painting the colored bands.

in cases where the surface is not smooth. 

2. Apply masking tape to develop the pattern 
you desire. 

3. Brush on Satinlac—two coats, please—over 
all areas to be gilded. Each coat should be al- 
lowed to dry thoroughly. This seals the grain 
of the wood (if you are working on wood) and 
gets it ready to receive the gold size, which binds 









After wood was lacquered, design was 
transferred with carbon paper to two 
overlapping strips of 114-inch-wide 
masking tape, then cut with razor. the leaf to the surface. 

4. Apply one coat of slow-drying gold size. 
Allow 12 to 18 hours for this to dry. You can 
tell when it is dry enough, for the surface should 
be so tacky that the finger tip brushed over it 
makes a squeaky sound. If not dry, the leaf will 
slide and tear when applied. 

3. Pick up leaves of gold leaf by the corners 
of the protecting tissue paper. Use only leaf that 
comes attached to tissue and is_ specifically 
marked “for gilding in the wind,” for without the 
aid of the protecting tissue you'll get into lots of 
trouble. 

6. Apply carefully, one at a time, over desired 
area, regardless of tape. Before removing the 


ASN protecting tissue rub lightly with your finger- 
The slow-drying gold size was applied tips to be sure leaf is firmly and smoothly stuck 
as evenly as possible with a_ soft to the size.

It has adjusted 
itself beautifully to its Texas life 
and has entertained all of our 
Texas friends with its music. 


Our greatest discovery was that 
a complete school and a_ specific 
literature of great charm existed 
for this little instrument. It ranges 
from the very simple to the very 
difficult, generally in the form of 
dances such as pavans, galliards or 
allemandes. The variation form for 
keyboard was originated in this 
period and was used often. 

We learned that there is a fine 
line of distinction between music 
for the virginal and music for the 
harpsichord. Historians view the 
virginal as a little harpsichord. 
Builders and performers prefer to 
think of the virginal as an instru- 
ment in its own right and not just 
an old-fashioned harpsichord. We 
began to agree with the latter view- 
point and decided to concentrate 
on virginal music strictly. This mu- 
sic was private music, not music 
intended for public performance. 

The more we learned of the 
charming musical life of the 16th 
Century, the more delighted we 
were. If ever a country deserved 
to be called musical that country 
was England of the 16th Century. 
A practical acquaintance with mu- 
sic was a regular part of the edu- 


cation of sovereign, gentlemen of 
rank and the middle class. Lower 
classes were as enthusiastic as up- 
per classes. Singing in parts was 
a common amusement for black- 
smiths, miners. clothesworkers, cob- 
blers, tinkers, watchmen, county 
parsons and soldiers. 

Everyone of any education at all 
could play a viol. a recorder, a lute, 
or the virginal. Standard equip- 
ment in many homes was a “chest 
of viols,” which included the entire 
family of viols from bass to so- 
prano. If guests should drop in, 
the chest was opened, the viols 
handed out and an evening of gen- 
tee] entertainment was begun. 


HE first mention sometime in 

the 15th Century of the virginal, 
by that name, seems to have been 
made by Edward IV, who owned 
one along with other instruments. 
By 1518 it was well known enough 
to be used in a poetic simile. By 
1529 a professional virginalist was 
hired for Henry VIII’s court. King 
Henry played the virginal himself 
and even composed for it. Most of 
Henry’s

word “virgula” which means “little 
sticks.” This probably referred to 
the jacks that jump up and pluck 
the string as you strike the key. 
Our virginal is enclosed in an ob- 
long box five feet long, eight inches 
thick and a foot and a half wide. 
There have been smaller ones. It 
opens much like a suitcase and in- 
side is disclosed a keyboard and 
the strings and jacks. The keyboard 
projects from the rest of the case 
in front. The naturals are of ebony, 
the accidentals are of sycamore. 


S ONE sits and plays, the strings 
/& can be seen as they are plucked 
by the tiny jacks and damped by 
ingenious little felt damps as the 


jack falls back in place. These 
little jacks can simply be lifted 


from their holes for adjustment by 
a screw on the bottom. The instru- 
ment rests on a stand especially 
made for it, but could just as easily 
rest on a table. They were some- 
times placed at standing height 
and there is a famous early paint- 
ing by Vermeer of a young maiden 
standing at a virginal. 

The virginal makes a sound much 
like a harpsichord, but softer and 
mellower. It has no stops or pedals, 
and, of course, only one manual. 
The keyboard has a shorter range 
than the piano, being only 413 oc- 
taves. Otherwise it has the same 
keyboard as the piano and anyone 
who can play a piano can play 
recognizable tunes on the virginal 
from the start. The development of 
a special touch is needed, however. 

The hand must stay close to the 
keyboard and the finger must touch 
(not hit) the key with a light but 
definite touch and the release must 
be quick and clean. Some advocate 
snapping the finger back under the 
palm of the hand. All chords of 
three or more notes should be 
slightly spread, not so much that 
the listener would notice, but so 
that all the notes are not hit pre- 
cisely together. The sounds are so 
sharp and clear that a large chord 
struck at the same instant might 
annoy your listener. Perfect legato, 
clean staccato and ornaments such 
as mordents, slides, turns and trills, 
must be the virginalist’s special 
skills. As one writer said, you must 
have “impeccable digitation.” 

A piano can create crescendo, 
diminuendo and all the variations 
‘n between. There is no way to ef- 
fect such changes in the sound of 
the virginal. Likewise, the pedal 
on a piano holds the tones between 
notes; the virginalists accomplished 


continuation of sound by florid 
ornamentation, since there is no 
mechanical device to lengthen the 
sound. The keys themselves are not 
as long or as wide as those on the 
piano and not only must you learn 
to play cleanly, you must put your- 
self in the proper frame of mind 
to play on a tiny keyboard. What 
would be on the piano an almost 
unnoticed blur would be a scream- 
ing error on the vyirginal. 

There are three men who are 
considered the three greats of the 
School of English Virginalists. 
They are William Byrd, John Bull, 
and Orlando Gibbons. William 
Byrd is called the “Father of Mu- 
sic” and was truly the originator 
of the variation form in keyboard 
music. His music is characterized 
by complete sincerity, brightness, 
geniality and sometimes great 
sweetness. He shows extraordinary 
vitality, unerring style and strength. 

Dr. John Bull’s technique as vir- 
ginalist, organist and composer was 
something entirely phenomenal. He 
was probably the most learned as 
well as the most brilliant musician 
of his time. He is said to have been 
the Liszt of his age. He seems to 
have written with great facility and- 
had an enormous scope. 

The last of the three, Orlando 
Gibbons, was a rare genius. He 
wrote brilliantly on occasion, but 
the main purpose in his music was 
to express himself, not to be merely 
brilliant. He had exquisite rhythmic 
sense. His music shows him to be 
of a retiring, gentle nature, some- 
times melancholy. Perfect simplic- 
ity. natural grace, depth and pathos 
all describe his music. 


OME other composers for the 
Nae were Giles Farnaby, 
Thomas Weelkes, Benjamin Cosyn 
and Thomas Tompkins. Farnaby 
had a natural freedom and ease of 
melody, rather full of sentiment. 
Weelkes was a fine composer of 
madrigals. Cosyn was skillful in a 
light. graceful style and extraordi- 
narily brilliant. much like Bull. 
Tomkins’ music was brilliant and 
enchanting. He wrote like Byrd. 

Two events brought the era of 
the virginal to a tragic and com- 
plete end. The heavy hand of Oliver 
Cromwell was the first and the 
great London fire of 1666 was the 
second. The atmosphere created by 
Cromwell discouraged music and 
all of the arts. Not only were musi- 
cal instruments smashed. but the 
desire to learn to play them was 
destroyed as well. No young musi- 











ans were trained to take the place 
‘the older ones, and interest died 
it. The great London fire de- 
royed almost all of these quaint 
ttle instruments. When England 
ice again became interested in 
usic, almost a generation later, 
e harpsichord was the instrument 
1osen for the home. 


F COURSE we advocate that 
everyone should buy a virginal, 
‘set of recorders and perhaps a 
te. We realize, however, that this 
srhaps takes a special set of val- 
:s that most people do not have. 
We deplore any lack of family 
usical activities. It is not that 
ich parents are not trained musi- 
lly. I know of scores of them who 
ive put away their instruments 
id forgotten all they knew. They 
ive left the school bands and or- 
iestras and have moved away 
om the piano at home. 

There is a great deal of unpre- 
ntious chamber music which these 
1e-time school musicians could 
ay. Some of it lies in the forgot- 
n 16th Century. Of course, vir- 
nal music does not go as well 
| a piano as it does on a virginal, 
it should it be lost because the 
strument is not prevalent?

the modern piano and flute would 
give us some idea of the mood, 
rhythm and beauty of the early 
music, even though, as an amateur 
“virginalist,” I must add that some 
beauty and charm may be lost. 

There are excellent editions of 
this music readily available at 
most music stores. If this music 
were at least touched upon in pub- 
lic and private teaching, it would 
add greatly to the education and 
enjoyment of the pupil, not to men- 
tion being quite a challenge. 

Somewhere between the extremes 
of ordering a virginal from Eng- 
land to play on and not playing 
this captivating music, there must 
lie some common ground where we 
all could meet. 

Listed below are addresses to 
which you might write for more in- 
formation about virginals. And I 
urge you to track down some of the 
recordings mentioned, to acquaint 
your ear with typical virginal mu- 
sic. The bibliography of music for 
the virginal would enrich any pian- 
ist’s library.

What kind of materials can be 
gold leafed? 

Almost anything: wood, metal, 
plaster, glass—anything that will 
take paint. 

What kind of objects are appro- 
priate to decorate with gold leaf? 

Again, almost anything. Small 
accessories. like boxes, lamps, 
shades, table tops, small doors, 
niches, the back of book shelves, 
the insides of cupboards. 


Nee, large plain flat 
\¥ areas require the most skill and 
should not be undertaken by the 
amateur. When there is no pattern 
to break up the gold surface, the 
fact that the leaf comes in regular 
squares shows very plainly. And 
only an artful irregularity in the 
trueness of the squares is pleasing. 
That means you must have a very 
careful control of your hand in 
laying the squares. This comes only 
with experience. 

In general, the rougher the tex-

be. Marble and glass will permit 
more precise, delicate details. But 
grained wood or plaster does not 
allow very sharp clean edges, and 
areas will be more marked with 
tears and cracks, so the pattern 
should be bolder and more broken 
in order to have the small imper- 
fections lost in the general effect. 

Gold leaf is cheaper by the pack 
or the box, costing about $33 for 
a box of 500 leaves. The standard 
size of all leaf is 3°¢ by 3% inches. 
Allowing for normal laps and 
waste, a book of 25 leaves will 
cover approximately 114 sq. ft. A 
pack of 20 books will cover 30 sq.

You feel that here you are 
about as close as you can get to 
physical reality—and very possibly 
spiritual reality, too, because this 
land has certainly produced a race 
of dignified human beings. They 
are cordial and courteous to stran- 
gers, for hospitality is in the an- 
cient tradition, but they do not 
wear their hearts on their sleeves. 
You can get to know them, but 
only if you behave as courteously 
and as understandingly as they do. 

Everyone here “has the Gaelic.” 
in fact students come here to brush 
up on it, but they also speak Eng- 
lish. They will be extremely inter- 
ested in what you have to tell them 
about your electrified, push-button 
life in America. Most of them have 
relatives there and some have been 
there themselves. But they will not 
honor you the more or the less for 
anything you have or have not. 
You’re on your own. 

If you go you will probably stay 
on Inishmore, in the capital town 
of Kilronan.

“add unlimited quantities of gaiety 
and love.” 

One chapter is devoted to a 
bouquet of Mexican dishes, featur- 
ing a delightful Ceviche or pickled 
fish appetizer—“A fine change 
from the usual shrimp cocktail, 
no?” 

Her zucchini fritters are delight- 
ful. So are the fruit sherbets made 
in the blender, generally from 
frozen strawberries or from canta- 
loupe, watermelon or Persian 
melon, and served with pecan or 
almond cake. You must try her 


caramelized mangoes and mango 
ice cream. She uses canned man- 
_ goes—easier and more certain. But 


most of all you must catch her 
spirit; when you do, cooking will 
never again seem dull. 


What, No Curry Powder! 


We have photographed Classic 
Cooking from India (Houghton 
Mifflin, $4) by Dharam Jit Singh 
among the cookbooks that take you 
traveling in spirit as well as in 
fact. I felt after reading this book 
that I knew far more about the 
Indian countryside, the Indian 
spirit and point of view than I had 
gained from an actual visit. 

There is a sense of history in this 
book and an appreciation of the 
subtleties imparted by various tech- 
niques of handling foods as well as 
by selection and combination of 
ingredients. 

Completely new to me was the 
Bhogar technique of cooking in 
a heavy casserole, hermetically 
sealed, as for a jugged duck of 
England or the tripe a la mode de 
Caen of France, but in this method 
the vessel is given a good shake 
from time to time to drive the heat 
upward. The lid drives it down 
again. The proper Bhogar also re- 
quires heat on the lid as well as 
below the vessel. 

Perhaps the most startling reve- 
lation to most readers is the fact 
that there is not in the whole book 
one single mention of curry pow- 
der. Instead, the various compo- 
nents of curry, 
fennel, cumin, cinnamon, 
der, garlic and green ginger, are 
added separately in different pro- 
portions to suit the varying natures 
of different foods and are even 
added at different times during the 
cooking process.

If you have an air-con- 
ditioning unit, double glass helps 
keep the heat out and keeps your 
electric bill down. 

The other typical trouble spot 
‘in many houses is the thermostat; 
it’s sluggish. The heating system 
itself is all right, but the control 
of it poor. The heat comes in 
aves, each heat wave followed by 
a cold wave. 

These indoor cold waves are a 
special condition for which the 
heating engineer has a_ special 
word: “The Cold Seventy.” It 
means the room isn’t “really” cold; 
the thermometer reads 70°; but 
the heat at this moment is off. For 
people in this room, this feels 
uch colder than a “Warm Sey- 
enty’—the same room, with the 
same thermometer reading, but 
with the heat on. During the “Cold 
Seventy” the room is cooling off. 
‘The “Cold Seventy” feels more like 
68° or worse. The “Warm Seven- 
y,” more like 72°. 

The main difference between the 
two conditions is the air circula- 
tion in the room. During a “Cold 
Seventy,” the circulation is con- 
trolled by the cold

When the thermostat shuts the 
heat off, it takes a while for the 
circulation to turn around, and for 
the “Warm Seventy” to become a 
“Cold Seventy.” It may take ten 
minutes, even twenty minutes. It 
depends on the kind of heating 
system. Hot-water 
example, stay warm quite a while 
after the fire in the boiler has 
turned off. If a room has double 
glass, the “cold” condition devel- 
ops more slowly, and is not so 
vicious.

This is where the thermostat idea 
and the double-glass idea hang to- 
gether. But really it is up to the 
thermostat. When the “Cold Sey- 
enty” begins, the thermostat must 
“know” it and give you another 
shot of heat. The longer it waits, 
the chillier the room gets. If it 
waits until a “cold” 69° has devel- 
oped, the house is just about unliy- 
able. That’s how a sluggish_ther- 
mostat can spoil a house. 

The whole problem is. strictly 
modern. Back in the bad old days, 
they may have had to shovel a lot 
of coal, but they had no “Cold Sev- 
enties.” Heat was

The difference looks small on 
the thermometer, but because of 
the difference between the warm 
and the cold condition, it is more 
like going from 65° to 75° and 
down again. And the more a ther- 
mostat overheats, the longer must 
be the subsequent cold period!

turns the heat off ahead of time, 
That way, it keeps from overheat. 
ing the house. When it turns off the 
heat, it also turns off that small 
heating element; so it “knows” the 
room will presently cool off. It 
“feels” cool before the room has 
actually cooled off; and it cuts the 
heat in again. Simple! And _ yet, 
it’s real thinking. 

Some thermostats have, in addi- 
tion, a sort of feeler on the outside 
of the the machine 
“knows” when a cold wind springs 
up, that the house will presently 
need more heat; and it puts on the 
extra heat right now, instead of 
waiting for the indoors to get cool 
first. A really elaborate thermo- 
stat, electronic and with all the 
fancy features, will keep the tem- 
perature inside a house nailed 
down to within one-tenth of one 
degree of the mark. This sounds 
like something out of The Decline 
and Fall of the Roman Empire. 
Have we become such a bunch of 
sissies that we must be kept within 
one-tenth of one degree of a cer- 
tain temperature? Of course not. 
What it really means is simply that 
the heat will run more often for 
shorter times. And this then gives 
you only what our grandparents 
had right along—steady-going heat.

As thermostats get more sensi- 
tive and intelligent, they also get 
more expensive. You can buy one 
for less than $10, or one for as much 
as $350. Somewhere between those 
two—at around $50, without a 
clock—is good enough for most 
houses and most people. If a ther- 
mostat has a clock that turns the 
heat up in the morning and down 
at night, you pay a good deal extra 
for the clock. It’s convenient, but 
the most important part is the ther- 
mostat—how sensitive it is. 

A sensitive thermostat, that runs 
the heat often in short takes, saves 
fuel and pays for itself in a few 
years. The heating people avoid 


saying so because it’s hard to 
prove in any particular house. 
Don’t underestimate a thermo- 


stat because it looks rather small 
and unimpressive. There is very 
little “to” a good thermostat— 
little material, not much mecha- 
nism. There is also very little “to” 
Brussels Lace. Thai’s how you want 
them. The less material to a ther- 
mostat, the less sluggish it is. 
Does your thermostat 
right? You don’t need to ask an 
expert. Yow are the expert. You 
know whether you are comfortable 
and that’s what counts. If you are, 
fine; if you are not, remember that

Such time-consuming jobs as fastening vines, staking peas, 
beans and tomatoes go much faster now with plastic or 
paper-covered wires which are simply twisted into place. 
These wires also find good use in fastening plastic film 
around a plant’s stem, or in closing opened bags of peat. 


Power equipment saves time for play 


By reducing hand labor to a very low minimum it’s possible 
to have both a garden and the time to enjoy it. Among to- 
day’s pleasurably mechanized jobs: hedge trimming, lawn 


mowing and aerifying, spraying, snowshoveling, plowing. 


New techniques produce disease-free plants 


In addition to the great advances made by plant breeders in 
producing flower and vegetable varieties which resist trou- 
bles, there is significant research in this regard in the effects 
of culture techniques. For example, growers now find that 
they can avoid contaminating clean nursery stock by grow- 
ing it in sterile mixtures of sand and peat, with generous 
applications of plant food, and get larger and sturdier, as 
well as disease-free, plants. The new virus-free strawberries 
are among the fruits produced by this method.

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IT’S NONE too soon to start tuber- 
ous begonias for sumer use if you 
have a greenhouse or adequate 
space in a sunny window. But first 
dust tubers to discourage rotting 
while roots form.

Avoid using oil spray on 
thin-barked trees such as Japanese 
and sugar maple, beech and wal- 
nut, and don’t let it drift or drip 
onto pachysandra or bulb foliage.

You love his music, 


but do you know 


the man?

deol who listen to music with 
but half an ear, people to whom 
music means nothing much more 
than background pleasantry (“Of 
all noises the least disagreeable,” 
said Johnson), in short, people who 
are not real music lovers, neverthe- 
less instantly recognize certain fa- 
mous Like 
from Hamlet, such melodies are 
part of life’s standard equipment. 
They are the clichés of culture. 
Our musically disinterested friends 
might not know where the melodies 
come from or who wrote them, but 
if you begin to hum one of them, 
they can complete it. Among such 
melodies, among such quotations, 
one song, entitled “I Love Thee,”

stands high. 

People who love music, 
in whose lives music plays an im- 
portant role, often harbor a special

affection for certain compositions. 
Such compositions are not neces- 
sarily to be found among the great- 
est and the most sublime master- 
pieces; rather they are works of 
intimate character, lyrical and 
studded with melody, warm and 
friendly. Among such favored mu- 
sic one piano concerto, bearing no 
other title than Concerto in A Mi- 
nor, Op. 16, stands high. 

Both the song and the piano con- 
certo were composed by Edvard 
Grieg, Norway’s most illustrious 
composer. Illustrious he is, his 
name—that musical sounding name 
with the long e—is known to every 
schoolboy. His face, too, is familiar 
to the young. It is a pleasantly 
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open northern face with cool blue 
and wild hair. Yes, 
Grieg is a “classic.” We can safely 


eyes white 
say it, now that fifty years have 
elapsed since his death. Yet, curi- 
ously enough, in an era when both 
for sentimental and commercial 
reasons every possible anniversary 
is seized upon to be celebrated by 
publicity and international festival, 
by performance and recording, no 
major activity is planned to com- 
memorate Grieg, aside from a small 
summer festival in his home coun- 
try. The half-century mark is only 
half remembered. I cannot explain 
this omission, but in a modest way 
I should like to rectify it. 

As I have suggested, Grieg may 
not belong on the summit. His mu- 
sic, elegiac and sad though it often’ 
is, rarely rises to the sky and may 
never bore into the abyss. Grieg is 
gentle. Not ice or snow or howling 
wind of a Norwegian winter does 
he suggest, but spring, cool spring 
with a short night. 

Most of his music is a young 
man’s music, or better, a young 
master’s music. He achieved mas- 
tery early. He wrote the piano con- 
certo when he was twenty-five, Peer 
Gynt when he was thirty-three, and 
most of the songs in his twenties. 
Though he lived sixty-four years, 
he wrote very little music of value 
in his middle age. In fact, he wrote 
altogether very little. No opera by 
Grieg exists, no oratorio—and no 
symphony. 

His life was calm, as calm as

any life can be. As a child his 
talent was perceived by Ole Bull, 
the famous violinist, who proposed 
that Edvard be given the oppor- 
tunity to study music. No parental 
objections were raised. His parents 
were well-to-do and cultured peo- 
ple, his. mother a good pianist. 
While he was studying in Germany, 
he fell ill with pleurisy, which left 
him debilitated for the rest of his 
life. Later his only child died in 
infancy. These were the two brown 
spots in a life green with honor and 
rich with compliments. 


ARLY in life he met a young 
Jsinger, the eighteen-year-old Nina 
Hagerup. For her, as Schumann 
for Clara, he wrote many of his 
songs, and she remained, in his 
view, the supreme interpreter of 
these His friend, Hans 
Christian Andersen, supplied him 
with the words of a love song, “Jeg 
elsker dig,” which is sometimes 
known by its German title, “Ich 
Liebe Dich,” sometimes by its Eng-

Grieg’s character was calm and 
kind, though he had his moods of 
petulant depression from which he 
could be raised by Nina. She knew 
how to provide the solitude and 
quiet which he needed for his work. 
He loved to play the piano alone in 
his room and for hours on end, 
while he drank innumerable cups 
of tea, strong in the morning, weak 
at night. This affinity for the piano 
may be traced to his early contact 
with the most brilliant pianist of 
his time, Franz Liszt. 

Because Liszt went on record to 
praise a violin sonata which he had 
perused in manuscript, Grieg’s rep- 
utation in Norway was assured, and 
he was able to obtain a government 
pension. Part of this money was 
used for a journey to Rome to make 
Liszt’s acquaintance. Several of 
Liszt’s admirers were present at 
this historic meeting, as well as 
some young ladies “of the kind that 
would like to eat Liszt.” 

Eventually Grieg showed Liszt 
the manuscript of his piano con- 
wondered if Liszt 
could play this concerto at sight, a 
feat that the composer considered 
unlikely. Liszt not only did so, but 
played it beautifully, interspersing 
his playing with enthusiastic com- 
ments and After more 
than fifty years of familiarity with

gestures. 


this music, Liszt’s enthusiasm has 
been fully justified. Grieg’s is still 
one of the most frequently played 
piano concertos, and one which be- 
longs near the center of the roman- 
tic style. It begins in a brilliant 
outburst, but in the main its texture 
is tender, melancholic without be- 
ing morbid, and interlaced with 
sufficient dissonance to make it 
colorful. 

His other major works are the 
Holberg Suite (Holberg is Den- 
mark’s most famous poet and 
dramatist) and the two Peer Gynt 
Suites, composed at the request of 
its playwright, Henrik Ibsen. The 
music consists of twenty-two musi- 
cal numbers, so successfully con- 
ceived that it not only aided the 
play at its world premiere, but it 
has now become an independent 
creation perhaps better known than 
the play, music having greater 
staying power than the drama, in 
my opinion. One of the numbers, 
Anitra’s Dance, has been much 
abused as a popular melody; two 
of the numbers, Ase’s Death and 
the beautiful Solveig’s Song, were 
the composer’s favorites. 

Aside from these major works, ° 
Grieg’s small piano compositions 
and his songs remain as the val- 
uable residue of his life work. In 
the songs his gentle lyric vein, his 
harmonic subtlety, his spontaneous 
gift for melody are at their best. 
Particularly beautiful is the Haug- 
tussa Song Cycle, of which a su- 
perb recording by Flagstad exists. 

The last years of his life Grieg 
passed in an isolated house built 
in the corner of a fjord near Ber- 
gen. There he received the homage 
of the world, there he received the 
visits of the famous, without ever 
losing his modesty and good sense. 
There he died. And this was fifty 


years ago.

If you are one of the thousands who 
have visited them in person, you know what we mean by “new kinds 
of living spaces for your future.” You will have experienced the 
thrill of real 20th-century space. 

Like most people, however, you probably have not met it in 
reality, so you must somehow lift yourself by the boot-straps of your 
imagination to truly know what we mean by 20th-century space. 
All through this issue we offer examples of it, indoors and out. 

Unfortunately, all you see are photographs, which are two- 
dimensional renderings of three- and four-dimensional spaces. It’s 
as though a word-description of a particular taste, such as that of 
chocolate, were all you had to go by to know what the real sensory 
experience is like. 

Judging a house by photographs is as inadequate as judging it 
by its facade, how it appears from the street. For the reality of a 
house is the life it offers its occupants. And the life it offers 
depends almost wholly on the quality of the space it encloses. 

In this issue we can only hope to show you a very small portion 
of the many possible kinds of living space. There are as many 
kinds available as there are lives to be housed and as there are 
varying sites upon which to build. There are as many kinds of 
space as there are different materials and construction methods, 
both new and old. The combinations are seemingly infinite. 

In the Exhibition House on the opening eight pages you will 
find our best efforts to show you exactly what you, too, might 
have, and eventually will have, now that you know it can be had. 

But this is only one of the many kinds possible. Many others 
have been built. Some of which we have shown you. Many more 
await our, and your, discovery. The forms of these new spaces, 
evolving from within outward, are not the result of any capricious 
desire for novelty or of an abstract search for ideal form. True 
discovery in art comes through the solution of very real problems. 
Twentieth-century spaces are being created through the urge to 
give to human life a setting worthy of it—and of which it may 
be worthy—using the best available materials and techniques, old 
or new, applicable to the problem at hand. 

These spaces may be modeled and shaped as necessity and 
imagination, working together, demand. They may hover low over- 
head. They may soar to great heights. They may open outward to 
gather in the sun and view. They may close inward if desired. They 
may be curved or bent. In fact, domestic, architectural spaces are 
the newest and most promising medium of the 20th Century. 

Unlike the more open house shown on page 120, these exhibition 
rooms contain spaces that are completely interior. Theirs is a 
world within, entirely independent of the world outside. It repre- 
sents the kind of house that one might build where the absence 
of a beautiful site does not favor openness, where one might 
want to shut out the outside. It is not dependent upon exterior 
views of gardens or distant landscape. It creates its own garden- 
like vistas. 

You enter along one of these, coming in under the low ceiling 
of a deep triangular-coffered trellis covered with translucent 
plastic. In the distance before you is an intriguing garden 


scene. You are led to it by the patterning (Please turn the page)

of the gray and black vinyl floor. Captured here in essence 
are all of the qualities of a larger garden: the pleasant open- 
ness, the play of a little fountain, the silhouette of the 
greenery against a luminous background, which suggests 
much more to the mind than is actually contained there. 

Crossing the path along which you have entered is the 
main axis of the large ceniral space, which rises high to a 
sort of luminous “lower heaven over one’s head.” The effect 
is somewhat similar to being under the uplifting forms of a 
great tree, inside its shade which spreads from the canopy 
above, sheltered but not shut in. Within the aspiring en- 
closure of these rooms, the iull gamut of life, and its manifold 
activilies, can be encompassed. 

At one side oi the entrance path is the dining area. Meals 
are served here in casual sp'endor, in an arbor-like setting 
with the pendant pattern of the luminous screen as a back- 
ground bordered with plants and hanging foliage. 

At the other side is the general living area around the 
broad fireplace. Near by under the lower ceiling is a deep 
retreat for relaxation. reading or listening to music. Op-

hen you want a house built, the 

architect shows you a rendering of 

one of the exterior views and per- 
haps a_ perspective sketch of the living 
room. Then he submits plans, elevations 
and cross-sections. In other words, he repre- 
sents the architectural volume by breaking 
it down into the vertical and horizontal 
planes which enclose and divide it: floors, 
roof, exterior and interior walls. 

But the plan of a building, being noth- 
ing more than an abstract projection on a 
horizontal plane of all its walls, has reality 
only on paper, and is justified only by the 
necessity of measuring the distances be- 
tween the various elements of the construc- 
tion for the practical execution of the work. 
The facades and cross-sections of the ex- 
teriors and interiors serve to measure 
height. And that is all. 

Architecture, however, does not consist 
in the sum of the width, length and height 
of the structural elements which enclose 
space, but in the void itself, the enclosed 
space in which man lives and moves. 

Internal space, that space which cannot 
be completely represented in any form. 
which can be grasped and felt only through 
direct experience, is the protagonist of 
architecture. To grasp space, to know how 
to see it, is the key to the understanding 
of building. Until we have learned not only 
to understand space theoretically, but also 
to apply this understanding as a central 


factor in the criticism of architecture. our 
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Parthenon, Athens (447-432 B.C.) 





The space of Ancient Rome was static 


The Romans were master builders who developed in ernal space on a 
grand scale, so grand that some of the ancient Roman baths have 
served as models for today’s railway-station waiting rooms. Their 
new technique of arch and vault construction supported their 
powerful conception of spacious interiors. And they transferred to the 
inside the colonnades that girdled the outside of the Greek temples. 
This meant a then new attitude toward building as primarily an 
enclosed volume, in which man’s activities took place. However, Roman 
interior space was static and symmetric, and on an inhumanly 

large scale. Essentially Roman building was an affirmation 

of authority, a symbol of the Empire and its dominance 

over the individual—and offers little for the home-builder. 








The Greek temple was not a home 


Almost all the Nineteenth Century was obsessed with copying the 
Parthenon, whether for banks, concert halls or residences. In America 
it was called the Greek Revival Period—and it persists even today 

in some public building. However, the Greek temple was far from 
being a home—except for the gods. It was their sanctuary, closed 

to the public. Religious rites took place outside the temple. So 

the temple was conceived and constructed by sculptor-architects to 

be admired from a distance like sculpture, not to be lived in. It 

was a model for monumentality, but not for livability.

The Byzantines brought space to life 


Early Christian architecture following that of the Romans married 
in its churches the human scale of the Greeks and the consciousness 
of interior space of the Romans. In turn it was followed by the 
architecture of the Byzantines, an example of which is shown at left. 
Note how much more lively it is than the interior of the Roman 
theater or a more equivalent Roman structure. The rhythm of the 
columns is more rapid than in the Early Christian basilicas, as if 
hastening one on at a faster pace. Similarly there is a greater 
sense of space in the very process of expansion, as if it were trying 
to bulge out past the walls, which were beginning to lose their 
solid look, as a result of the brilliant mosaics covering them.

history, and thus our enjoyment, of archi- 
tecture will remain haphazard. We shall 
continue to flounder in a critical language 
which describes buildings in terms proper 
only to painting and sculpture. Our use of 
words like rhythm, scale, balance, mass, 
will continue to be vague until we have 
succeeded in giving them meaning specific 
to the reality which defines architecture, 
and that is: space. What, then, is archi- 
tecture? And, perhaps equally important, 
what is non-architecture? Is it proper to 
identify architecture with a beautiful build- 
ing and non-architecture with an ugly build- 
ing? Is the distinction between architecture 
and non-architecture based on _ purely 
esthetic criteria? And what is “space,” 
which we are calling, “the protagonist of 
architecture’? How many dimensions does 
it have? 

These are the basic questions which 
present themselves in formulating a criti- 
cism of architecture. We shall try to answer 
them by beginning with the last, which is 
the most specific. 

The facade and walls of a house, church 
or palace, no matter how beautiful they 
may be, are only the container, the box 
formed by the walls; the content is the 
internal space. In America, schools of in- 
dustrial design teach the art and craft of 
designing packages, but none of them has 
ever thought of confusing the value of the 
box with the value of what it contains. In 
many cases, container and contained are 
mutually interdependent, as in a French 
Gothic cathedral or in the majority of 
genuinely modern buildings, but this can- 
not be taken as a rule, because it is not true 
of a vast number of buildings, notably 
those of the Baroque period. 

Frequently in the course of the history 
of architecture, we find buildings which 
show a clear discrepancy between container 
and contained, and even a hasty analysis 
will show that often, in fact too often, the 
box formed by the walls has been the object 
of more thought and labor than the archi- 
tectural space itself. Now, then, how many

ee is not born of a reckless and foolhardy desire for the 
novel and sensational. Rather it consists in the pushing outward of 
our accepted limits and frontiers by daring to take the next step 
toward discovery. The world follows in the footsteps of adventure. 

Very often that which seems new to us is only a return to and a 
re-application of basic principles and ideas, Novelty can be based 
upon a passing whim, but to the exploring mind that which is original 
and truly fresh must be basic in its thought. 

This is that kind of house: Its structure, seemingly new, is based 
upon an idea as simple as one stick leaning against another for 
support. Its form is based upon an idea that all primitive peoples 
living in tropical climates have seemed to know by instinct that the 
ideal shelter in such a climate consists of a platform raised above 
the ground and covered with a broad sheltering roof, the whole as

things, a year-round house in which they could 
do large-scale entertaining. They chose their 
architect because they had seen House BEAUTI- 
FUL’S Pace Setter of 1953 which he had designed, 
and they had liked it. 

This was the kind of house they wanted to live 
in. They liked its light and airy openness, its out- 
going, casual informality and its exciting space. 
These same qualities are embodied in this house, 
but sheltered in a different form. 

Here is an ideal house for entertaining. Se- 
cluded from the street, yet extending a friendly 
welcome through its carport and broad entrance, 
it is a wonderful world within. Included within 
is much more than the space enclosed by the walls 
and floor.

not seem empty when only a few persons are present. One can be 
alone in it without feeling at all stranded or deserted. 

This is a house in which it is a delight to move about, sensing 
the gradual change in height as one moves forward into the room 
under the up-soaring roof plane or the sudden change in height as 
one moves from the high space into the areas with lower ceilings. 
There is an element of fun in being up on the raised hearth. There’s 
a kind of fascination in being up on the mezzanine looking down on 
the room or in being out on the balcony with its far-reaching view 
of the lake. Remember the simple childhood pleasures. which adults 
seem to insist upon denying. themselves: of climbing up onto or into 
something high—your favorite apple tree or the forbidden ladder; 
your earlier adventures in space.

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The library on the mezzanine level is an open, yet secluded re- 
treat. The exterior balcony serves to extend the room both in 
actual use and visual effect.

Within the present walls of your rooms, you may still achieve new and 
interesting spaces with architectural quality and true distinction. How? By 
solving real problems, such as creating alcoves for music or reading, turning 
a foyer into something more useful and tying it together with the living room, 
arranging furniture more rationally, and so on. 

In seeking solutions to these problems, there are a number of principles 
that might be used as a guide, so as to give you an interior environment of 
lasting enjoyment and function, rather than one of thin, temporary expedience. 
however modish or unique: seek variety to avoid monotony and to intrigue 
the imagination, but not at a sacrifice of unity in design and feeling. Avoid 
the busy. cluttered look. Seek an over-all simplicity and restful quiet which 


makes a room livable and spacious. (Continued overleaf}

1. Use sereens with a purpose. 


Here’s an idea from the new Bertram Linder house. which we think 
suggests many possibilities that might make your own house more 
flexible in use by creating, with screens that move on ceiling tracks. 

With such 
devices you can shut off dining area while table is being set or cleared, 
provide a study corner, a room for extra guests, etc.

Emphasize the horizontal dimensions of your room to achieve greater 
spaciousness. Keep the floor and ceiling areas as free as possible to 
emphasize their area. Stress the diagonals of a small room (its greatest 
dimension) in your furniture groupings, instead of using a rigid sym- 
metrical furniture placing against a wall. 

Incorporate adjoining areas where possible to increase your sense of 
space. This may be done by employing several devices which do not require 
tearing down partitions or cutting in larger openings: the placing of rugs 
to join two spaces; the use of similarity in furnishings and color to give 
them unity; the arranging of furniture to open adjacent areas and rooms 
to each other at their junction. 


Here are examples which will suggest some of the many possibilities. 





BEFORE 


6. Arrange furniture for spaciousness. 


An informal, non-symmetrical furniture and accessory 
arrangement often makes a space seem more lively and 
interesting. (Symmetry gives a stiff formality.) Keep 
the center of the room open. Stress the diagonals of 
a small room in furniture placement. Avoid schemes 
that seem too rigid or fixed. Lines and rhythms that 
give a sense of direction give a sense of movement. 
You associate spaciousness with such movement. 
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». Tie spaces together. 


Conceal a kitchen unit or dressing 
corner with folding screens. Screens 
will seem a slight interruption of 
space, not a definite separation. 
Screens extending from one space to 
another serve as device for tying 
both together. Mirrors over cabinet 
at left help to “open” this wall. Lower 
foyer ceiling, at rear of picture, 
provides a nice change of levels. 











7. Use small-scale pieces. 


Apparent size is partly a matter 
of relationship. Large-scale furni- 
ture dwarfs a small room, mak- 
ing it seem even smaller. Small, 
intimate scale makes it seem more 
spacious both in height and width. 
Maintain a consistency in scale 
in both furnishings and accesso- 
ries. Note how pictures and light 
fixtures have been hung low to 
increase seeming height of ceiling. 
Windows have been treated with 
tall shutters to make them appear 
taller and more open. 
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8. Accent for height. 


Use vertical elements to add height to 
a room that seems too low. An emphasis 
on vertical lines will give “lift” to the 
ceiling. Repeated use of vertical 
elements, such as screens, establishes 
rhythms which contribute to sense of 
spaciousness as well. Use of low furni- 
ture will also lend height to room, as 
example above tends to prove.

HOW TO BUILD THE BEST SPACE 


Here is the greatest challenge offered by the homemaker 
to the architect and builder. And here is how a brilliant young architect 
has met it with three different low-cost houses, each with a remarkable 


achievement of real, livable spaciousness

It was the dream, too, of a young architect named Gordon 
Drake, who died tragically young at thirty-four in a skiing acci- 
dent a few years ago. His seven years of architectural activity 
have just been told in a book equal to his dramatic story, The

Throughout his too-brief span, Drake dedicated himself to the 
designing and building of homes for everyman with the kind 


of living usually available only to the rich. And the houses we 





have chosen, ranging from $

900 upward, show how close he 
came to the fulfillment of his dream before he died. 

These houses provide proof that inexpensive dwellings need 
not appear cramped and hemmed in even though they are, in 
reality, small; need not be dull, even though built of common 
materials utilizing no “custom cabinetmaker” methods—and 
finally, show that houses do not have to be disappointing com- 
promises, even though compromises must be made. 

There are concrete reasons why these houses, though small 
and inexpensive, still provide successfully a sense of hand- 
some spaciousness.

large because they reach out to include to the fullest extent 
the available land and vista. In pleasant weather the interiors 
open freely into the garden rooms, extending the usefulness of 
each. When the weather excludes this luxury, the interior sense 
of space in perspective is retained. The beauty of the city sil- 
houette, the sea, the land, or trees beyond the site—all are 
borrowed wherever possible without loss of privacy. 

However, it is not enough merely to cut large holes, so-called 
picture windows, through the walls of a room and nakedly reveal 
the view. There must be a visual relationship between the enclosed 
and open spaces in order to achieve a sense of spaciousness 
within. Here this is accomplished by “knitting” the architecture 
of the house and garden, and the house and view. For example, 
simple eave soffits brought into the house forming light troughs 
and board patterns on the ceiling, extending into the garden 
to form trellises, blend the refined character of the inner spaces 
with the natural quality of the exterior. A sense of continuity

and harmony between house and view is thus attained. The 
result is that the relatively small interior spaces visually merge 
with and borrow from the site. 

As Gordon Drake said of his houses, “The property is in real- 
ity the outside limit of living.” Making small, inexpensive 
houses seem spacious is only half the story, however. These 
same houses are also examples of pleasant contemporary environ- 
ment. How was it accomplished? Why weren't they expensive to 
build? The answer lies to a degree in the fact that Drake was 
himself a carpenter. He, therefore, drew upon his sense of the 
fitness of the material for his design. 

He used no “cabinetmaker” methods. He simply created beauty 
out of boards, sheets of plywood, common bricks and concrete, 
and he did it with a directness that any competent home crafts- 


man could follow. Thus this clear carpentry idea was applied 
to a set of esthetic principles which resulted in beautiful 
houses.

solutions to the basic problem of shelter. There has been no 
effort to create fanciful forms or “unusual effects,” costly in 
themselves, and adding little to the actual livability of the houses. 
Rather the emphasis was put on getting the most sense of space 
out of the building areas allowed by the budget. Then the basic 
structure, the common materials and the simple items of trim 
carry the weight of the design. No false ceilings or expensive 
“cover up’ ornamentation here, only the necessities. It’s an 
economy which has clearly resulted in a warm, even elegant, 
background for living. 

Another element of design used freely in Drake’s work is 
lighting. Built into the structure or along with the cabinet- 


work, this lighting “adds” space and dramatic emphasis to the

architectural forms. It is almost naive in its simplicity. A 
sheet of frosted glass set between wood stops, shielding one 
or two incandescent lamps, marks an entrance doorway, or, with 
larger lamps, becomes a luminous soffit over a work space. The 
elegance of expensive custom lighting thus becomes a reality in 
these inexpensive houses. In the Unit House (pages 136 and 
137) a trough runs the length of both the roofed terrace and 
the living room, casting a continuous glow of indirect, con- 
versational light over the whole area. In addition, by empha- 
sizing the long ridge beam, a sense of length is attained in 
both the terrace and living room. Thus space is emphasized 
across the room by merging it with the garden spaces and 
down the length of the room by (Please turn to page 161)

Your best buy in living space is probably right in your 
back yard.

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How to make your early bulbs 


count for more 


Give these first flowers the benefit of a companionable, 


climate-wise setting such as this sunny rock-strewn bank 


on’t ask the impossible of the very early bulbs which are 

in bloom now over most of the country. Lovely and gay 

though they are, these short-stemmed, mostly single- 

flowered beauties don’t make much of a show when planted 

alone or without regard to their setting. They need warmth, 
both physical and visual, to look their best. 

Give them a background of a low, evergreen ground cover, a 
mulch of pine needles, buckwheat hulls, or a thin layer of 
crushed stone. If you collect semi-precious minerals, arrange 
those with complementary tones to both protect and enhance 
your finest bulbs. When in the right position, rocks catch and 
reflect the sun’s warmth onto the plants. And, like the mulching 
materials, they keep mud from spattering their ground-hugging 
flowers. Protecting bulbs from prevailing winds may mean a 
two-week advance in date of bloom. So, too, a south-facing 
slope. And since early bloom is the great virtue here, it makes 
sense to give it every encouragement. 

Most bulbs flourish under deciduous trees which will later 
be so shady few other plants could complete their life cycles 
beneath them. But remember that the sun will probably be lower 
in the sky at flowering time than in fall, when the bulbs are 
planted, and fences, buildings, or even tall evergreens might 
shade the ground over bulbs long enough to delay flowers. 

When you place your early bulb order, think in terms of 
dozens or even hundreds of a single variety. These flowers 
come mostly one or two to a stem, and often one stem to a 
bulb, so even with those which multiply rapidly, it takes 
several handfuls of tiny bulbs to plant areas as small as those 
shown on the opposite page. In most cases, you won’t want to 
space them more than two inches apart. To get a generous 


effect without waiting several years, closer spacing is needed.

The secret of simplified gardening: 


Count on foliage for effect 


iF would be hard to overestimate the value of foliage 
in creating a pleasing garden scene. Foliage clothes plants 
and so gives them substance. It offers color and texture: 
it provides movement and sound, When we delight in 
the coolness of a shaded nook in July, or the soft folds 
of snow on green hemlock in December, it is foliage to 
which we are primarily indebted for our pleasure. 

But with all its obvious interest and usefulness, foliage 
is apt to be a forgotten or secondary consideration when 
new plants are selected for a garden. Prime attention is 
still given the fleeting flower, the queen whose days are 
numbered, while the plant’s leaves may be in evidence 
the entire year. 

The surest—and the most exciting—way to achieve a 
garden which always has an aura of beauty about it is to 
think first about plant form and the effect created by the 
leaves, then consider the extra assets of gay flowers or 
fruit. When the basic planting is ornamental in itself, there 
is often little need for great masses of flowers to draw 
attention to the garden. 

But if you have doubts about foliage being a many 
splendored garden garment, take a stroll down the paths 
of a well-stocked nursery. Look at the ground covers, the 
vines, the trees and shrubs. (Please turn the page)

It bounces off thick or waxy 
leaves, giving them a special luster. The needle-like

W. are all critics. That's why art museums make us 
leave our umbrellas at the door, That’s why porches were 
invented. They haven't, of course, always been breeze- 
ways; in the beginning they were places to sit and pick 
the neighbors to pieces. 

In fact, to live is to spin a web of criticism, and that 
makes writing about it an awkward, even humiliating en- 
terprise. You can’t get untangled from your subject, can’t 
stop doing what you are judging. H. L. Mencken, in the 
prime of his wonderful truculence, once tried and ended 
up with something called A Criticism of Criticism of 
Criticism. I take that title as a warning. It reminds me of 
the old vaudeville routine in which W. C. Fields, tipsily 
dignified, tried to saunter through a bead door-curtain. 
He never did get untangled. 

Perhaps I can slip through with an anecdote. Edward 
VII, it is said, was caught gulping his wine one evening at 
Maxim’s. A French friend gently outlined the proper 
ritual: one glances at the bottle, one admires the color 
through the crystal, one sniffs decorously, one sips. And 
after that? “Why, after that, monsieur, on en parle—one 
talks about it!” 

One criticizes, that is, not with the intention of pro- 
nouncing judgment, although that can’t be avoided, but 
primarily to increase one’s pleasure and understanding 
(often the same emotion where art is concerned) and to 
share them with another person, which in turn increases 
them again. This, I think, is one of the best kinds of 
criticism, both to practice and to read or listen to. And 
since it can be practiced on anything from a steak or a 
chair to Faulkner, Bartok or Chagall, it is particularly 


suitable for everyday living-room use. 


RITIC ON THE HEARTH

It is not, to be sure, the only legitimate kind. “Criticism” 
is one of our great straddling words; it spans activities as 
various as hurrahing, booing, goading, analyzing, inter- 
preting, selecting, rejecting, ordering, or simply enumerat- 
ing. I shail return to some of these in a moment; here | 
want to suggest that they are all best thought of as 
strategies for getting more of a good thing. 

Note, in passing, that Edward’s friend said after. He 
was not proposing that they uncork a bottle of rare old 
Chateau de Critique in place of the real stuff. Criticism 
is not a substitute for esthetic experience, not an ersatz 
novel, sonata or painting. I mention this obvious fact 
because it is getting less obvious every day, with all the 
reviews we are reading. | sometimes fear that future his- 
torians of taste will dismiss us with a single sentence: 
“Odd tribe; read criticism before, and instead of.” 

But that’s being harsh; we are certainly too busy to do 
without previews. My point is that they don’t become real 
criticism until we know what they are talking about, and 
can join the conversation. For real criticism is a dialogue. 
even though one participant may be less expert or tempo- 
rarily silent. It’s a coming out of ourselves, an encounter 
over a shared value. 

That brings me to the living room again, and even, at 
the risk of being thought non-astringent, to the subject 
of married love. For married love, as every veteran couple 
knows, is also an encounter over a shared value. In the 
words of Saint-Exupery, it is “not a matter of looking at 
each other, but of looking together in the same direction.” 
It is, you might say, a kind of criticism. 

You see how hard this untangling job really is. Perhaps

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A GOURMET 
AND 


HIS GARDEN |

I do not see how a gourmet can exist without his own 
vegetable garden and a freezer. Your own garden is almost 
the only place from which you can get the sizes and kinds 
of vegetables you want. It is emphatically the only place 
whence you can get them fresh. Your own freezer saves you 
the labor of repeated plantings. 

None of this is an unthinking reflection on the commer- 
cial grower. (The public is more at fault.) He is in 
business to make money and he can do this only with crops 
for which there is (now) a huge demand. His wholesalers 
demand vegetables with a tough hide to stand shipping, 
handling and display. Tough hides and tender flavors do 
not go together. This is not all the commercial grower is up 
against. To please his mass, uninformed public he must 
produce huge and symmetrical plants. This puts it squarely 
up to the public to learn what’s really good and _ insist 
on it. Symmetry has nothing to do with flavor, but size 
certainly does. Most adult giants are either insipid or 
rank. Dwarfs or babies are what you want from the garden. 

The difference between a baby and a dwarf has not been 
properly explored either in the seed catalogs or in the 
gardening journals. I was really shocked, earlier this 
year, to read a catalog which claimed that its “dwarf” 
bean was “the nearest approach to haricots verts” and 


to talk to a friend who believed that “baby carrots” were

the basis of zanahorias al miel (recipe later). This is 
all back to front and topsy-turvy. 

Dwarfs are miniature adults. Babies are young, tender 
forerunners of what must be reluctantly abandoned in ma- 
turity. Green beans point up the difference. The English 
Scarlet Runner, the French Haricot de Bagnolet, and 
the American Lazy Wife are all beans of strong flavor 
which, even as they reach adolescence, develop such 
strings as make them almost inedible. Picked as babies 
—an inch and a half long by less than an eighth of an 
inch wide—they offer a combination of flavor and ten- 
derness which cannot be counterfeited in the body of an 
adult dwarf. This is not to be taken as deprecating such 
adults as have been bred to reach perfection in maturity. 


American snapbeans 





particularly, in my opinion, the 
variety Bountiful—are superb vegetables which rate a place 


in the garden of any gourmet. They reach the full flush

of their succulent flavor only in maturity and as babies 
they are merely uninteresting. 

The only trick to growing any kind of bean is to let 
the ground get warm before you plant them. Pick the babies 
as young as you like and freeze any you have to spare. A 
two-minute blanch in boiling water is ample. The big snap- 
beans have to be broken into inch lengths and blanched

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How to tell 
if you have 
a good 
heating plant

Here are 21 standards for you to use 
in testing whether or not your heating system 


gives you comfort and efficiency 





...no layers of heat at your head, cold at your feet...’ 
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*, .. floors should not be drafty... 


L, was rather surprising to discover from a recent survey 
that most homemakers know if the heating in their homes 
is good, bad or indifferent, but few of them had even 
the remotest idea why it was one or the other. Some at- 
tributed their level of indoor comfort to the construction 
of the house and others to a variety of other reasons. 
Few of them made any specific comment on the perform- 
ance of the heating system other than to comment about 
draftiness when the heating system was operating. This is 
rather appalling since heating performance is as easily 
understood and evaluated as is the operation of an auto- 
matic clothes dryer and the homemaker should know as 
much about heating her home as she does about washing 
the clothing in an automatic laundry. 

A central heating system is installed in a home to pro- 
vide a balmy and invigorating indoor climate throughout 
the winter regardless of the outdoor temperature or the 
rain, sleet, hail or snow blowing against the window- 
panes. It has a two-fold function. One is to provide equal 
comfort and livability in every room on every day that 
heating is required. The other, which is even more im- 
portant, is to maintain an indoor temperature environment 
conducive to good health, and one that will minimize or 
eliminate those illnesses so often associated with cold and 
drafty houses. 

The function of the heating system is not just that of 
heating the house. Its real purpose is to constantly main- 
tain a temperature balance between the air in the rooms 
and your body. You are continuously releasing heat from 
your body through your clothing to the surrounding air 
and to surfaces near you or in contact wiih you, an 
example of the latter being the floor beneath the soles 
of your shoes, and you are comfortable only as long 
as that rate of heat release is normal and natural. That 
heat flow will increase if the surrounding temperatures 
are too cool and you will feel chilly, because the heat 
flow from your body is above normal. If the surrounding 
temperatures are too high, the heat flow from you be- 


comes less than normal and you experience a feeling of 








| 
| 








excessive warmth. The real function of the heating 
system is to surround you with an envelope of properly 
tempered air and to warm those surfaces that parts of 
your body may be in contact with, such as the floor. 

Good heating and good heating systems are synony- 
mous, and good heating systems are no accident. Instead, 
they are the final result of carefully executed operations 
that start with the selection of the equipment and end 
with the final adjustments made after it has been placed 
in operation. It includes the selection of a furnace or 
boiler that has just the right “Heating Horse Power” for 
the requirements of your house; correct design that de- 
livers heat into those areas of the house where the cold 
comes in; careful installation; and meticulous attention 
to those final system tune-up adjustments that are just 
as critical to good heating as the adjustment of the tuning 
dial is to good radio reception, 

Good heating is not for just one or two rooms of the 
house, but for every room, You must be equally comfort- 
able in every room, whether you are lying on the floor, 
seated in a chair, or standing at the counter in the kitchen. 
The floors must be warm enough to prevent your feet 
from feeling cold and to eliminate a health hazard to 
babies and children playing on them. Room air temper- 
ature must be maintained at the level you want them with 
variations so minor and insignificant that they will be 
unnoticed by you. Heat must be delivered without inter- 
ruption in proper quantities to match the weather to 
avoid “chill and fever” heating, and the air throughout 
the house maintained in gentle but constant circulation 
to avoid the “layering” of heat like the cream on the 
top of a milk bottle, and there must be a complete absence 
of drafts. In addition, the amount of moisture in the air, 


measured in terms of Relative Humidity, should be as

damage to your house and its furnishings .. - 


high as necessary for your health and comfort, and yet 
not so high that there will be damage to your house and 
its furnishings. 

All of these desirable factors of good indoor climate 
can be had as the accumulative result of a number of 


performance characteristics that are inherent in the per- 


formance of every heating system. They are not related 
to the furnace or boiler, pipes or ducts, or radiators or 
registers as equipment specifications but rather to the 
performance characteristics of that equipment—in other 
words to what it does when heating the house. Each of 
them can be measured, evaluated, and used to grade the 
heating in any house as Excellent, Good, Fair, or Indif- 
ferent. They are as easily identified as the suction on your 
vacuum cleaner and are being listed for you so that you 
can measure the performance of the heating system in 
your own home and determine for yourself how well it is 


fulfilling its function. If it is not good, you can make it

completely satisfactory by a few alterations or modifica- 
tions. Use these performance standards when you buy a 
new heating system or remodel an existing one, and make 
them a part of the heating system specifications for the 
protection of the health and comfort of your entire family. 
Ask your builder to give them to you when you buy a 
new house. You can have a heating system rated high in 
indoor comfort if you are willing to pay the few addi- 
tional dollars that quality always demands. 

The performance characteristics listed in the first group 
are the most important ones since they are directly re- 
lated to your health and comfort. Those in the second 
group give a heating system an unobtrusive performance 
that evidences itself only in the comfort within the house 
and not in visual or audible announcements. The third 
group items assure a system that will give the most in 


performance at the lowest operating expense. 


1. HEALTHFUL AND COMFORTABLE HEATING 


A good heating system must surround you with an en-

a great idea and of the young 
architect who dreamed it. 

The quality of his dream. the 
tragedy of his short life, are felt 
in his own words, quoted in the 
new book. They explain why this 
dream was born in California, but 
how it might be realized every- 
where by everyone. : 

“The dominant factor,” Gordon 
Drake wrote some years ago, “in 
the ‘development of California’s 
domestic architecture has been the 
existence of a growing native tra- 
dition or, rather, the lack of a 
stifling formal tradition. The re- 
sulting freedom of thought has 
given the architect an untram- 
meled concept that does not exist 
in other parts of the country. 

“Geographically, many California 
cities are located upon land so 
mountainous that they defy the 
usual gridiron plan; thus sites have 
the grace of vista, sun, wind and 
privacy. Climatically, a season of 
heavy rains followed by months of 
hot sun permits a freedom in break- 
ing down the outside wall to a de- 
gree not possible elsewhere. Even 
in the months of intense heat, the 
constant breeze from the sea af- 
fords coolness. Materially, the 
availability of wood as an inexpen- 
sive building material and the ap- 
preciation of its beauty and strength 
has brought about a refinement in 
structure and detailing that’s al- 
most Oriental in its sparing sim- 
plicity. Finally, the concentration 
of wealth—wealth available for im- 
mediate use—has been of great 
importance... 

“Assuming the basic needs of the 
client, the plan is freed and yet 
limited by the climate. Portions 
of the house may be directed to the 
breathtaking views, but there also 
must be the completely sheltered 
garden that becomes part of the 
living area, and finally the pro- 
tected shelter where one may with- 
draw completely from the outside. 
Other that affect 
the form of the roof and the dis- 
position of wall and mass are the 


considerations 


extremes reached by both sun and 
rain in their major seasons. 
“Perhaps the use of light itself 
is the greatest influence on plan- 
ning. The quality of light of each 


part of the day must be used or 
limited as the use of the particular 
living area requires. This is ac- 
complished by clerestory venting 
windows, sheltering walls of the 
sleeping rooms, translucent screens 
that turn sun into coolness, and 
glass walls that allow the full meas- 
ure of sunlight to play in the gen- 
eral living spaces. 

“Green planting to relieve the 
harsh dryness of the summer 
months is used to interpenetrate 
the living space and thus relate the 
garden to the house. Conversely, by 
the use of an overhead screened 
trellis that is a continuation of the 
roof plane, the actual living area 
flows out and embraces the garden. 

“For the first time, natural wood 
is enjoying greater use in con- 
temporary work than plaster, for 
economy nods toward the use of 
wood as an exterior wall covering. 
Rough-sawn boards on_ exterior 
walls for form and texture may be 
used as a foil for the magnificent 
sophistication of waxed plywood 
on the interior.

this building-container have? Can 
they be legitimately identified with 
the dimensions of the space con- 
tained, which is architecture? 

The discovery of perspective or 
graphic representation in three 
dimensions—height, width, depth 
—led Renaissance artists of the 
Fifteenth Century to believe they 
had finally mastered the dimensions 
of architecture and the means of 
reproducing them. Not before the 
discovery of perspective was it pos- 
sible to achieve an adequate rep- 
resentation of architectural interi- 
ors or exteriors. Once the laws of 
perspective had been elaborated, 
the problem appeared to be solved: 
Architecture, it was said, has three 
dimensions; here is the method of 
drawing them, which anyone can 
use. 

When, in the last decade of the 
| Nineteenth Century, the reproduc- 
| tion of photographs, and thus their 
mass distribution, became a simple 
process, photographers took the 
place of draftsmen, and a click of 
the shutter replaced those perspec- 
tives which enthusiastic students of 
architecture had been laboriously 


| tracing ever since the Renaissance. 


| and technically perfect, 


But at that when 
everything seemed critically clear 


the mind 


very moment, 


of man discovered that a fourth 
dimension existed in addition to 
the three dimensions of perspec- 
tive. This was the Cubist revolution 
in the concept of space, which took 
place shortly before the first World 
War. 

We shall not take more time in 
discussing the fourth dimension 
than is strictly necessary for our 
purpose. The Paris painter of the 
late 1900’s reasoned more or less 
as follows: “I see and represent an 
object, for example a box or a 
table. I see it from one point of 
view. But if I hold the box in my 
hands and turn it, or if I walk 
around the table, my point of view 
changes, and to represent the ob- 
ject from each new viewpoint I 
must draw a new perspective of it. 
The reality of the object. therefore, 
is not exhausted by its representa- 
tion in the three dimensions of one 
perspective. To capture it 
pletely, I must draw an infinite 
number of perspectives from the 
infinite points of view possible.” 

This successive displacement in 
time of the angle of vision adds a 


com- 


new dimension to the three dimen- 
sions of tradition. Thus time was 
baptized the “fourth dimension.” 
(The means used by Cubist paint- 
ers to render the fourth dimension

—superimposing the images of an 
object seen from various points of 
view, in order to project them all 
simultaneously on canvas—do not 
concern us here.) 

The Cubists were not content 
with the plural representation of 
the exterior of an object. Their 
passion for discovery, for grasping 
the total reality of an object, led 
them to the following thought: In 
every physical structure there is 
not only an external form, there is 
also an internal organism; besides 
the skin, there are the muscles and 
the skeleton, the internal constitu- 
tion. And so in their paintings they 
show simultaneously not only the 
external aspects of a box, for exam- 
ple, but also the box in plan, the 
box exploded, the box smashed. 

The Cubist conquest of the 
fourth dimension is of 
historical importance quite apart 
from the esthetic evaluation that 
can be made for or against Cubist 
painting. You may prefer a Byzan- 
tine mosaic to a fresco of Mantegna 
without thereby denying the im- 
portance of perspective in the de- 
velopment of experiments in di- 
mension. Similarly, it is possible to 
dislike the paintings of Picasso and 
still recognize the value of the 
fourth dimension. 


immense 


The fourth dimension has had a 
decided application to architecture, 
not so much for the translation of 


the pictorial language of the 
Cubists into architectural terms in 
the early stages of the modern 
French and German movements, 
as for the scientific support it has 
given to the critical distinction be- 
tween real buildings and buildings 
on paper, between architecture 
and stage designing—a distinction 
which for a long time had been 
problematical. 

The concept of the fourth di- 
mension seemed to end, once and 
for all, the search for dimensions 
characteristic of architecture. To 
examine a statuette, we pick it up 
and turn it in our hands. We look 
at it from all angles. We walk 
around larger figures and groups 
to examine them from all sides, 
close-up and from a distance. 

In architecture, it was reasoned, 
there is the same element of time. 
In fact, this element is indispens- 
able to architecture: From the first 
hut to the modern house, from the 
cave of primitive man to the 
church, school or office of today, no 
work of architecture can be ex- 
perienced and understood without 
the fourth dimension, without the 
time needed for our walk of dis- 
covery within it. The problem again 
appeared to be solved. 

However, a dimension common 
to all the arts obviously cannot be 
peculiar to any one of them, and

The 
phenomenon of space becomes con- 
erete reality only in architecture 
and therefore constitutes its spe- 
cific character. 

Having arrived at this point, the 
reader will understand that the 
question, “What is architecture?”, 
has already been answered. To say, 
as is usual, that architecture is 
“beautiful building” 
architecture is “ugly building” 
does not explain anything, because

fas. It would be necessary, in 
any case, first to formulate an 
analytic definition of “What is a 
building ?”, would mean 
starting again from the beginning.

If we admit this much—and to 
admit it seems to be a matter of 
common sense, not to say of logic— 
we must recognize that most his- 
tories of architecture are full of 
observations that have nothing to 
do with architecture in this specific 
meaning. They devote page after 
page to the facades of buildings 
which in effect are sculpture on 
a large scale, but have little to do 
with architecture in the spatial 
sense of the word. An obelisk, a 
fountain, a monument, a_ bridge, 
big as they may be—a portal, a 
triumphal arch—are all works of 
art which are discussed in histories 
of architecture although they are 
not properly architecture. 

Architectural backdrops or any 
sort of painted or drawn architec- 
ture are not true architecture any 
more than a play not yet put into 





dialogue, but only sketched in its 
broad outlines, can be regarded as 
a dramatic performance. In other 
words, the experience of space is 
not communicated until the actual 
mechanical expression has ren- 
dered material the poetic concep- 
tion. Were we to take any history 
of architecture and severely prune 
it of everything not strictly con- 
cerned with architecture, it is cer- 
tain that we should have to do 
away with at least eighty out of 
every hundred pages. 


T THIS point, two serious mis- 
| understandings may arise in the 
mind of the reader which would 
not only destroy the value of the 
preceding argument, but would

field of decorative or figurative 
means and expressions as the sole 
yardstick for our judgment of 
architecture of all periods. This is 
all the more true because decora- 
tion (not in the form of applied 
ornamentation, but in the new play 
of contrasting natural materials, 
in the new sense of color, and so 
on) is now, quite properly, coming 
back into architecture after 20 
years of architectural nudism, gla- 
cial volumetrics, stylistic steriliza- 
tion and the purging of decorative 
details, contrary to psychological 
and spiritual needs. “Freedom from 
decoration,” as an architectural 
program, can be no more than a 
polemical, and therefore ephem- 
eral, slogan. 

At this point the uninitiated 
reader will, perhaps, feel confused. 
If decoration has some importance, 
if sculpture and painting, earlier 
thrown out, reappear in the field 
of architecture, what end has our 
discussion served? It has not been 
to invent esoteric theories about 
architecture, but simply to put 
order and system into current ideas 
intuitively felt by everyone. Cer- 
tainly decoration, sculpture and 
painting enter into the study of 
buildings (no less than economic 
causes, social or functional values 
and technical considerations) . 


VERYTHING figures in architec- 

ture, as it does in every great 
human phenomenon of art, thought 
or practice. But how? Not without 
differentiation, as one might be- 
lieve in asserting a generic and 
vacuous unity of all the arts. Dec- 
orating, sculpture and _ painting 
enter into the grammar of archi- 
lecture in their proper places as 
adjectives, not as substantives. 

The history of architecture is 
primarily the history of spatial 
conceptions. Judgment of archi- 
tecture is fundamentally judgment 
of the internal space of buildings. 






If, because of its lack of interior 
space, a work cannot be judged on 
this basis, as in the case of the 
types of construction mentioned 
above, the structure or building— 
be it the Arch of Titus, the Column 
of Trajan or a fountain by Ber- 
nini—falls outside the history of 
architecture and belongs properly, 
as a volumetric entity, to the his- 
tory of urbanism; and, with re- 
spect to its intrinsic artistic value, 
to the history of sculpture. 


F JUDGMENT of its architectural 

space is positive, the building 
must be included in the history of 
architecture, even if the decoration 
is ineffectual; even if, that is to 
say, the building as a whole is not 
entirely satisfactory. When, finally, 
the judgment of the spatial con- 
ception of a building, of its volu- 
metrics and of its decorative qual- 
ity, proves positive, we are then 
in the presence of one of those 
rare, integral works of art in which 
all the figurative means combine 
in a superlative artistic creation. 

In conclusion, even if the other 
arts contribute to architecture, it 
is interior space, the space which 
surrounds and includes us, which 
is the basis for our judgment of a 


building, which determines the 
“yea” or “nay” of esthetic pro- 
nouncement on architecture. All 


the rest is important or perhaps 
we should say can be important, 
but always in a subordinate rela- 
tion to the spatial idea. Whenever 
critics and historians lose sight of 
this hierarchy, they create con- 
fusion and accentuate the present 
disorientation in architecture. 
That space—void—should be the 
protagonist of architecture is after 
all natural. Architecture is not art 
alone, it is not merely a reflection 
of conceptions of life or a portrait 
of systems of living. Architecture 
is environment, the stage on which 


our lives unfold.

10. Organize troublesome group of door 
openings into a rhythmic pattern. 


The problem wall, an unwieldy group of doors against 
which you cannot arrange furniture, can be turned 
into a feature of usable extra storage. Give wall unity 
by arranging doors into a rhythmic pattern continued 
across the wall. Rhythm suggests a sense of movement 
which, unless terminated, will seem to extend the 
surface beyond its real end. Creating lighting cove 
above doors, instead of making doors flush with ceil- 
ing, lets ceiling continue, thus adding depth to room. 






































11. How to improve the appearance of 
small, double-hung windows. 


Make them into architectural features of your room. 
Play up the contrast of the openings and the solids 
by emphasizing the windows themselves, making them 
seem more open and the wall in between more solid. 
This suggests that you are not contained in a card- 
board box with peek-holes punched in it, but that 
the openings permit free movement on through to 
other spaces beyond. Open screens or “fins” add feel- 
ing of depth (and height) to these small windows.

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16. Use an over-all carpet for a feeling of 


greater floor area. 


Space in a room is determined by apparent area of 
planes that enclose it. To make room seem larger, 
keep floor area as free of obstructions as possible 
(does not mean sparse furnishing). An over-all carpet 
emphasizes full extent of floor as one broad surface. A 
light color carpet often makes area seem even larger. 





17. Use small rugs to play up great areas of 


a beautiful floor which ought to be seen. 


The same idea stated in the preceding paragraph also 
applies here. If, fortunately, you have a floor whose 
beauty you want to see and yet want the quality 
afforded by rugs, use small rugs (white, here) as 
decorative feature upon floor, emphasizing area 
around it. Select one complementary to background. 





18. Place rugs to suggest inclusion of space 


beyond room itself. 


By the use of allusion, creating illusion, one may 
enlarge the sense of space by suggesting that more 
is included than is actually there. A rug placed as 
shown in the diagram will give the idea that the 
area of the room is the complete rectangle. The mind 
will supply the missing portion at upper right.

Besides giving the 
usual tourist and sightseeing in- 
formation, it covers history, reli- 
gion, customs—all sorts of things 
you really must know in order to 
appreciate these intriguing people 
and their country. Book costs about 
$3, and worth every yen of it. ... 
Biggest “sightseeing” thrill to date 
is the view of the old gate to the 
Emperor’s Palace from the First 
Bridge or Niju Bashi. (The palace, 
moated relic of the feudal days 
of Japan, in a setting of willows 
and pine trees, is open to the pub- 
lic only twice a year—New Year’s 
and the Emperor’s Birthday, April 
29.) Vm absolutely amazed at 
the grace and variety of the bridges 
here. How can they make heavy 
wood and massive stone bend and 
curve so subtly? 

Everywhere there are the shrines 
and temples of Buddhism and Shin- 
toism, the two chief religions which 
dictate the philosophy and conven- 
tions of daily life. These build- 
ings are usually of wood, often a 
brilliant lacquer red, sometimes 
gilded, usually with exquisitely 
carved decorative detail of animals, 
birds and flowers. (Popular stylized 
devices are the frogs’ legs, the lo- 
tus and an imaginary peony called 
““precious-appearance flower’’.) 
Here’s where you see the delicately, 
upcurling “pagoda” roofs that 
symbolize Japan to most of us. 
They’re supported by carved 
brackets, called “to-kyo,’ oddly

enough, often in a traditional pat- 
tern called the “cloud.” Roofs 
themselves may be slate or bronze 
or sometimes thatched in cypress 
bark, as trimly shaped as topiary. 

Shinto shrines are always en- 
tered through a free-standing gate- 
way called the torii. Stone and 
bronze garden lanterns are stand- 
ard equipment—so beautiful. They 
tell me you can have reproductions 
made. 

Everything, of course, has its 
own meaning, if only you knew 
enough to understand it. But you

can at least enjoy the loveliness of 
it all. I guess you’d say that beauty 
is a religion with the Japanese. No 
matter how heavily ornamented 
these buildings are, they always 
imply placidity, delicacy, 
gaudiness. They are invariably sur- 
rounded, as most everything is here, 
by lovely, understated landscaping. 

Gardens are absolutely entranc- 
ing. You come upon them eyery- 
where, unexpectedly, 
but that makes them all the more 
delightful. Even the tiniest house 
or shop will have a serene and 
inviting garden sanctum, usually 
a simple composition of rocks, peb- 
bles and shrubbery, often with a 
charming little pool. “Dry land- 
scaping,” called kare-sansui, is a 
fascinating art of making a garden 
of just pebbles, rocks and sand 
raked into designs. And gardens of 
nothing but varieties of moss 
are fabulous. But every garden is 
very meaningful to its owner, be- 
cause the plan of a garden follows 
traditional rules, often inspired by 
religion or reproducing a_ scene 
from a poetic legend just as ike- 
bana, the “cult” of flower arrang- 
ing, does. 

Now in November the maple 
trees are flaming everywhere. In 
April the cherry blossoms will be 
blooming. And in both these sea- 
sons, the Japanese themselves turn 
tourists and travel all over their 
country to see the colorful show. 
The more you see of Japan the 
more you realize that beauty is an 
intimate part of daily living. No 
pains are spared to make even the 
most commonplace thing a delight 
to see. The most ordinary house- 
hold objects are as_ esthetically 
pleasing as they are useful—a bam- 
boo water bucket, a broom, chop- 
ping knives, the little napkin 
basket that presents you with a 
steaming damp napkin before and 
after each meal, the dishes (the 
rice bowl is invariably of fine 
porcelain as a gesture of respect 
to the mainstay of the diet). 

Every package, even a bundle of 
kindling preciously

Cast-iron water pot; porcelain teapot. 
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wrapped and tied. I could hardly 
tear myself away from the fantas- 
tic display of foods in the Takashi- 
maya department store. Such 
artistry— smoked Hokkaido sal- 
mon (a delicacy) packaged with 
a trim of evergreens, cookies and 
wafers arranged like delicate little 
works of art, each thing treated as 
if it were something to’ be cher- 
ished. And always, always, the 
decoration is understated. 

The Japanese have an adjective 
for this restrained beauty—shibui. 
It’s the criterion of taste in Japan, 
a yardstick of esthetics applied to 
everything from a water dipper to 
a temple. The word itself means 
“astringent” or “bitter-sweet,” but 
it also connotes a subdued, quiet, 
uncluttered feeling and helps to 
explain the unassuming, almost 
austere refinement you sense in so 
much Japanese design. 

I got a good start toward under- 
standing this better by a visit to 
the Tokyo Museum of Folk Crafts. 
You feel this almost instinctive re- 
finement in the oldest, peasant 
crafts and the _ unself-conscious 
paintings (called emas and otsu- 
ye) which were the work of 
farmers. In old Seto pottery 
kitchenware, the cobalt and black 
patterns have a freshness and re- 
straint that could well be modern. 
I found the stencil-dyed fabrics 
and lacquer-work especially inter- 
esting. 

A very good background book for 
understanding Japanese crafts is 
Folk-Crafts in Japan, No. 2 in the 
Japanese Cultural Series, published 
by the Society for International 
Cultural Relations, Tokyo. 

I do wish that more of this in- 
stinctively good design—true Jap- 
anese design—were being exported 
to the U. S. A. instead of the cheap 
imitations of American and Euro- 
pean goods that come to us and 
give Americans in general a poor 
impression of Japan’s talents. So 
many of Japan’s everyday common 
objects could add beauty to our 
homes, it seems a tragedy that 
American buyers for our big stores 
turn their backs on them. Instead 
they appear to insist on ordering 
Japanese craftsmen and manu- 
facturers make cheap-selling 
copies of English china or Italian 
silks:iep os 

You’d miss something great if 
you didn’t see a performance of 
Kabuki, the Japanese 
theater, comparable to Shakespeare 
at home, except that everyone in 
Japan is a Kabuki enthusiast. It’s 
song, dance, and drama, parts all

human population from the natural 
environment never proceeded so far 
as it did in the more populous East. 
People took landscape more for 
granted and, unlike many in the 
East,

door living got its start there. 

In my own adopted state of 
Arizona, the ranch house had not 
stopped being literally that, when 
those who were not ranchers dis- 
covered what a good kind of house 
it was for anybody to live in. Cali- 
fornians led the way in building 
fitted into, 


actually melted into, the hills and 


modern homes. which 


fields, instead of shutting them out 
as old-fashioned country residences 
used to do. And it was in California 
also that the next logical step was 
taken: where the drawing room 
(actually the room to which 
women withdrew) became the liv- 
ing room and the living room 
an extension of the out-of-doors. 
Once the threshold was a definite 
boundary, a sort of iron curtain. 
One crossed it to enter a different 
world and one shut the door to shut 
that world out. Perhaps there was 
some sense in such an arrangement 
when men were rather precariously 
established in a primitive country. 
But it makes no sense whatever in 
natural, 
which is at a 
premium. The door now opens onto 


where it is the 
artificial, 


a world 
not the 


a terrace, the terrace gives way to 
the garden, and the garden melts 
into the great world beyond. Even 
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without glass panels. which can 
make the terrace part of the house 
or part of the out-of-doors, as one 
chooses, there need be no sense of 
definite boundaries. Of course all 
this is easier in a perpetually mild 
climate, but there is no reason why 
life cannot be lived thus, in the 
summer at least, in any part of the 
United States. Our new techniques 
of heating and cooling have freed 
us to live almost anywhere. 
Because I now live more or less 
that way, I am no longer so aware 
as I once was of being “at home 
with nature” or having “nature in 
the living room,” as a separate sub- 
ject. Outdoors and indoors are too 
much alike when one may be as 
likely to read a book or look at a 
map outside the house as in it. And 
I have arranged my very modest 
little desert house to obliterate the 
distinction as much as possible. All 
of such landscaping as there is lies 
to the south and it is mostly native 
plants and cacti, 
palo verde, and the like. To the 
north the untouched desert sprin- 


trees 





agaves, 


kled with mesquite and creosote 
and called home by the jackrabbits 
and the Gambel quail stretches ten 
miles away to the 9,000-foot Cat- 
alina range. The whole front of 
the north-facing living room is 
glass. There is nothing except that 
glass between me and the desert; 
nothing except the desert between 
me and the mountains. (The only 
domestic contention is over the 
question of whether the draperies 
should be pulled across the glass at 
night. The husband’s argument is 
that there is nobody who would 
look in; the wife’s that there isn’t 


anything to look out at either.) 


OU are given one guess as to who 

prevails, but I admit magnani- 
mously that she is right. Then the 
living room does become definitely 
a living room rather than an ex- 
tension of the desert and 
readily the scene of living room 
activities. But here, no less than 
in the East, many different kinds 
of living can be done in it. Thanks 
to the radio, the phonograph and 
the home movie it can become con-

These we 
may show to friends, although it is 
just as well to reserve for private 
delight all but the best of the 
movies and slides we’ve made. 


OBODY who has ever taken to 
iW the road in an automobile need 
be reminded of the economical de- 
lights of oil-company maps spread 
on a table to retrace last year’s 
journey or to plan the bolder one 
to be taken someday. During many 
a Connecticut -winter, lying cold 
between my annual treks to the 
Southwest, I pored over these same 
maps. wondering why on earth I 
hadn’t gone 25 miles down this or 
that side road to find out what a 
name stood for, or resolving to 
follow next summer a_ dubious 
track that just stops. One such in 
southern Utah ends in the middle 
of nowhere at a point marked Rob- 
ber’s Roost.

No 
man can be happy without some 
sense of belonging to the human 
community. Neither, so I am con- 
vinced by experience, can he be 
wholly content without a similar 
sense of oneness with the larger 
community of nature.

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months of the year, you will spend 
your time outdoors. 

There are tests of your garden 
that are often equally applicable 
to your house. For instance, are 
there cozy, sheltered places from 
which you can look outward and 
upward, as if toward heaven itself? 
Is your eye blocked by a blank 
wall or fence, opaque trees or dense 
bushes, on all four sides? Does the 
sun warm you when it should, does 
a tree or a trellis shade you when 
it should? Is the outdoor dining 
area convenient enough to the 
kitchen so that eating and enter- 
taining outdoors is a pleasure for 
everybody, even the cook? 

In other words, there must be 
rationality in the design of a hand- 
some garden, as there is beyond 
doubt in the design of a beautiful 
house. 

All factors considered, all prob- 
lems and needs squarely met, the 
result is almost invariably one of 
distinction, even to the casual vis- 
itor or passer-by, who is least con- 
sidered. Just as the architectural 
form of a house planned from the 
inside out will have character, so 
will a garden. And when they are 
planned together, which is the case 
in the best instances, there will be 
a mutual interplay of forms and 
shapes, of indoor and outdoor di- 


mensions, that a wholly new thing 
will have been created: garden and 
house composing an esthetic whole 
greater than either one by itself. 

So satisfying will this whole 
seem, that the viewer might think 
it was done purely for his visual 
pleasure. However, when he ana- 
lyzes it, he will find that it makes 
as much sense to his mind as beauty 
to his eye. It will be the sum total 
of practical solutions brought to- 
gether with a sensitive appreciation 
of their interrelationships. The gar- 
den which gives you one of life’s 
finest experiences, that of being 
inside a three-dimensional world of 
surpassing loveliness and constant, 
lively change, will be a garden in 
which you can live in all the prac- 
ticability of meeting the needs of 
the day. 

It will be a garden where the 
wind stimulates without destroying, 
where you are made to feel neither 
dwarf nor giant, where you can be 
alone or companioned, where you 
can be the center of the universe or 
a small humble part of nature, as it 
suits your fancy. And all this will 
be experienced not in a void or on 
a flat lot, but in a garden of shape- 
ly space that makes order out of 
chaos and persuades you that life, 
too, has form, definition, shapeli- 
ness; with many dimensions. 


A GOURMET AND HIS GARDNER 
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If you get tired of well-buttered, 
lightly boiled beans, try serving 
them amandine, which does not 
mean “mixed with boiled almonds.” 
Put some blanched almonds through 
a rather coarse shredder—not a 
grater—and simmer the _ result 
slowly in twice its own volume of 
butter until it is dark golden brown. 
Tip the crisp nuts and the nut- 
flavored butter onto the well- 
drained beans. Personally I like 
about four ounces of nuts to a 
pound of beans. 


Peas 


Peas are a vegetable of which 
only the babies are any good. They 
do take an inordinate amount of 
space in the garden, but they are 
out of the way so early that you 
can follow them with tomatoes, 
eggplants and peppers. Grow the 
largest podded pea you can buy 
(World’s Record is my favorite), 
but pick them young. This way you 
get an adult flavor and a_ baby 


tenderness that no dwarf can 
match. In the extremely unlikely 
event that you have a_ surplus, 
blanch them for 144 minutes be- 
fore freezing. Did you ever try 
hollandaise sauce on baby peas? 


You should. 


Carrots 


Carrots are a vegetable whose 
dwarfs and babies are equally use- 
ful, and the best way to get either 
is to grow it yourself. The best 
babies come from half-long vari- 
eties like Danvers. Sow the seed 
conventionally in shallow furrows 
nine inches apart with an occa- 
sional radish to mark the row. It 
is almost impossible to control 
weeds, unless you know where the 
rows are, and the radishes are 
often up in three days, which is a 
week ahead of the carrots. Thin the 
baby carrots to an inch apart and 
pull them when they are the size 
you like. Do not plant too many,

I always boil 
dwarf carrots with a seasoning of 
fennel seed—it makes them taste 
even more like carrots—and then 
finish them either as carottes a la 
francaise or zanahorias al miel. 

The first merely involves tossing 
the drained carrots in very hot 
butter until they just start to 
bronze. The Spanish dish requires 
a glaze made by simmering to- 
gether a tablespoonful of butter 
and a cup of honey for five min- 
utes. Toss the carrots in the glaze, 
drain them, and set them in a fire- 
proof dish in a very hot (450° F. 
or better) oven until the glaze is 
set. Put the surplus glaze back in 
the freezer until the next time you 
want the dish.

Celeriac is a nuisance to grow 
simply because the seeds are so 
minute that they have to be started 
in a saucer, transplanted into flats 
and then set out. By all means, if 
you can, buy well-started seedlings 
or even the mature root. But get 
it somehow, scrub it well, boil it 
not quite to tenderness and cut into 
quarter-inch cubes. These may be 
frozen until wanted or used at once. 
They make a _ wonderful salad, 
either alone with lemon juice and 
oil, or, better still, substituting for 
stalk celery in a Waldorf salad. 

Celeriac can also contribute to an 
out-of-this-world sauce remoulade. 
Put a peeled root through a fine 
vegetable shredder and simmer the 
shreds just to tenderness. Put two 
springs of parsley and one each of 
chervil and tarragon in your elec- 
tric blender with a tablespoon of 
French mustard, half a cup of wine 
vinegar and a cup of olive oil. 
Blend thoroughly and mix the re- 
sult with the shredded celeriac. 
Try this with shrimps, preferably 
of the Louisiana river variety. 

Celeriac also gives a stew all the 
celery flavor without any of the 
celery string, but I grow them my- 
self mainly to make _ Rossolnik, 
which is also where root parsley 
comes in. This is sown just like 
ordinary parsley—soak the seeds 
overnight to give them a good start 
—and the leaves may be used for 
seasoning. The thick stubby root 
is harvested in the fall and treated 
just like celeriac, with which. it 
combines to make the cream soup 
which I rate second 
vichyssoise.

Place in your blender a cup of 
each of blanched celery root cubes 
and blanched parsley root cubes. 
Add half a cup of coarsely chopped 
onion and half a small clove of 
garlic. Pour on just enough milk to 
cover the vegetables and blend to a 
smooth cream. Tip into a_ pan, 
bring to a boil and simmer for 
about five minutes. Chill and, un 
less wanted at once, freeze. To 
serve, take either the freshly pre- 
pared or newly thawed creamed 
vegetables and stir into each pint 
half a cup of sour cream and half 
a cup of dry white wine.

Cabbages 


The cabbage patch in my vege- 
table garden is usually small. Ball 
head cabbages are in the stores the 
year while 
which are a pain in the neck to 
grow anyway, glut the market in 
mid-October. Six big heads, broken 
into florets and blanched for three 
minutes, yield two dozen frozen 
packs. You might start a few seeds 
of Jersey Wakefield and set out 
the seedlings as soon as the ground 
is clear of frest. This tall, conical 
very delicately flavored cabbage | 
rarely comes on the market because 
it travels badly. 

Lovers of golubski, which are 
cabbage leaves folded around a 
dollop of rice-meat-onion stuffing 


round, cauliflowers, _ 
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and then baked, should grow a few 
Savoys. The thick crinkled leaves 
stand up well under this treatment 
and the dish is an excellent frozen 
standby. Baby kohlrabi are fun in 
a cream sauce, but they do not 
freeze well. This only leaves broc- 
coli, which is a straight gamble in 
most gardens. A dozen plants, given 
three months of wet summer, will 
crowd you for freezer space. In a 
hot dry year they will scarcely keep 
you in fresh broccoli. Please re- 
member to peel off the grey-green 
enamel skin before you cook or 
blanch this vegetable. Strip it from 
the stem end toward the florets. 


Leeks 


To me onions do not seem worth 
growing at home, but the leek is a 
must. Follow the directions on the 
package, if you like, but the privi- 
leged gardener with a cold frame 
should try the European way. Start 
the seeds at least six weeks before 
you expect the garden to open up. 
By planting time your sturdy 
leeklings should be an eighth of an 
inch thick. Set them out six inches 
apart in foot-deep trenches. Fill up 
the trench as the leeks grow. By 
September in really rich soil, you 
may even be able to ridge up the 
soil where the trench was. This will 
give you 18 inches of blanched 
stem. 

Leeks like this cannot be pur- 
chased, but neither can you make 
a vichyssoise or a _ cockaleekie 
without them. Shallots are another 
member of the onion tribe which I 
find difficult to get except out of 
my own garden. Split the seed 
bulbs you buy into individual sets 
and stick them into warm rich soil 
with their 







noses just showing. 
Gather them in the fall, when the 
| tops wither, and store in the 
kitchen. 

For a super dish, serve them en 
vin blane a Vancienne, using mod- 
ern equipment to make it. Drop the 
bulbs into boiling water for a few 


moments, then slip them out of 
their skins. Cover with white wine 
—domestic Sauterne is fine—and 
simmer until tender. Drain the hot 
wine into your blender and add, 
for each cup of wine, a tablespoon 
of butter and an egg yolk. Blend 


to a smooth cream, pour back on 
the shallots and serve piping hot. 


“Tropicals” 


Every year I change my mind 
about what to put in the tropical 
area of my garden. The edible 
hibiscus (okra) I will neither grow 
nor eat, but peppers and eggplants 
you must have. The latter is prob- 
ably just as good from the store, 
but can you imagine a_ freezer 
without a reserve of Iman Bayeldi? 
Take six large eggplants (variety 
Black Magic) and cut each orange- 
wise into six segments. Slit each 
segment longitudinally from its 
sharp edge almost to its skin, press 
the ends so that the wound gapes. 
and salt it inside and out. Set on 
one side to sweat out its bitterness 
and to become a little flabby. 

Meanwhile, coarsely chop three 
onions and three large sweet green 
peppe’s. Set them to simmer in a 
cup of clive oil. Now wash the 
sweated eggplant segments and 
again press their ends so that you 
can, using a grapefruit knife, hol- 
low out the segments. Throw the 
scoopings into the onion-pepper 
mixture and add three large ripe 
tomatoes, a tablespoon of turmeric, 
a teaspoon each of fenugreek and 
oregano, and a half teaspoon each 
of coriander and cumin seed. Sim- 
mer, stirring at intervals, until all 
is soft and then use the mixture to 
fill each of the hollowed-out seg- 
ments. Set them in a pan, paint 
with olive oil and roast at 400° F. 
until they just start to color. Cool 
to room temperature and then set 
the pan in the freezer. Package 
the hard frozen segments in plastic 
bags.

One last word. Why not freeze 
herbs? There are many ways of 
doing this. The most spectacular— 
and probably the best with the 
delicate things like the mints, basil 
and chervil—is to freeze whole 
leaves into an ice cube. This is 
rather bulky for the freezer and I 
personally prefer to wrap the 
leaves up in aluminum foil. Dill 
and the marjorams respond well to 
this treatment, but sage and thyme 
might just as well be dried as 
frozen.

No Good Colder than 60° in average 


weather 


Under no circumstances should 
they be warmer than 80° to 85° 
because excessively warm floors 
also lead to physical discomfort. 


Sitting comfort. When seated your 
body occupies an area that is about 
thirty inches from the floor and 
the temperature conditions from 
ankle height to the 30-inch level 
then become extremely significant. 
One of the characteristics of heat- 
ing is that as the outdoor tempera- 
tures become colder the tempera- 
ture of the air at the floor also 
wants to become colder unless the 
heating system does something to 
prevent that from happening, or at 
least to minimize it. The natural 
tendency then is for the tempera- 
ture difference between the air at 
the ankles and around the head 
and shoulders to increase as out- 
door temperatures become colder.

Your body will not normally notice a few degrees of temperature 
difference, but the smaller these are the better will be the 
heating and the more comfortable you will be. With the room 
air at 70°, these temperature differences can be rated as follows:

Measure these ankle-height to the 30-inch line above the floor- 
level temperatures in your own home and see how your heating 
system rates in comfort. 


Temperatures at the ceiling. Room air temperatures at the 
ceiling may not seem to be significant with respect to comfort 
since we do not live in that area of the room. However. they 
are significant since they affect the air temperatures around the 
head and shoulders. They are also an indication of the economy 
of operation of the system because excessive temperatures up 
there do little. if any, useful heating and allow an unnecessarily 
large amount of heat to pass through the ceilings and upper 
parts of the room walls to the outdoors. With the room air at 
the thermostat at 70°, the temperature differences from ankle 
height to 3 inches below an 8’-0” ceiling can be rated as follows: 


When the indoor temperature is 70 degrees and

These also are temperatures that you can measure yourself in 
your own home. If the temperature differences are small. one 
facet of the operation of your heating system is economical and 
the conditions in the rooms will likely be satisfactory. 


Comfort when standing. The area of the room in which you 
stand is from ankle height to the top of your head or about five 
to six feet from the floor. Since many household chores require 
that you stand or walk, this is an important comfort zone and 
a tropical temperature around your head and shoulders can be 
most uncomfortable. The temperatures at the 60-inch line above 
the floor level will usually be within a degree or two of the 
temperatures at the ceiling. Thus, if you have an excellent 
heating system. the difference in room air temperature around 
your ankles and that around your head and shoulders when 
standing will be about 2° when the outdoor temperature is 
20°, and between your ankles and head and shoulders when 
seated about 114°. These sinall temperature differences would 
not be noticed.

A temperature variation as small 
as 1° in an “Excellent” rated sys- 
tem would not be noticed by you 
and you would not have an alter- 
nately “hot and then cold” feeling 
as the burner starts and stops. 


Equal comfort in all rooms. Unless 
you specifically desire it to be 
otherwise, the temperatures in all 
the rooms should be about the same 
and should not vary more than a 
degree or two from room to room. 
Here is a rating schedule for room 
to room temperature agreement.

Continuous supply of heat. Heat 
is continuously escaping from the 
house in cold weather through the 
walls and ceilings and therefore it 
should be supplied to the house 
continuously and not in starts and 
stops. The quantity of heat, of 
course, must be varied as required 
to maintain the desired tempera- 
ture and yet not overheat the house. 
In effect this means that there must 
always be warm air coming from 
registers, or radiators must be con- 
tinuously warm whenever outdoor 
temperature is about 40 degrees 
or colder. At 40° 
the registers will be mildly warm

heat” intervals when the outdoor 
temperatures are below forty de- 
grees. This type of operation is 
accomplished through one of the 
several final adjustments to a heat- 
ing system that are so important 


for comfort and efficiency. 


No layering of hot and cold air. 
As long as the air in the room is 
in motion there will be little oppor- 
tunity for chilly air to gather at 


the floor and warm air to collect 


at the ceiling, like the cream in a 
bottle of milk. As soon as air cir- 
culation stops, a layer of chilly air 
will quickly gather on the floor 
around your ankles and another of 
too warm air at the ceiling and 
around your head and shoulders, 
and you will not be comfortable 
while this Con- 
tinuous air circulation is a definite 
requirement of good heating and 
you will have it as long as there is 


condition exists. 


heat in the radiators or warm air 
is leaving the registers. This is 
another of the important final sys- 
tem adjustments. 


No drafts or perceptible air move- 
ment. While continuous air circula- 
tion within the house is extremely 
essential to your comfort, air cir- 
culation that is 
objectionable 


perceptible and 
becomes a draft. 
Drafts must be avoided and elimi- 
nated for good heating because 
they cause acute discomfort and 
are not conducive to good health. 
Drafts can originate in a number 
of places, but these should be an- 
ticipated and eliminated at the 
time the heating system is designed 
and installed. One certain way of 
eliminating drafts from the cold 
walls and windows is to place the 
radiators or registers beneath the 
windows where they will heat the 
cold air infiltrating into the house 
before it has had a chance to be 
a draft over the floor.

Your home can tolerate only a 
limited amount of relative humid- 
ity. It depends upon the construc- 
tion of the house, the use of single 
or double glass windows, and the 
outdoor temperature. At 30° out- 
condensate will collect on 
an indoor

single glass windows at 
Relative Humidity of about 30 
per cent and on double glass win- 
dows at 35 to 40 per cent. At 10° 
above zero it is almost impossible 
to avoid it on single glass windows 
and it will appear on double glass 
at about 30 per cent. Relative hu- 
midities in excess of that which 
the building can tolerate can cause 
severe structural damage. 
Additional humidity can be in- 
troduced into a house through the 
heating system and some of the 
methods employed have sufficient 
capacity to require automatic con- 


trol to avoid overhumidification. 
The heating system can _ also 
prevent excessively high humid- 


ities from developing during cold 


weather by bringing a_ small 
quantity of

2. UNOBTRUSIVE HEATING 


A good heating system should go 
about its business of providing 
heating comfort in an unobtrusive 
manner that will not interfere with 
the pleasure and comfort of living 
in your home. In fact. except for 
the healthful comfort that it gives, 
you should scarcely know that it 
is there. Its operation should be 


such that there will be: 


No dust or dirt. Dust or dirt from 
the heating system is inexcusable. 
This should not be confused with 
the dust and lint brought into the

A GOOD HEATING PLANT 
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floors by those living in the house. 
That is a matter of housekeeping. 
but some types of heating systems 
can even remove a goodly portion 
of that dust by circulating the room 
air through suitable dust removing 
filters. e 

It should not be necessary to 
clean or dust the house every few 
days because the heating system is 
operating. The wall surfaces ad- 
jacent to a radiator or warm air 
register should never be streaked 
or smudged with soil. Dirt is the 
result of an improperly designed 
or poorly installed system and is 
inexcusable. 


No odor. Under no circumstances 
should there ever be an odor from 
the heating system in your home. 
There may be a slight degree of 
fuel odors or “burning smells” in 
the furnace room but they should 
penetrate into the 
areas under circumstances. 
There is something wrong with the 
installation if they do.

No machinery noise. Modern heat- 
ing systems usually have motors. 
pumps. and other 
parts that tend to set-up vibration 
and noise. Sometimes it is difficult 
to isolate these noises from the liv- 


fans, moving 


ing areas of the house but they 
should operate quietly and be no 
more than just barely audible in 
the house if you can hear them at 
all. Good systems can be made to 
operate so quietly that there is no 
noticeable noise. 


The auto- 
matic fuel burner in your furnace 
or boiler must not give forth with 


No combustion noise. 


popping, roaring, pounding. or 
hissing noises that can be heard 
in the living areas of your home. 
These can be most annoying, par- 
ticularly at night when the house 
is quiet. A well designed and prop- 
erly adjusted fuel burner will not 


do this. 


No furnace noises. The steel parts 
of some warm air furnaces have a 
tendency to contract and expand as 
they. are alternately heated and 
cooled. and with some of them this 
action is accompanied with crack- 
ing, banging. and whanging noises. 
The better the design of the furnace 
the less of this there will be. Ex- 
pansion noises from a furnace or 
boiler must never be more than just 
barely audible in the living areas of 
the house and never loud enough to 
be distracting or annoying. Prefer- 
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ably these noises should be com- 
pletely absent. 


No circulation noises. The air en- 
tering the rooms from the warm air 
registers so. without 
whine. whistle. or hiss. Likewise, 
there should be no audible rush or 
gurgle of water through the pipes. 
radiators or convectors of a hot 


should do 


water heating system. Warm air 
ducts and pipes that give forth with 
“woofing” or “swooshing” sounds 
when the blower starts or stops, and 
hot water heating pipes that bang 
or hammer are usually improperly 
designed or poorly installed. There 
is no excuse for these noises. 


3. ECONOMICAL HEATING 


You should not expect to have a 
good heating system without ex- 
pense. A “cheap” installation with 
respect to first usually is 
“cheap” also in the performance 
you will get from it. The difference 
in the price between a minimum 
heating plant and one that will give 
you a lifetime of healthful and com- 
fortable heating is a relatively small 
percentage when compared with 
the cost of other essential items in 
and out of the house. such as your 
automobile. As with everything else. 
you get what you pay for and a 
cheap heating system is usually 
cheap in many more ways than in 


cost 


the price. 

The enjoyment and comfort of a 
good heating system also involves 
expense. just as does the enjoy- 
ment of your golf game or the 
pleasure derived from your car. 
This expense includes the cost of 
the fuel and electrical energy used, 
the cost of normal service require- 


ments. and the eventual replace- | 
ment of parts of the equipment — 


when their years of useful life are 
over. These expenses will not be 
excessive and may even be quite 
modest if attention is given to: 

Proper “heating horse power.” 
Furnaces and boilers and all the 
associated equipment of a heating 
system must be sized for the heat- 
ing requirements of house 
just as an automobile engine is 
sized for the car. One that is too 
large and powerful will not give 
the smooth and even heating that 
you want. and will not be econom- 


your 


ical to operate because it does 
more work than is necessary. The 
requirements for heat of your 


house should be measured and the 
furnace or boiler sized accordingly. 





| 
| 
i 
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Proper combustion. Just as the 
carburetor of your car must be 
adjusted for good mileage, the 
burner in your furnace or boiler 
must be adjusted for economical 
fuel consumption. Fuel needs air 
to burn properly. Too much air 
sends too much. heat up the chim- 
ney. Too little air sends unburned 
fuel up the chimney. Don’t try to 
heat the outdoors or spread the 
fuel over the neighborhood as soot 
and gases. The proper burning 
adjustments of an automatic fuel 
burner require the services of an 
expert. Have one do it for you 
every year. 

Necessary service. Good heating 
equipment does not require an ex- 
cessive amount of service provided 
the equipment was designed and 
tested for trouble free operation 
and the elimination of expensive 
service calls. Ordinarily, service 
requirements should be limited to 


the replacement of filters, replace- 
ment of fan belts, cleaning and 
adjusting the burner, lubrication 
of moving parts, and similar “tune- 
up” adjustments that should be 
done once or twice a year just as 
you “winterize” your car in the fall. 


Equipment life. A good furnace 


or boiler should last fifteen to 
twenty years or more in normal 
home heating service. As with 


everything else. you get just what 
you pay for and a cheap unit is 
cheap in many other ways besides 
the price. Some suppliers guaran- 
tee the life of the equipment they 
manufacture or sell and good in- 
stallers will guarantee the perform- 
ance of their installations. Remem- 
ber, a “cheap” job is probably not 
the economical one. 


EDITOR'S NOTE: This is the third and 
last of a three-part series. Part 1 ap- 
peared in March, 1956, Part 2 in May,

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that the chief function of criticism, 
in addition to intensifying our 
awareness, is to preserve good 
things by admiring them for good 
reasons. If a fine wine is not ad- 
mired, it will of course soon dis- 
appear from the market. If it is 
admired for bad reasons—merely 
because it is alcoholic, for example 
—it will soon find us out and 
disappear almost as rapidly. It 
insists on being understood. 

Other works of art are just as 
touchy. Good novels, chairs, pic- 
tures, houses, symphonies and 
automobiles, and the crafts which 
produce them, must be soundly 
criticized. If not, they wither; and 
I mean that not a 
metaphor. 

Gothic architecture is a famous

example of this rule. It was, in 
spite of what some historians say, 
often admired in the Eighteenth 
Century; the trouble was that this 
admiration was too sentimental to 
be preservative. It couldn’t, for 
instance, stand up against sound 
classical criticism. And so the great 
churches of Europe continued to 
decay, or to be mutilated or de- 
molished, until nineteenth-century 
critics began to understand the 
principles of Gothic engineering. 

If that case is too remote, we 
can return to the living room, or 
rather, this time, to the kitchen. 
If you are a woman, and one who 
has cooked for people who do not 
understand food, you know what I 


mean. Your husband need not be 


a Brillat-Savarin, but he had better 
try, for untutored appetite, like 
patriotism, is not enough. It’s 
simply the sentimentality of the 
dinner table. Without knowledge- 
able criticism, your art begins to 
droop, independently of your will. 
Even such a minor critical effort 
as learning the proper name of a 
good recipe can help. Nomencla- 
ture, the art of naming things, was 
part of the awareness which saved 
many a Gothic arch. 

What, to take a more public 
example, keeps baseball, a subtle 
but potentially dull game, alive?

suggests something often 
today a distinct and distinguished 
profession. The notion that a critic 
is somehow a failed creator, pick- 
ing at his better, is as out of date 
as winking. 


E HAVE, to be sure, a certain 

distance to go. in spite of our 
progress in recent years (criticism, 
unlike the other arts, ts capable of 
progress). We have few people, to 
my mind. in the field of music who 
are quite up to the best European 
critics, and I don’t know why this 
should be so, if it is. Perhaps we 
are too literary, too idealistic, not 
sensual enough. 

Also, although we are coming 
along nicely on food, I don’t think 
we have nearly enough disinter- 
ested comment on such everyday 
things as clothes and furniture. 
Most of what we read is merely a 
sort of crypto-advertising. Automo- 
biles problem; we 
badly need someone to blast the 
pompous vulgarity, although not 
the comfort, of some of Detroit’s 
designs. But then criticism, in the

modern sense, is a relatively young 
profession, roughly two centuries 
and one should be patient 
while it perfects its techniques and

summons its courage. 

So back to the living 
where I know I have left several 
unexploded questions. What should 
our attitude be toward our full- 
time critics, our authorities? That 
one is easy. I think we should treat 
them. as in fact we usually do, with

You can’t become 
aware of Faulkner’s tragic, poetic 
power without recognizing also his 
occasional talkiness and turgidity. 

The next question is unanswer- 
able. How do we decide that some- 
thing—Shakespeare’s sixtieth son- 
net, Schubert’s Death and_ the 
Maiden, a bottle of Burgundy—

We may, of course.

We 
should stop thinking of the critic 
as a sort of magistrate, weighing 
evidence in preparation for a 
thunderous sentence. He is more 
like a lawyer. a man who already 
knows which side he is on, and 
concerned only with pre- 
senting a sound case, with in- 
terpreting, analyzing and infusing 
with passion.

He may, I grant, take the side 
of the prosecution. The fact is. 
however, that nearly all the great- 
est critics, like the greatest lawyers. 
have been for the defense. Mencken 
is the only notable American ex- 
ception. and he is a sad one. since 
much of his most eloquent prose is 
today as forgotten as the things he 
sent to perdition. Being a talented

very depressing, for, if you are 


prosecutor must be 
right, you become unnecessary. A 
critic for the defense, on the other 
hand, can hope for a victory as 
evergreen as his subject. (I feel 
I am getting tangled again.) 
Anyway. I am tired of hearing 
though it

is more like one of the descriptive 
sort, like botany, for instance. Or. 
if we must have such a metaphor, 
it’s an electrical science. The critic, 
obviously, is the expert who keeps 
the wires uncrossed and the con- 
nections bright and clean. so the 
message can get through. This can 
be quite a job when the trans- 
mitter, say Shakespeare’s sonnet, 
is as far away as the Sixteenth 
Century. 

Sometimes he acts as an ampli- 
fier. There is, for example. a 
peculiar whisper of disaster in 
Henry James which the criticism 
of Lionel Trilling can help us to 
hear; and something in Nicolas 
Poussin’s painting which becomes 
more apparent when Erwin Panof- 
sky calls it “that hushed brooding 
over the silent message of a former 
fellow being.” Were these qualities 
really there. before the criticism 
was written? Perhaps not. or only 
potentially. But they are now. 

In fact, if we drop the idea that 
a critic is primarily a judge, we 
are on our way to admitting that 
the line between criticism and 
creative activity is impossible to 
draw. How much of the character 
of Hamlet is really Shakespeare’s? 
It’s an old question, and the answer 
is surely that we are past knowing 
and past caring. Returning to the 
electricity-metaphor, one might say 
that Shakespeare created a maryel- 
battery. capable of being 
charged with an infinite number of 
meanings. and that generations of 
great critics have recharged it.

\HAT BRINGS me back to the liv- 

ing room. If your record library 
seems to be losing its original kick. 
try reading the notes on the enve- 
lopes. If that starts a family argu- 
ment—what the professional critics 
call a seminar—about music. you 
can be grateful.

The passage has puzzled 
some scholars. but there is really 
no mystery about it. Clearly, the 
great gadfly was simply pointing 
out that an uncharged battery is 
a dead battery.

Endoor plants can’t take full ad- 
vantage of lengthening days if they 
don't get larger rations, too. At 
least once a month mix a balanced 
plant food in water (using instruc- 
tions on the package) and substi- 
tute the solution for the day’s wa- 
ter. You ll notice a quick spurt in 
growth. Later the plants will de- 
mand more water, too, to balance 
the added light and nourishment. 
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If pieces of paper. sticks and leaves 
have become lodged in the branches 
of your evergreens. pick them out 
one by one and notice how much 
greener the shrubs seem.

Beware of frozen wood if your trees 
or shrubs suffer damage in a winter 
storm. Since frozen wood is brittle, 
branches may give way unexpected- 
ly. And, you may enlarge wounds 
by cracking the bark. If you can’t 
remove branches from the ground. 
wait for warmer weather. Make any 
cuts with sharp tools. and trim off 
bark that is not firmly attached to 
the wood below it. 
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Ef you enjoy the fresh, delicate 
flavor of scallions, make onion sets 
or plants the very first things you 
plant. just as soon as the ground 
is workable. Order at once, if you 
haven't already. Space one inch 
apart; then you can thin out as 
many as you want for green onions 
and let the rest mature for summer 
and fall eating. And, if you have 
a greenhouse, let’s hope you've al- 
ready sown a row of leaf lettuce to 
eat with the scallions.

Sow sweet pea seeds early, too, if 
you didn’t plant them last fall. 
Nick the hard seed coats and soak 
overnight, so that the seeds will 
germinate quickly.

Cabbage plants are more tolerant 
of frosts and cool soil than other 
vegetables, and consequently can 
and should be set out early. Pro- 
tect them at first with either the 
paper or plastic covers that are 
made for this purpose. 


You can advance the whole vege- 
table season by using the new mini- 
ature plastic greenhouses, set end 
to end to cover a row. The poly- 
stretched 


ethylene film which is 


over a wire frame lets sunshine 
through and protects both plants 
and soil from sudden temperature 
drops and wind and heavy rain, and 


can be opened for ventilation.

Hfave you ever kept a record of the 


order in which plants flower in 
your neighborhood? Micro-climate 
sometimes does strange things to 
established sequences of bloom, and 
it may be that you can never get a 
certain tree and bulb to reach their 
peak at the same time, even though 
they do six blocks away. Such a 
record helps. too, in planning color 
combinations for garden improve- 
ments. Take special note of the 
early azaleas so that you won't have 
pinks or purples clashing with the 


arbitrary oranges.

There is great diversity of form and color among succulent 


plants. both hardy and tropical. You might mass spreading 


varieties in a ground cover, or display single plants in pots. 


Use and position will determine 
which type of plant you choose. A 
birch, with its thin. scattered 
leaves. is not comparable to a 
dense maple, even when the two 
are the same size. And trees which 
hold their leaves in bunches create 
an entirely different effect. 

You should consider, too, the 
speed with which deciduous plants 
put out new foliage in spring, and 
how long they hold on to it in fall. 
Its disconcerting to find, in a 
spring scene rich with the color of 
flowering bulbs and shrubs. a tree 
which looks dead, because it won't 
leaf out for another two weeks. If 
such a plant has an asset which 


endears it to you. place it where its 
vernal nakedness won't be un- 
sightly. The reverse is true at the 
other end of the season. especially 
where climate limits the use of 
evergreens. Even the brown cling- 
ing leaves of ironwood seem pleas- 
ing when everything else is bare. 

Remember that a plant’s sur- 
roundings may affect its apparent 
color. A pink wall deadens ordi- 
nary green leaves. but it may be 
just the thing to intensify rosy or 
silvery foliage. A dark wall of char- 
coal or brown demands much light- 
ness and brilliance from the plants 
before it. Yellow gives bounce to 


a wide range of green leaves.

No one challenges the need for 
rest after strenuous activity or the 
need for relief from constant stress, 
but let someone suggest that soft 
music be played to provide such 
restful relief and he is regarded as 
a cultural barbarian. 

Music, he is reminded by the 
music critics, is for active listening. 
not passive pleasure. There should 
be no relaxation in the presence of 
something so sacred as Art. (When 
they say Art they mean all the arts, 
of course, whether music or paint- 
ing or twisted wire abstractions. ) 

So. it might be no exaggeration 
to say that nobody really likes art 
these days except the people. be- 
cause they are the only ones who 
seem to enjoy it freely—tree of ex- 
perts’ taboos about its sacredness 
or demands of complete devotion.

wood, creating a subtle, rich color 
which is neither green nor black 
and lets the full patterning of the 
wood grain show through.

The Probber table, which now 
sits at the end of the saffron-colored 
sofa, does all this beyond our wild- 
est dreams, and does even more. 
For this mahogany beauty provides 
two shelves and a_ plastic-lined 
drawer and, almost best of all, it 
can also move like a teacart on 
glittering brass-trimmed wheels. 
At parties, when the tea service or 
the cocktail fixings are set out on 
its travertine top and wheeled in

Practice makes perfect. 

“Small comfort in that,” you reply glacially. “But how 
do we get the practice—on our income?” 

This is indeed the crux of the matter. How do you make 
a first purchase with as much selectivity and discrimina- 
tion as though you had been buying such things all your 
lie? How do you stretch what seems like an inadequate 
income to include all the necessities, and still have some- 
ing left for the luxuries? How do you improve the quality 
of your daily life (as House BEAUTIFUL is always urging) 
on the same animproved income? 

This article will attempt to give you the ground rules 
for what is really one of the most fascinating of pur- 
suits. But the ground rules will have to be administered 
by you, sternly and relentlessly. You have to be the 
referee as well as all the players. We must warn you 
that only the sternest self-discipline will produce the 
double-barreled success you crave—the success of get- 
ting more for your money and more pleasure from own- 
ing what you have bought. 

Let us first examine why it is that people who have 
had a lot of experience in spending are better buyers 
than beginners. 

It is because they have learned by trial and error. 


They undoubtedly have many mistakes strewn along the

Learn from other people’s costly experiences 
peop y p 


One of the most distinguished small homes I have 
ever seen was built, furnished and landscaped for under 
$20,000. Its owner is a worldly and experienced woman 
who, in her past, had great, expensive and elegant houses 
in New York, Paris and San Francisco, decorated by 
famous and worldly decorators who would never have 
bothered with a budget job. Not one object did this 
experienced woman bring with her from her previous 
de luxe life, except her magnificent linen sheets which she 
made into extravagantly full draperies, bedspread and 
bed canopy in her bedroom. Everything else she made 
herself or picked up for practically no money from highly 
unconventional sources. But the whole has style, brilliant 
and exciting color, wonderful scale, fresh ideas and 
positive character. There’s not a cliché, inside or out, 
anywhere in her house. 

This woman has truly mastered the art of making a 
little money do the work of a lot. 

You notice I say art of spending. I truly think it is 
more an art than a science. During the last few dec- 
ades, so much emphasis has been put on the technical 
aspects of getting your money’s worth intrinsically, 
that not enough has been said about the intangibles 
that affect over-all buying success. Not that you

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A realistic guide to spending money continued 


sense data about what things are made of and the limits 
of their capabilities. 


Spending money for your home involves such important 





intangibles as beauty, appropriateness, relationships in 
size of object to object. These intangibles affect the total 
more than intrinsic quality affects it. I have all too fre- 
quently seen rooms wherein every object was of the best 
quality, but the sum total was horrible. The owners 
seemed to be blind to all considerations except that their 
possessions were “all wool,” or “pure silk,” or “sterling,” 
or “solid wood.” 

These people are as much to be pitied as though they 
were color-blind or tone-deaf, for they are clearly un- 
aware of the values that really matter. Their careful! 
buying of “the best” produced only characterless medioc- 
rity—or worse, Their eyes are not seeing, and their minds 


have taken refuge in the false security that everything 





is of good quality—hence everything must be all right. 


In truth, they have wasted their money, for the best is 
of no avail, unless it produces a total environment that 
can be called beautiful. 

What is the key to avoiding this kind of mis-spending? 


What do such people fail to do? 


Keep Your Eye on the Whole 

They fail because they think of each object separately 
and by itself, as though it had no relation to any other 
object. This is fatal, for when a diversity of objects are 
brought together in a room they start affecting each other 
just as positively as when people are brought together 
in a room. Just as with people, some things just won't 
mix with certain other things. And there are many degrees 
of success in the combine-ability of things: from way 


below average to the breathtakingly successful. 








So the first requirement for the successful spending 
of money is to develop a sense for the over-all ensemble. 
You should buy only that which contributes to and builds 
up the whole. An object or a furnishing can be judged 
only in terms of how it will fit into a bigger frame of 
reference which includes many other objects. 

This is the judgment that people develop with a lot of 
experience in spending. They learn to spend by spending. 
But how to learn it without the first-hand experience? 

How do women learn how to be well dressed? By watch- 
ing how other women dress, by reading the fashion maga- 
zines, by looking at the pictorial reporting of events in 
magazines and newspapers, by studying the costuming of 
stars in movies and TV, by looking at the mannequins in 
windows of stores, by reading the ads. Of course, some 
women never learn from their observing, very likely be- 


cause they don’t know how to analyze what they see, or

because they don’t see what they are looking at. But 


they are in the minority in our total population. 


Look Everywhere for Ideas 


The same principle applies to learning to buy success- 
fully for the home. Magazines, model rooms in stores, 
demonstration houses are the easiest places to get an educa- 
tion. Movies occasionally have sets worth influencing 
you. TV has yet to make any contribution on this score. 
Other people’s houses can teach you a lot, but you must 
be sure you are influenced by the good things and that 
you learn why the bad things are bad. When you see some- 
thing you like, you ask yourself, “Why do I like it?” Just 
as important is it to try to figure why an unattractive 
grouping is bad. This way you can really give yourself an 


education at other people’s expense. (Please turn the page) 
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A realistic euide to spending money continued ; To do this means you have to become aware of scale, 
of color scheming, of the relation of one form to an- 


} other form. You have to be conscious of pattern—when 

to use it and when not to use it. You have to develop 
' a sense for materials—tq be aware of when a material 
is appropriately used. For there are times when using 





solid gold could be wrong, or when the use of a common 
material like slate could be right. Nothing can really 
be evaluated except in terms of what it is to be com- 
posed with. The intrinsic value of an object does not 
count until after the relation of that object to other 
} objects is right. 





Solve Basic Needs in Fresh Basic Ways 


1 This is the most crucial aspect of getting your money’s 
worth. Too many people pine hopelessly for things with 
big price tags on them, doing without and living meagerly, 
because they are not inventive enough to look for other 
ways to achieve the same solution. What they need to do 
is to take their minds off the coveted object and think 
instead about the basic need in the broadest terms.

sually, when spending money, you end up having spent more 

than you can account for. You wish that the total sum would 

add up to less than the actual amount. Presented here is an 
instance in which, in the end result, the total effect adds up to 
more than the sum of its component parts—without costing any 
more than the sum of its component parts. What is the secret of 
this kind of illogical logic? It is something called Design. 

Considered separately, in themselves the component parts of 
this private little realm are certainly not very impressive. To 
begin with, the entire lot is only 40 feet by 100 feet, or roughly 
the floor area of a large house. In terms of square feet, it wouldn’t 
make a large garden. The house itself, seen from the street, is not 
spectacular. The furnishings consist of almost a minimum. But 
somehow they all manage to add up to an impressive total, in terms 
of design. The charming garden seems much larger than the lot 
would permit. And here is a delightfully spacious, though little, 
house with a great deal of style. Yet house, land and landscaping 
cost the owner only about $20,000, 

An examination of the design will give you something of an 
idea as to how it was brought about. From the start this was 
not a house planned as a thing apart, later to be set upon a 
lot. The designing started at the property line, and the cal- 
culations started even a little beyond that. The owner’s needs 
and desires, the relationship of the central living space (which 


includes the garden) to the street, to (Please turn the page)

To have achieved a view of the ocean and 
avoided the street also would have been impossible. So for privacy 


the design turns in upon itself and presents a non-committal

must watch such crucial points as scale, size, shape and 
position of repeating motifs, the direction a pattern takes, whether it ts 
strongly vertical or horizontal.

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HOW TO

Here is one of the most striking, endlessly 
challenging ideas we have come across in the long, long 
history of flower arranging: why not compose 
with potted plants!

This is the test that perhaps the most 
famous painting of all times has passed—

work of painterly art and only historians 
ask how faithful a likeness it was. 

We hardly expect a portrait of ourselves 
to be so great a work of art, but we do 
wish that a perfect stranger, coming on it, 
might exclaim, “What a lovely painting! 
How much is it?” And offer at least slightly 
more than we paid. 

The troublesome problem is the question 
of likeness. And that starts with you. What 
likeness of yourself do you want frozen in 
oil, pastel, line drawing, clay or, for that 
matter, in the emulsion of a photograph? 
The way you'd look if you were being

presented at the Court of St. James’s, 
though that presentation has never taken 
place and most likely never will? Do you 
want to show the public your private face 
or the face you have carefully prepared for 
public appearance? 

There are less probing ways to consider 
this most personal of matters (it touches 
the core of how well you know yourself). 
Do you want a portrait of yourself in eve- 
ning clothes—as formal as your dress? Or 
more at ease, more at home? Smiling like 
a hostess or like a Mona Lisa? Or would 
you, at this point, just as soon put it all 
up to the artist? 

Then you should know the artist, possibly 
somewhat better than you know yourself— 
in the sense of knowing what kind of por- 
trait you want. And you should be prepared 
for the likeness he is likely to portray. His 
vision is his own and you can judge it best 
by looking at his work, preferably of people 
you have seen or places you have visited. 
If he is not a realist, you might like his 
work so well that you prefer his distortion 
or angling of reality to what is convention- 
ally known as reality. 

Here the words of Picasso, the most 
complete angler, seem pertinent: “What is 
a human face? (he challenges) Who sees 
it correctly: the photographer, the mirror 
or the painter? Are we to paint what’s on 
the face, what’s inside the face or what’s 
behind it?” 

If a true likeness, then, is as relative 
as truth itself, what degree of truth should 
one ask for? Cromwell is reported to have 
told his portrait painter to paint his face 
with all the warts showing, but not to 
make his face all warts. Certainly there are 
painters whose paintings of the world

around them are all warts, all ugliness, all 
despair. In the best of their work, however, 
there may be a beauty of truth, whenever it 
is true and not merely fashionably despair- 
ing. And in the art of their best work there 
may be a beauty (if that’s the word) enjoy- 
able separate from the subject, as in Goya’s 
paintings of the Spanish war or Bosch’s 
various visions of Hell. (Those who went 
to Goya for portraits may or may not have 
been content. His portraits are as honest 
as man can probably take—and as mag- 
nificent as man can probably paint.) 

So, our subject, how to order a portrait, 
begins, as it ends, with ourselves. And tak- 
ing all the steps from beginning to end can 
take us through one of the greatest, richest 
experiences of our lives and bring into be- 
ing something of personal value, perhaps 
of permanent truth and beauty, that had 
not existed before—a personal portrait, per- 
sonal to us and to the artist. 

If, in all honesty, we decide we want 
a portrait for its likeness of us—oh, to be 
really honest, a view of us at our best or 
most likely and likable—then we should 
consider a photograph without being apol- 
ogetic about it. A good photograph is al- 
ways better than a bad painting and may 
be as good as a good painting. Visit any 
exhibition of fine photographs and you'll 
probably be shaken loose from the idea that 
oil paint is the only medium of art. 

However, those who order a_ portrait 
from a painter have most likely ordered— 
and received with some pleasure—portraits 
from a photographer, and now want to add 
another form of portraiture to their home. 
And with all due praise to the cameraman, 
he is limited to what the light, reflect- 
ing from a face, (Please turn to page 218)

This is the garden of two professional landscape architects, 
Janet Darling Webel and Richard Webel. They started from 
scratch about six years ago on what was originally a graveled 
motor court. None of the plants or trees you see in these 
pictures grew here when they bought this house, except for 
the apple trees. The old motor court occupied the best, most 
usable part of the property—from an outdoor living point of 
view. So they made a new motor court to the north of the 
house and set about making a terrace and garden to the south 
in the unprepossessing L of the house and garage. 

Like their clients, they wanted a garden that would never 
look poor in any season.

are early magnolia, apple, Cornus Florida (dogwood ), 
Cornus Kousa and Chinese chestnut (blooms 
in July and August), giving about a five- 


month spread. Their earliest blooming shrub 
is azalea Schlippenbachi, a deciduous 

type which blooms even before the trees have leafed 

out. Other azaleas (Dutch hybrids, Indicas and the 
evergreen Lovett) together with andromeda carry shrub 


bloom almost into July. All are relatively maintenance-free.

As the days lengthen, azaleas and 400 tulips fill 
the box-edged beds with color. Tulips are planted anew each fall, 
assuring large, uniform bloom. After flowering, bulbs are moved 

to the cutting garden, so bulb foliage is 

out of sight during unattractive maturing stage. Other shrubs 
include white lilacs, hardy camellias, 

rhododendron Wilson, English and Japanese 


hollies and a variety of yews. 
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Large elm was moved in to shade terrace and house. As on any good terrace, 

there are both sunny and shaded places. Paved area is large enough to 

accommodate 50 to 60 guests, and gives ample, dry play-space for the Webels’ child. 
During the summer the beds are filled with 150 dwarf Scandinavian begonias, 

which give a mat of white within the Korean box edgings. Flower color comes 

entirely from potted flowers brought out of the greenhouse: such as geraniums and fuchsias.

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Color in the Webels’ fall garden is dependent 
on chrysanthemums. These they have 


brought to the blooming stage out of 





sight in the cutting garden. Then they are 
transplanted into the beds around the terrace, 

taking the place of the bedding of dwarf begonias. 
About 350 square feet of beds are filled and emptied 
three times during the year. It takes one man 

about half a day each time to make this shift. Beyond 
this transplanting work, the garden requires an average 
of about one hour of work a day. In winter this hour 

of work is spent in the greenhouse. Grass mowing 


is in addition to the hour-a-day average and 


takes about four hours a week.

The deciduous trees 


and shrubs were chosen because of their interesting forms at that time. The broadleaf evergreens 
and coniferous things keep green in the scene. The paving and box hedges continue the

Every gardener’s dream: continued 


Like their clients, they wanted lots of bloom and beauty, but 
without care and upkeep. They didn’t want to lift a finger 
themselves, nor did they want to have a trained gardener. They 
wanted to have their cake and eat it too. Because they had 
the know-how, they were able to do this. 

What they did can be distilled into several basic principles 
which apply to anyone in any climate. 

The backbone of the garden, visually, depends on perma- 
nent things that, once planted or installed, stay virtually 
‘unchanging and undemanding. 

First in importance is the basic design: the pattern of 
paved areas versus planted areas and the scale of the garden 
as it relates to the mass of the house. Actually the terrace 
with its beds and background is only about 50’ by 50’, but it 
curls around the house in such a way that it seems to cradle 
it while also enhancing it. The paving is done with two 


colors of brick, dull red and buff yellow. (Continued overlea}) 








The sprinkler system was tailored to the design.

As here, beds can be watered while life on the 


terrace continues. Fine spray also cools the air. 
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The transformation of a graveled driveway 

and motor court to a shady terrace and garden 

can be clearly seen in the four pictures 

on this page. The heart of the change was the big 
sixteen-inch elm that was brought in to shade 


terrace and house, and without which outdoor 


living would not have been possible in summer.

The ciipped box hedges that edge the beds add another dimen- 
sion and still more pattern, 

Second in importance is that the plant materials were all 
chosen to be interesting-looking, whether in or out of bloom, 
or in or out of leaf. Every tree or shrub makes a contribu- 
tion at more than one season, via either foliage, or form, or 
flowers, or ail three. For instance, lilacs give flowers in 
spring, but have an attractive form when bare in winter. De- 
ciduous azaleas give a punch of color in the spring, fade 
into mere background green in the summer, but capture your 
attention again when their leaves turn bronze-like in the fall. 


The Webels paid particular attention to having an interesting 





relationship of foliage textures and colors. The broad-leaf 
evergreens make interest and sparkling highlights at all times BEFORE 
of the year. Hicks yew gives a black green color that is good 
background. Korean box is yellow green, while hardy camel- 
lias are a bright intense green, English holly has shiny leaves, 
which contrast with the dull leaves of Japanese holly. Rhodo- 
dendron Wilson were used for their fine small leaf texture. 

These are the permanent backbone of the garden, and they

as much protruding hardware as possible and cov- 
ered the side walls and ceiling with scuff-resistant, 
washable vinyl. If you’re in the habit of toting 
valuables, you'll appreciate the locked storage com- 
partment in the floor behind the second seat in the 
Plymouth’s two-seat models (also on Chrysler if you 
choose the captive-air tires). 

Discomfort used to be the station wagon’s middle 
name. Fortunately, all the new developments in 
suspension systems and shock absorbers have been 
applied to the new wagons and the riding charac- 
teristics are not a great deal different from the 
ordinary sedan. One of the biggest complaints was 
against the cramped quarters and rough ride of the 
third seat. Plymouth, Dodge and DeSoto hope to 
have the answer to that in a rear-facing observation 
seat that is entered through the back opening. This 
seating set-up also enables the third seat to fold 
into the floor, rather than lift out as formerly, 
making the conversion to cargo carrier a great deal 
easier (also, you are never caught with the third 
seat back home in the garage). 

Other companies have worked just as hard on the 
seating problem. In their Custom Safari, Pontiac 
has put a reclining right front seat with a folding 
headrest, allowing a passenger to nap comfortably 
on long distance drives. Rambler continues to feature 
its dual reclining seats, convertible into twin beds. 
Oldsmobile and Buick offer a divided second seat 
as an optional extra for all their two-seater wagons. 
The seat has a 13-24 division, and each section can 
be folded down independently, allowing four or 
five passengers to be carried even when some full- 
length cargo area is needed, 

The larger station wagons have V-eight engines 
as standard equipment. The lower-priced group 
(Rambler, Plymouth, Ford, Chevrolet, Studebaker ) 
offers either a six- or an eight-cylinder engine. 
In deciding between them, it is well to remember 
that the station wagon is a heavier car to begin 
with and that if you are planning to do much heavy 
hauling, you would be wise to choose the more 


poweriul eight-cylinder engine.

e have been observing—and architects, 

builders and furniture makers confirm 

it—that there seems to be a back-to-the- 
dining-room movement afoot. On the surface this 
appears to be a normal reaction to an overdose of 
the dining-area-in-the-living-room, prevalent these 
past twenty years or more. 

But House Breautirut believes this yearning for 
a full-fledged dining room is another facet of the 
awakening desire of Americans to order their lives 
more gracefully in intimate contact with beautiful 
things. We associate the dining room with the gra- 
ciousness of a place set apart, where the senses are 
delighted by the loveliness of fine, cherishable pos- 
sessions—linens, china, wood, silver. 

We submit, however, that a dining room is not 
the only place where a meal can be an esthetically 
pleasant experience. We cite the living room of Mr. 
and Mrs. Harrison Godwin. At one end of their 
penthouse living room in Carmel, they have created 
an area where meals are served with all the finesse 
and charm a dining salon might offer.

Motion studies revealed that for most women the space between 
27 and 63 inches from the floor is easiest to reach and most saving 
of energy. Cabinets were planned accordingly with adjustable 
shelves allowing ample storage space within this area for regularly 
used supplies and equipment. 

A study of energy expended in use of the built-in oven at 
different elevations disclosed that 32 inches from the floor is

HOW TO GET 
THE BEST OF TELEVISION

he worst thing you can say about the best tele- 

vision program is that what was here yester- 

day is gone today. And for one reason or 
another, we usually don’t find out that a TV show 
was worth seeing until the next day or sometimes 
the next week. 

This is where your home-movie sound projec- 
tor comes in. Thanks to the steadily increasing 
16mm release of television films and kinescopes, 
you can keep up with some of the most talked-about, 
the most worth-while offerings your unpredictable 
television set has ever emitted. I have in mind some 
of the Omnibus presentations, Edward R. Murrow’s 
inquiries into the state of the world, the Maurice 
Evans’ performances of Macbeth and Richard II, 
and a number of other evanescent images. 

Let’s take the case of “Our Mr. Sun,” the one- 
hour science drama presented last November 19th 
over CBS-TV by the Bell Telephone System. You 
may have seen it that night. I didn’t. I had fully 
intended to, for the presentation had considerable 
fanfare, but for some reason, perhaps not even a 
good reason, | didn’t get around to it. However, 
I was able to see it on 16mm film a few weeks later, 
and so can you. 

“Our Mr. Sun” is a lively and informative story 
about the sun and how it affects all life on earth. 
Produced and filmed by famed Hollywood Academy 
Award-winner Frank Capra, it is further enhanced 
by UPA’s animation sequences in which Mr. Sun 
talks to his old friend, Father Time, about his own 
importance. The two live “actors” in the film are 
Dr. Research (played by Dr. Frank Baxter of 
Shakespeare fame, and the Fiction Writer (played 
by Eddie Albert of Hollywood). Together the four 
characters provide the facts and fancies that make 
the presentation so remarkably appealing. And 


because there is so much gaiety and lightness in 
the film, its factual data are all the more impressive. 
You'll see solar pictures of sunspots in action, time- 
lapse pictures of the aurora borealis, and remark- 
able experiments in the use of solar energy for 
cooking food, heating homes and running machines. 
Animation scenes show the process of thermonuclear 
reaction, with such simplicity that even I could feel 
I understood it. 

And, of course, it’s all in color. “Our Mr. Sun” 
is the first of a series of hour-long productions 
being produced for the Bell System to give the 
public a better knowledge and appreciation of mod- 
ern science and the men who work in its various 
fields.

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he first time I saw the tureen

Ten minutes later I did, for the boss 
at the Zinguerie shop knew not only 
Madame de Sévigné’s descendant niece 
in the Grignan monument, but every 
whim and quirk of its network of obso- 
lete pipes, draftdoors, pulleys, levers 
and peep-holes needed to keep the oc- 
cupants half alive through an average

He smiled, I smiled, and then I was 
off at the triple this time, to peer through 
the dust at my tureen. 
ine it was. I stared at it hap- 
pily, and went into the Petit 
Bonheur somewhat as a bride 
walks up the aisle.

On concocting and serving bouillabaisse 


Ai. are many legends about bouil- 
labaisse and how it must be made to be 
correct. Most of them are wishful think- 
ing on the part of would-be gastrono- 
mers, amateurs who like to feel knowing 
and important. They complicate life by 
insisting that there must be only white 
fish, that there must be equal parts of 
fat fish and lean fish, that there must 
be a certain percentage of crustaceans, 
that there must be none at all. 

Escoffier says, “. . . it is impossible 
to make a bouillabaisse exactly like the 
French product, because most of the 
fish used in it can be found only along 
the shores of the Mediterranean . 
still, we have an ample supply of cod 
slices, small whitings, mullets, and so 
on, that will suit the purpose.” (Escof- 
fier’s recipe is not too interesting. ) 

Curnonsky has written in a flowery 
hymn of praise to the great Provencal 


soup, “Bouillabaisse is one of those 
classical dishes whose fame has gone 
around the world, and the miracle of 
it is this, that there are as many ver- 
sions of it as there are good cooks. 
Each one can give it his own personal 
style.” He goes on to say, “But there 
must be rock fish from the Mediterran- 
ean coast and they must be freshly 
caught.” 

Curnonsky is right, of course, in his 
rigid classicism, but even he has given 
his princely nod to the fact that if 
freshly caught rock fish are lacking, the 
ones with wonderful names like rascasse, 
grondin, galinette, saint-pierre, rouquier 
(roucaou in Provencal), baudroie, 
saran, cigales de mer, merlan, loup, 
fielas, congre—for want of them, a very 
good bouillabaisse indeed can be made 
with fresh-water fish, such as eels, big

ess in foreign lands often have little time to see and 
savor their new surroundings. They are much too occupied 
worrying about the baggage that they have brought with 
them, or they spend their time with others of their own nation- 
ality in restaurants serving familiar foods. 

Similarly, it often happens that people who go to live in a 
different landscape attempt to carry their former environment 
with them. Few of us are willing to walk into a new landscape 
and to attempt to see in it its own possibilities for development. 
There is a certain degree of comfort and security in being 
surrounded with the familiar. 

When the architects for this residence proposed the idea 
of building a desert house in the desert, and not a city house, 
they were fortunate that the Edrises saw and accepted the 
wisdom and economy of their suggestions. By this acceptance 
they were enabled to utilize the fantastic beauty of the tumbled 
pile of boulders as the garden of the house. There was no 
need for bringing in a bulldozer to level off a spot on which 
to create a conventional garden, for cutting a scar in the land- 
scape, which, in an arid climate, would require centuries to 
heal over. There was no need for buying and hauling in earth 
and fertilizer to make a lawn which would then, in turn, have 
to be mowed and maintained at endless expense.

the architects, by careful planning, by fitting the house, motor 
court and pool in among the rocks, disturbing them as little 
as possible. were able to preserve the natural beauty of the 
magnificent site.

The 
nasturtiums, replaced annually, thrive in this climate and 
provide a splash of orange and yellow which points up the 
prevailing tawny and gray-green colors of the site. Perhaps, 
too, as a familiar item, they serve to put the guest who is 
unacquainted with the desert more quickly at ease. 

The indoor planting, an area of ferns between the living and 
dining rooms, fancifully lighted by the little torchlights, and 
the philodendron and fatshedera by the entrance door give an 
oasis-like touch to the interior.

Cabinet is overly generous in size. Plate rack is not only 


big, but being dark against a light wall, seems bigger. The 


whole is accessorized with big things, too. Could “make” a room. 


One way is to build a storage 
wall, by carpentry methods, and 
cover the shelves with hollow- 
core plywood doors with a fine 
veneer surface. So you price the 
boards and doors necessary to do 
what you have in mind, and find 
that the materials will cost about 
$100, which means you have $50 
left for hiring a carpenter. You 
have to buy hinges and knobs, 
which takes your project a little 
over what you had wanted to spend. 
But you now have come up with a 
whopping storage space. 

Biggest difference is that you had 
to think and bestir yourself—buy- 
ing your own plywood, ordering the 
doors so they would be _ floor-to- 
ceiling height, scheduling the work 
so the carpenter would not come 
till all the materials were all on 
hand in your garage. You had to 
become an entrepreneur and take 
responsibility for an action you had 
never taken before. You had to be 
creative. This is painful to some 
people, but it is what you have to 
do, if you really want what you 
want and are short of the funds to 


solve your want in the conventional 
way. And to many people it is a 
great deal of fun. 


Spend More Thought Than Money 


This is axiomatic: what you don’t 
have, in money, you have to com- 
pensate for with time, effort and 
thought. It is amazing how often 
the unconventional approach to 


solving your problem leads you to 


a better way than if you had 
bought the conventional object 


through conventional channels. For 
it gives character, personality and 
charm, and forces you to be fresh 
and original. 

This matter of conventionality 
is important in making your money 
go farther. The more lack of funds 
cramp you, the more you should 
avoid the conventional way of solv- 
ing your problems. This is very 
hard advice, I know, for the more 
you are strapped for money, the 
safer you feel when doing things 
exactly as everybody else does 
them. But you can’t win at this, for

Being 
savvy can do a lot to take the place 
of cash. Which means you have to 
work at it.

and dignity, as though they’re important and priceless, take on 


another aura. A new lamp, of good scale, was added. There is 


no hint here of want of money, no rag, tag, bobtail. 








Impulse vs. Planned Buying 


One of the worst pitfalls for all 
of us is impulse buying. It is such 
fun to do and gives such a lift to 
the spirits. But, if indulged in reg- 
ularly, impulse buying can keep 
you drained of those little cash sur- 
pluses which can accumulate into 
a respectable amount worth doing 
something important with. 

A certain amount of impulse 
buying has its place. For instance, 
exploring new foods and season- 
ings is educational and can widen 
your range in the cooking world. 
But a lot of people buy gadgets 
which they never figure out how to 
use. They just clutter up their 
kitchens without producing any 
dividends in time- or labor-saving. 
Impulse buying of big, expensive 
items is very dangerous, and if you 
have to pay for them “on time,” 
just plain rash. The basic reason 
why impulse buying is not sound 
is because it means you are not 
really thinking about how the item 
will integrate with what you al- 
ready have. As I said at the begin- 
ning, the most important measure 
of success is: how do the objects 
compose together. 

The best buyers are those who 
are completely informed, who have 


shopped until they know all the 
possibilities that are offered in the 
marketplace, who know as much 
about what they are rejecting as 
what they are choosing. Shopping, 
because you want to be informed, 
is very different from the shopping 
which is done as a time-killer or 
as therapy for moodiness. Purpose- 
ful shopping is a pleasure, because 
it feeds your mind and helps to 
crystallize the plans you are trying 
to formulate. It should not be 
merely a titillation or an emotional 
release from depression. 

But let’s assume you have your- 
self under good control, and that 
you have shopped assiduously and 
know all the resources in your ter- 
ritory. There is still the problem of 
how to spread your money between 
necessities and luxuries, so you get 
the most engaging, soul-satisfying 
effect. 


Buy One Big, Beautiful Thing 

Our advice is quite the opposite 
from most. After years of seeing 
how people have spent money, I be- 
lieve you should not spread it 
equally between categories. Con- 
trary to the budgeteers and finan- 
cial advisers, I say divide your 
spending so you can get at least 
one thing of great interest with 
out-of-the-ordinary design charac- 
ter. One of these in every room 
would be ideal. If you can’t afford 
so many, try for one dominant 
thing for the whole house, or some- 
thing architectural. But it should 
be big and dominating in scale. 
And it should be fine in design, too. 

It can be an antique cupboard, a 
Japanese screen, an oriental rug, a 
wallpaper mural, a wall of built-in 
bookcases or cupboards, an archi- 
tectural lighting cove that runs 
around two sides of the ceiling. It 





should not be small and precious, 
like a Battersea enamel box on 
which you must narrow your focus 
for it to be noticed. It must be big 
enough to dominate the room—and 
good enough to be worth such 
domination. 

Then everything else can compli- 
ment that feature by being unob- 
trusive, recessive and undemanding 
ot attention. This means those other 
recessive objects should be classics, 
which you can find in many stores, 
in all price brackets. Here you can 
play the sharp buyer. For the sim- 
ple, plain designs are plentiful, 
especially since the war, in low- 
and middle-priced grades of mer- 
chandise. 

So we are saying: splurge on one 
wonderful 
room. Then compensate for this one 


something for every 
piece of overspending by the sharp- 
est, shrewdest buying for all the 
other objects. Your strategy will re- 
veal itself to very, very few people, 
for the aura cast by the wonderful 
thing “grades up” and lifts every- 
one’s impression of the whole room.

to you, and you should use them 
both. Color is the cheapest thing 
there is to buy. But if you are using 
it to compensate for the fact that 
inexpensive 
grades of merchandise, then use it 


you are using only 


uninhibitedly and excitingly. Ob- 
viously we do not mean garish, 
strident color-scheming. But if 
you ll get over being self conscious 
and if you take the time to think 
through your color scheming, you'll 
manage it properly. Common sense 
is your best ally here, and it is our 
observation from getting into thou- 
sands of homes that most people 
do a pretty good job of putting 
colors together. So get over that 
inferiority complex! 

The best way to arrive at a color 
scheme is to pick a pattern that 
appeals to you (it can be fabric, 
wallpaper or a rug), that has sey- 
eral colors inherent in it. Then it is 
up to you to decide how to lift 
those colors out to be painted on 
walls, ceiling, trim and/or floor. 
Don’t think you have to match them 
exactly. The paint colors can be in- 
tensifications or lighter versions of 
the colors in your chosen pattern. 


Be Bold with Scale 


The second course open to you, 
if you can’t afford that one wonder- 
ful something, is to work for over- 
scaling. Big dominant size in a few 
objects can compensate for a lack 
of furnishings. A big map, a travel 
poster, a bouquet of branches so tall 
they sit on the floor and touch the 
ceiling, are examples of big scal- 
ing. Little things are generally 
the cheaper things, so they have 
the telltale characteristics of the 
pinched budget. Knowing this, 
avoid picky little things: little ash- 
trays, little lamps, little tables. 
Better to use a dinner plate as an 
ashtray, better to use a hollowcore 
flush door as a coffee table, if you 


can’t afford generous size in these 


objects.

esthetically, and equip the room 
guicker with individual 
items. When you overscale, you 
achieve a boldness that bespeaks 
confidence.

Get Off the Beaten Path 


But just because we tell you how 
to cope with the small objects you 
own, don’t go on buying little 
things.

walk out among them to enjoy 
them. The planting tucked in 
among the rocks is all native to the 
region of the California and Ari- 
zona deserts and furnishes a wide 
variety of color and texture. There 
is the bright color of the shrimp 
bush, the dark polished green of 
the Natal plum. Among the boulders 
at the entrance drive are ocatilla, 
agave and yucca. In the low plant- 
ing around the motor court are ele- 
phant bush, junipers and Moraea 
iris. Trumpet vines grow outside 
the walls of the sun-bathing en- 
closure. On the private terrace 
adjoining the master bedroom, are 
bougainvillea and jasmine. 

This house, carefully detailed 
and executed, was planned to look 
out into the desert garden. 

Each room has its own outside 
terrace, an extension of the interior 
floor into the immediate surround- 
ings.

To want a work of art for your 
home is hardly questionable. To 
value it the more if its subject is 
a member of your family, rather 
than an apple, should be no more 
questionable. It may be harder for 
you to see it as a painting, but 
there’s even a pleasure in running 
this risk, the pleasure of having 
your emotions engaged beyond de- 
light in well-placed pigment. 

In preparation for ordering a 
portrait, it would be well to look 
at portraits in your friends’ homes, 
in books, in museums. Look again 
at the great portraits. (Artists are 
always revisiting the masters, ex- 
amining their brush-work, the way 
they put one color next to another, 
where they succeeded, where they 
failed.) Now that you’re thinking 
of having one done, you'll see them 
as if for the first an 
awareness and interest beyond the 


time, with

casual passer-by—the first reward 
of your project. 

Which of the portraits—of the 
present as well as of the past— 
would you like to own as a paint- 
ing? And to what extent are you 
taken by the handsomeness of the 
subject rather than the quality of 
the painting? Which ones strike 
you as being honest and forthright, 
whether in courtly or peasant at- 
tire? An artist can be as romantic- 
ally phony painting a milk-maid 
as a princess. Many a Soviet paint- 
er treats a worker with more heroic 
exaggeration than Velazquez did 
Philip IV of Spain. 

After this pleasurable prepara- 
tion—actually an examination of 
art for its real values—you are 
ready for the well-organized world 
of professional portraiture, which 
might usefully be divided into sev- 
eral distinct groups: 


Formal Portraits 


Formal portraits of women usu- 
ally leave no crow’s feet in—and 
no jewels out. They are the kind 
you pose for in your most elegant 
clothes, and they make you look 








bandbox fresh. At their best, they 
show your physical characteristics 
and they may even give a glimpse 
of your spirit as well—if that spirit 
is a rather stiff one. Today they 
seem at home only in formal draw- 
ing rooms or in public places where 
they commemorate Very Important 
People. However, they are still 
commissioned and you too might 
end up with this type of portrait, 
if you don’t give enough thought 
to it in advance. 

They belong to an age dead or 
passing and to a way of life no 
longer vital.

Fundamental to any successful 
portrait is a good understand- 
ing between client and artist. 
Certainly the client should 
have seen the artist’s work, 
and liked it, for the portrait 
will have much the same fam, 
ily feeling, as here in two 
paintings by Gladys Rock- 
more Davis. 


all adding to the deadliness of the 
painting, 

There were some glorious formal 
portraits in the past, the product 
of an age of pomp and formal ele- 
gance. But our museums are loaded 
with bad ones as well as a few good 
ones. Classic examples of this type 
are the portraits of Napoleon as he 
wanted himself painted, or as he 
thought his subjects wished to see 
him painted. So his court artists 
produced a series of lifeless lim- 
nings which prettified his looks and 
libeled his character by omitting 
the force that made him Napoleon. 
Other rulers, more secure or less 
dependent on popularity, have been 
immortalized in masterpieces of 
wit, realism and _ strength. 


Character Studies 


These concentrate upon your 
character rather than your features, 
project your special quality rather 
than your props or postures. If 
you’re active, a character study 
may show you in action. But it can 





be just as true a portrait if it shows 
you seated against a blank wall, 
reading a book or looking off into 


space. 

Some of the best paintings be- 
long to this group—all those where 
so much individuality or humanity 
shines through that you are drawn 
to it; whether you may like the in- 
dividual or not, you are taken by 
the painting of him. 

Sometimes, with luck, you can 
get a rare combination of charac- 
ter study with some of the trap- 
pings of a formal portrait. Titian, 
for one, was a genius at formal- 
looking character studies. He once 
said that if an artist tries to find 
what is suited to each subject, and 
to show the true character and 
emotions of each sitter, he will 
greatly please all who look at his 
work. In this sense. every person 
has a great portrait in him, if the 
artist will bring it out. 

But there are phony character | 
studies, too, and they are likely to | 
be worse than the worst formal 








portraits, because they are even 
more pretentious. If you really do 
have your hair done twice a week, 
beware of the artist who wants to 
paint you as if you were a slatternly 
Anna Magnani in The Rose Tatoo. 
To be honest, a portrait needn’t 
be stark, or hard, or display the 
sitter’s worst characteristics, in- 
stead of his best. A portrait in 
overalls can be as false or affected 
—or as compellingly true—as one 
in evening dress. And don’t forget 
that an overly distorted, ugly pic- 
ture can be as dishonest. and, in 
its own avant garde way, as snob- 
bish, as a highly flattering one. 
An honest portrait is one which 
will be you twenty years from now 
—no matter what happens to your 
hair or the style of your dress. A 
fine example of this type is a cele- 
_ brated new addition to the collec- 
tion of the Metropolitan Museum— 
Picasso’s “Gertrude Stein,” painted 
with her hair piled high atop her 
head. Some time later, when she 
cut her hair, Picasso was dismayed, 
_but a close look reassured him. “All 
the same, it is all there.” he said. 
He was right. He had captured 
| Stein’s independence and intellect 
as well as her basic features, and 


his painting remained a true por- 
trait of her till the day she died. 
some forty years later. 


Incidental Poriraits 
in Fine Paintings 

Portraits fall into two main cate- 
gories—they can be straight por- 
traits or the portrait can be inci- 
dental to the painting as a whole. 
Rembrandt’s haunting paintings of 
his beloved Saskia, Renoir’s deli- 
cious. studies of his children. 
Whistler's “Mother” are not so 
much portraits, though they prob- 
ably resemble their models pro- 
foundly, as they are fine paintings 
which have people as their sub- 
jects. The artists were less inter- 
ested in the portraiture as likeness 
than they were in expressing their 
own painter’s vision—studies of 
mood in the case of Rembrandt, 
capturing the play of sunlight on 
rosy flesh in the case of Renoir, 
arrangement of grays and blacks 
into a composition of quiet har- 
mony for Whistler. 

Usually, such portraits are not 
commissioned at all, never be- 


longed to the people who posed for | 


them. They found their way into 
museums as major works by the

An Oil, a Bronze—or What? 


Whether you want a_ pastel 
sketch (you can get a good one for 
less than $100) or a full-length, 
life-size oil, or anything between, 
depends upon your taste and 
your purse. Each can be formal or 
relaxed, conservative or modern, 
mostly-the-sitter or mostly-the-art- 
ist, good or bad. Oils, we cannot 
repeat too often, are not the only, 
or necessarily the best art form. 

And don’t forget about sculp- 
tured portraits, which are as varied 
as painted ones. You can get any- 
thing from a tiny terra-cotta action 
sketch (theyre fine records of 
children) to an important bronze. 
The fact that sculpture is in the 
round, adapts it to settings at home 
where you can’t use paintings. 

As for the size, the shape and 
the color—that’s between you and 
the artist. Artists worth their salt 
will listen to you and discuss it.

you have a right to know, in a gen- 
eral way, what you're going to get. 
And he or the gallery will tell you 
what to expect and how much it 
will cost. (Cost depends on the 
artist, the size of the canvas and 
occasionally on such factors as to 
hands showing or not.) 


How to Find Your Artist 


By the time you get around to 
serious consideration of size, style, 
medium and price, you're ready to 
begin to look for that artist within 
your price bracket who comes clos- 
est to giving you what you want. If 
you live in a city that has a museum 
or commercial art gallery, chances 
are that your portrait researches 
have already netted you a list of 
local artists whose work you’ve 
seen. If you like one, you’re all set. 

If you can, go to the studio of 
your preferred local artist and 
look at all his work. Generally he 
will be happy to show it to you 
and be more than happy if you 
value it for the right things. He 
may never have done a commis- 
sioned portrait, so the two of you 
will be gambling, but it’s a de- 


lightful form of this human vice 
and he will be challenged by the 
idea—on the whole—once a rap- 
port has been struck between you. 

The cost of such a portrait will 
vary from perhaps $50 or $100 up- 
ward, depending on his reputation, 
his interest and the size of the 
painting. Of course, if you go to 
a well-known portrait 
you ll pay a good price for a good 
painting—both the good, substan- 
tial price (in four and five figures) 
and the good, substantial painting 
will be guaranteed. 

If there is no local artist, or if 
you can’t find 


painter, 


have a 
choice between proceeding on your 


one, you 
own or using a service which was 
especially organized on a_nation- 
wide basis for getting portraitists 
and clients together. The service is 
provided by a New York organiza- 
tion called Portraits Inc., and you’d 
do well to investigate them, even 
if you live smack in the middle of 
a large art center. What they offer 
is a long string of artists whose 
only common denominator is the 
fact that they are reputable and 
capable. Their artists come in every 


eeaw 


style and in every price level from 
$100-$150 up. Some have national 
reputations as portraitists, some 
are internationally celebrated for 
other types of painting as well, and 
some are promising younger artists 
whose fees are correspondingly 
low. One very important aspect of 
a Portraits Inc. job is the fact that 
you don’t have to take the finished 
portrait, if you don’t like it—a 
that all portraitists 
might give, but don’t. The artist 
may ask to make a second try, if 
you don’t like the first, 
have the secure feeling of knowing 
that you aren’t buying blind. 

If you can visit Portraits Inc. 


and see the

At the back of this counter, wax 
paper and aluminum foil pull from 
metal holders the 
bins for flour and sugar. The mixer, 
mounted on a platform with ball-

bearing casters, 
behind the folding doors of its cab- 
inet at a touch. Here again a Peg- 
Board wall adds to the effort-saving 
workshop efficiency of the kitchen, 
holding mixing spoons, measuring 
cups and other small utensils. 
The floor-to-ceiling 
counter cabinet holds supplies and

Knives rest in slots at the back 
of sink and pans are accessible on 
the Peg-Board wall. 

A garbage disposer installed to- 
ward the back of the sit-down sink 
and a metal-lined built-in trash 
box, adjacent to sink and mix cen- 
ter, take care of food waste, wrap- 
pings and cans (see page 170). 
Cabinets at the rear of the sink 
hold cleaning supplies and paper 
towels.

Re Gasoline 


On the subject of gasoline ration-

allowances to meet all their needs. 
There is no gas rationing in Aus- 
tria, Finland, Germany, Denmark 
and Belgium. Belgium has simply 
set a 43-mile speed limit to curb 
over-consumption. 

Pan American World Airways 
reminds us that gas is called petrol 
in Britain, essence in France and 
Belgium, gasolina in Spain and 
Portugal, and benzin practically 
everywhere else. It averages about 
sixty cents a gallon, but to be 
realistic about it, don’t be surprised 
to find occasional black-market 
prices. rearing their heads in ra- 
tioned countries. On the continent, 
gas is sold by the liter, which 
equals about a quarter of a gallon.

People say: Any fallen leaves 
benefit the soil, either as mulch 


or manure. 


The truth: Leaves improve 
soil structure and enrich the 
soil only when well decayed. 
Some leaves decompose more 
readily or more completely 
than others. Those with tough 


stalks or ribs such as holly, 


live oak and horse chestnut, 
may hamper plant growth 


when only partly decayed. If 
you have many of these, keep 
them separate from quick-rot- 
ting maple, elm, birch leaves.

People say: Containers in 
which plants are to grow must 
have holes in the bottom for 


drainage. 


The truth: Soil structure and 
the care the plant will get are 
more important than the type 
ol container. 


Loose, fibrous, 


well-aerated soil will retain 


much moisture without becom- 
ing water logged and will re- 
lease water to plant roots grad- 
ually as they need it. But, you 
must water the plant thorough- 
ly once, not quite saturating 


the soil, then wait for it to 


dry out before watering gen- 
erously again. Don’t water so 
often that moisture collects in 


bottom of pot.

Scrape and prepare two platters 
of fresh fish, cutting them in slices. 
Put the firm ones like rock fish, 
lobsters (cut in quarters), crabs, 
and so on, on one platter and the 
very delicate fish on the other.

The void is later filled when his 
father re-marries and brings Sallie 
Bush Lincoln and her children to 
their home. 
“Growing Up” (28 minutes) shows 


backwoods cabin 
Lincoln as a boy of fourteen in a 
typical day at “blab school,” and 
with his family and friends, It ends 
on his twenty-first birthday when 
he leaves home to start life on his 
own.. “New Salem” (30 minutes) 
tells of his meeting with Ann Rut- 
ledge, his fight with Jack Arm- 
strong, his talks with the town’s 
poet and drunkard Jack Kelso 
(played by writer James Agee), 
and his first attempt—unsuccess- 
ful—to win political office. In “Ann 
Rutledge” we see the young lawyer 
in court and in the state legislature, 
and his mental and physical col- 
lapse at Ann’s death. The film ends 
with Lincoln’s return to the Spring- 
field legislature, determined to 
make the most of himself and his 
abilities. 

Royal Dano plays the role of 
Lincoln with striking compassion 
and likeness. Joanne Woodward 
appears as Ann Rutledge and 
Marian Seldes as Lincoln’s mother. 
The films were photographed in 
Illinois, Kentucky, and Indiana, in 
the actual locations where Lincoln

In pace and time 
the Lincoln films 
are no match for 
the cowboy and 
police detective 
episodes which ra- 
dio and television 
have created and 
popularized. If 
anything, these are 
slower and quieter 
than most films you’ll remember 
having seen. But after they are 
over, you'll remember having seen 
them. So well is the early pioneer 
atmosphere reconstructed and the 
personality of Lincoln re-enacted. 
you'll almost feel that you once 
knew this sensitive boy, this strong- 
minded youth. this extraordinary 
man. It’s invaluable home enter- 
tainment for the whole family.

First is the explosive “Egypt and 
Israel” production, featuring frank 
interviews with the leaders of both 
nations (approximately 90 min- 
utes; sale price $275, rental $25). 
Then there is the extensive “Re- 
port on Africa” (two parts, each 
about 60 minutes; sale price $180, 
rental $15 each). “The Vice Presi- 
dency” traces historical events 
which have determined the duties 
and privileges of the second high- 
est office in the land. including 
even an hilarious sequence of Vic- 
tor Moore as the newly elected and 
completely ignored Vice President 
Throttlebottom in “Of Thee I 
Sing.” (Running time for “The 
Vice Presidency” is approximately 
50 minutes; sale price is $180, 
rental $15.) All are sold by Mce-

“Peace- 
ful Assembly and 
Free Speech” (22 
minutes) deals 
with the argument 
in Indianapolis 
over a meeting of 
the American Civ- 
il Liberties Union. 
“National Secu- 
rity Versus Individual Rights” (27 
minutes) is concerned with the 
case of an Air Force reservist dis- 
missed as a security risk because of 
his sister’s -allegedly Communistic 
activities. Less interesting are “The 
Fifth Amendment and Self-Incrim- 
ination” (27 minutes) and “The 
Conduct of Congressional Investi- 
gations” (26 minutes), which are 
lively but limited debates between 
noted legal specialists in these par- 
ticular matters. Rental for each, 
from Contemporary Films and the 
Center for Mass Communication is 
$7.50. 

On the lighter side you might 
want to see again, or for the first 
time, two charming works which 
were so successful on “Omnibus” 
that they have been shown twice. 
“Palle Alone in the World” (20 
minutes) tells of a little boy’s ad- 
ventures when he dreams that he 
is the only person in the huge city 
of Copenhagen. He helps himself 
to toys and candy, drives a street- 
car and clangs its great bell with 
glee; in short, his wildest dreams 
seem to be true. I should think any 
youngster would find it an ever- 
lasting treat just to see the film. It 
was written and directed by a 
husband-and-wife team, Bjarne 
and Astrid Henning-Jensen, and 
stars their young son Palle. An- 
other two-timer on the “Omnibus” 
show is Arne Sucksdorff’s “The 
Great Adventure” (which was re- 
viewed last month at length in 
House Beautirut.) It’s a mag- 
nificent nature study, which also 
features the film-maker’s own son. 
“Palle Alone: in the World” is sold 
at $95 and rented at $15 from 
Rembrandt Film Library, 13 East 
37th Street, New York 16, N. Y. 
“The Great Adventure” (75 min- 
utes) costs $150 for purchase, and 
$15 for rental, from Louis de 
Rochemont Film Library, 13 East

Another short film that has had 
two television spotlights is the 
shocking cartoon “A Short Vision” 
(7 minutes, color animation) 
which was presented twice on the 
Ed Sullivan show. It is a sort of 
prophetic parable dealing with the 
total relentless destruction it can 
bring. Surely this is a sober sub- 
ject, and its execution in Joan and 
Peter Foldes’ drawings and com- 
mentary is soberer still. Music, en- 
titled “The Cobalt Blues,” is by 
Matyas Seiber, and is downright 
eerie. I mention the film here be- 
cause it was one of the most talked- 
of television events of the past 
year; you may feel you owe it to 
yourself to see it. Produced in 
England and presented here by 
George K. Arthur, the film is avail- 
able from Brandon Films, 200 
West 57th Street, New York 19, 
N. Y. Sale price is $100 in color; 
$50 for black-and-white; rental is 
$7.50 and $5, respectively. 


HE 90-MINUTE productions of 
“Macbeth” and “Richard II,” 
which were presented on television 
late in 1954, are still being circu- 
lated as 16mm kinescopes to high 
schools and colleges free of charge.

Long have we railed against the 
frozen fish stick—limp and pallid, 
dry and spongy. When they have 
been heated in the oven, accord- 
ing to most package directions, 


we have found them anathema. 
Dropped into deep fat they are 
better, but not much. 

Now we are prepared to apolo- 
gize to the fish stick. We have 
found some good ones; notably, 
ihose packed by the Sea Pak peo- 
ple of St. Simon’s Island, Georgia, 
near Sea Island. The secret: The 
fish itself is fine to begin with, and 
ihe sticks are not pre-cooked before 


freezing. 


New Fish Steaks 


Sea Pak’s newest product is a 
nationally distributed king-size fish 
stick, or small-size fillet, known as 
fish steaks. These come three to a 
10-ounce package. Even the bread- 
ing has delicacy and is used with 
restraint. An excellent combination 
of wheat, corn, soya and _ potato 
flours along with whole eggs, this 
breading shows a remarkable re- 
sistance to fat absorption. Though 
uncooked, they are actually quicker 
to prepare than fish sticks heated 
in the oven. For they deep-fry in 
five minutes, pan-fry in seven, are 
broiled in twelve. Most important, 
the juices spurt to the touch of the 
fork. The fish looks like great flakes 
of new snow and the texture is as 
fine as any fresh haddock we’ve 
ever tasted. Little is needed by way 
of embellishment except, of course, 
wedges of lemon or lime. We said 
wedges—not slices and, please, 
don’t cut them too small to hold 
and squeeze. 


Why Not French Fried 


Parsley! 


This is a late Victorian bit of 
elegance that has been almost for- 
gotten, but should be revived in 
this heydey of the automatic deep- 
fat fryer. 


Wash and dry parsley very well; 


cut off coarse part of stems and 
drop into very hot, deep oil about 
400° F. Wesson is wonderful, for 
it takes to high temperatures with- 
out smoking. Cook parsley two or 
three minutes until it floats to the 
surface. Drain well on paper towels. 
Crispy as a cracker and bright 
green, this is one garnish nobody 
ever leaves on the plate. 


Frozen Parsley 


Many are the ways in which 
cooks cope with the fresh parsley 
situation. Some simply give up and 
use a good dried parsley flake, like 
Spice Islands’. But it took a young, 
ex-model wife to “make a mistake” 
and put a jar full of parsley into 
the freezer instead of the refriger- 





ator, where it froze crackling hard. 
Whenever she wants a bit of fresh 
parsley she grabs up a “crumble.” 
Perfect for every use except as a 
whole leaf garnish. 


Devonshire in Long Island 


Those 


strawberries and the strangely de- 


who have tasted fresh 
licious clotted cream of Devon in 
England are forever haunted by the 
memory of it. Nowhere else is the 
cream quite the same, but Kathleen 
Dunning, an English-born epicure 
of distinction (trained in dairying 
and cheese making), achieves a 
delightful facsimile thereof in Am- 
ityville, Long Island. 

Let her tell about it: “In Devon- 
shire and Cornwall the farmers 
allow the cream to rise naturally, 
and the milk is unpasteurized from 


Jersey and Guernsey cows. They 


use huge, shallow pans, but after 
getting information from my old 
dairy school, this is what I did: 
I got a General Electric frying pan 
with the largest diameter I could 
find—12 (Sunbeam and 
Farber now make 13-inch pans.) 

“T let two quarts of skim milk 


inches. 


and one quart of heavy cream come 
to room temperature. Then, care- 
fully, I floated the cream on top 
of the skim milk in the frying pan. 
I allowed this to rest for a half-hour 
so that any cream getting mixed 
up with the milk had a chance to 
rise. Then I set the heat at the 
lowest indicator—warm. I used a 
thermometer for accuracy, but the 
chief point here is slowness. The 
aim is to reach 180° F. in not less 
than forty minutes. I found that by 
setting the thermostat for warm 
and then moving to 180° F. for the 
last 15 minutes, I reached the cor- 
rect temperature in 45 minutes. 

“The appearance of the cream is 
the best indication that it is ‘ripe.’ 
It becomes quite yellow and crinkly 
and the rim begins to glisten and 
look a little oily. Down on the 
Devon farms they allow the ripe 
cream to stand for 12 hours before 
skimming. I put mine in the refrig- 
erator overnight. In the morning I 
skimmed off a cup of very thick, 
clotted cream and then found the 
cream was still rising, so I let it 
stand a little while longer; skimmed 
again and got another cup. Alto- 
gether, a pint of clotted cream 
from a quart of heavy whipping 
cream! 

“Not economical or swift, but it 
is one of those ‘fun’ things to try 
for a change. The flavor while not 
criginal is delicious—ever so much 
better than any of the mock Devon- 
shires made with cream cheese. 

“Devonshire cream is not very 
perishable. I kept mine for two 
weeks in the refrigerator, and I 
know that before World War II 
some of the Devonshire farmers 
had regular customers here in the 
States, but I don’t know whether 
they still ship. If any House BEav-

To make 
up for the slight lack of crispness 
in the canned fruit, there was Bel- 
gian endive cut into quarters length- 
wise. When the endive season is 
over, Pascal celery sticks would do 
admirably, or strips of finochio. 


Four Little Peppers 


Pepper grinders have been grow- 
ing bigger, bolder and_brassier 
every year. Some are almost too 
huge to handle—a hazard to your 
dinner partner. So the pendulum 
swings. Hammacher Schlemmer in 
New York reports a run on the 
tiniest grinders, only a little more 
than 2-inches tall; most popular in 
brass or copper. Price: $7.95 for 
the mill alone; $12.95 with salt.

Peppery Esoterica 


For the sensitive epicure, life can 
never be dull. Even the salt and 
the pepper on the table hold ex- 
citement and adventure. We know 
a woman who collects salt and 
pepper. To serve with raw vegeta- 
bles and boiled beef, she once 
brought home with her from the 
Cognac country coarse, gray salt 
that somehow seems to remember 
the flavor of the Mediterranean. 
For her grinder she has salt from 
the famous marshes of Gonaive in 
Haiti; refined Sea Salt from a 
health shop on New York City’s 
Lexington Avenue; rock salt for 
the ice cream freezer, sour salt to 
flavor a Russian borscht or tschi, 
and pink salt from Honolulu. 

Hers was the house where the 
four little pepper grinders ap- 
peared with proscuitto, but this we 
found was only a part of her col- 
lection. She keeps on hand cracked 
Tellicherry pepper to sprinkle 
lightly on poached or boiled eggs, 
thickly over broiled steak, or even 
hamburgers—just a minute or two 
before they are done. Instead of the 
usual “ketchup-y” cocktail sauce, 
she presents cherry-stone clams or 
small blue point oysters with a 
mignonette sauce, which is nothing 
more or less than a French dress- 
ing made of three parts light 
French olive oil, one part lemon 
juice or white wine vinegar, a bit 
of salt and a lot of cracked pepper 
—Pilipili Mignon pepper or Java- 
nese Piger pepper are her favorites 
for this use. 

Can anyone tell the difference 
between one pepper and another? 
Some can and some can't. It’s 
subtle, but oh what a joy to experi- 
ment! (TelBurn is the source.)

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How to plant 
like Nature 


Elke achieve in your garden the feeling of ease and serenity, 
characteristic of a wooded glen, a shaded stream or a meadow 
corner, requires a sensitivity for atmosphere. There is a oneness 
in Nature, a feeling that the plants of any one area belong 
together, which is also necessary in a garden. 

When you gather a group of plants from catalog and nursery 
row, their affinity for each other is apt to depend upon the 
similarity of their native habitats. If they have a visual as well 
as cultural unity, chances are they originally came from similar 
climates, even though they may have begun life at opposite 
ends of the earth, and this likeness can be used as a guide. 

Don’t attempt to imitate Nature. Rather, interpret it, taking 
just those aspects which are appropriate, and adapting them 
to your purposes. Notice how various plants grow in the wild. 
Do they stand alone or in clumps? Which plants in a group 
are dominant? Where do flowers fit into the picture? Don’t 
be afraid to prune and trim, so that the form and full beauty 
of certain trees and shrubs can be better appreciated.

Use rocks. driftwood, 
shells. other souvenirs from the wild with restraint 
so they will not seem out of place.

Four hundred tulips are bought 
every fall, for the early spring 
bloom. Then they are replaced as 
soon as they fade by 150 dwarf 
Scandinavian begonias, used as bed- 
ding material, which provide a mat 
of low white bloom during the sum- 
mer. In the meantime, in the cut- 
ting garden, chrysanthemums have 
been maturing, and when they are 
nearly in bloom, they are moved 
with big clumps of earth to replace 
the begonias. 

It takes a man a half day each 
time to make this shift from one 
flower type to the next flower type. 
The Webels have about 350 square 
feet of beds that are so changed. 
This is not very much, as the quan- 
tity of tulips and begonia plants 
reveal. But they are so prominently 
placed in the scene that they count 
for a great deal. 

You will note from the above that 
color during the summer is rather 
lacking. They feel that one’s eyes 
are satiated with color after a 
riotous spring. So the Webels are 
content to let the summer garden 
be primarily green and white. They 
bring out potted and tubbed things

begonias. They also grow 10 or 12 
amarcrinum, a spectacular cross 
between an amaryllis and a crinum.

Some years, they 
have also done this with pots of 
tuberous begonias. 

The work of running the Webels’ 
garden takes a man about an hour 
a day, averaged throughout the 
year. He has another job and comes 
to the Webels’ after his other work 
is over, so there is clearly a daily 
limit to what can be done. In the 
winter he also runs the greenhouse. 
Here they make the begonia and 
“mum” cuttings. The greenhouse is 
used to live in and often they eat 
lunch there during the winter. It

Paving in terrace is of concrete slabs costing 
about 20 cents each. Slabs, which come in a warm, 
earthy, permanent color, measure 8” x 16” x 2” 
and were laid on a 2” base of leveled pea gravel. 


By starting paving at the house and using a 2 x 4 


as a guide between succeeding rows, it was easy 
to get a straight, true pattern with small slabs. 


ments whenever they care to. 

For economy, the Hacklers used 
No. 2 grade red cedar boards in 
their fence and trellis instead of 
the more costly clear boards. They 
feel the result is more interesting, 
because the loose knots of this 
grade of cedar are working loose 
and enriching the shadow pattern. 

When it came to the fence posts, 
however, they bought the best 
Douglas fir available, feeling that 
it is hard enough to set the posts 
plumb without having to cope 
with warped materials. The posts 
were creosoted and the fence given 
two coats of shingle stain. No 
additional care has been needed. 


Future improvements and addi- 
tions include, beside more plants, 
a garden potting and storage shed, 
a circle of ground cork in the 
children’s play area, and perhaps 
a screened cage to keep out mos- 
quitos in the evening, with canvas 
shades for daytime use. Because 
these were all taken into considera- 
tion in the original plan, the Hack- 
lers won't have to make costly 
changes to make room for them. 

Since their aim is to have a gar- 
den that is colorful and interesting 
the year round, yet within their lim- 
its of upkeep, they rely on ever- 
ereens, flowering trees and shrubs, 
with a few perennials and annuals.

Absolute privacy was not im- 
portant here, so boards are spaced their own width 
apart. The fence, on the other hand, is of 6” boards 
spaced just 344” apart to give maximum privacy, 
yet allowing adequate circulation.

Most museums fill people who 
paint for fun with a feeling of de- 
spair. The work they see is so pro- 
fessional, so skilled, so discourag- 
ingly “perfect.” If for no other 
reason, they should take a trip to 
Colonial Williamsburg in Virginia 
to look at the Abby Aldrich Rock- 
efeller Folk Art Collection in its 
newly opened museum. 

Here they can study over 400 
fine examples of early American 
painting and sculpture. And here 
they can find encouragement for 
their own amateur art, proof of the 
fact that such efforts are in the 
earliest grass-roots tradition of 
American culture. 

The painting and sculpture of 
our pioneer ancestors, as seen in 
this collection, represent the heart 
of the native tradition in American 
art. It is original rather than imi- 
tative. It is vigorous, independent 
art which stems from the lives of 
pioneers. It is vital and 
rather refined and 
Moreover, it doesn’t take itself too 
matter-of-fact,

But its content of folk history 
is perhaps secondary to its value 
as folk art and as inspiration to all 
who would like to create it. For 
it is art, and of a high level— 
simple, unpretentious, homely and 
awkward at times, but always 
fresh, energetic and bold, clear in 
concept and direct in execution. 
Not many years ago examples of 
folk art were salvaged as quaint 
antiques rather than collected as 
art. One hurdle at least has been

Now, with a new appreciation of 
the kind of American art that has 
its base in American life—art that 
reflects the history and customs 
of the people—this well-displayed 
collection of folk art will certainly 
become more and more popular 
with the millions of visitors who 
come to Williamsburg to see the 
Restoration. 


HESE American paintings and 

sculptures represent the art of the 
people, the folk, as opposed to the 
fine art created by the great mas- 
ters for the rich and ruling classes 
abroad, and in America for the 
gentry of the South and_ the 
wealthy merchants of New Eng- 
land. Nina Fletcher Little, author 
of the collection catalog (distrib- 
uted by Little, Brown & Co.), 
makes this important distinction in 
her introduction, and goes on to 
define folk art in these terms: 

“American folk art is not an un- 
skilled imitation of fine art. This 
must be stressed for in it lies the 
personal flavor of folk art. It lives 
in its own world and is responsive 
to its own surroundings. It was 
produced by amateurs who worked 
for their own gratification and the 
applause of their families and 
neighbors, and by artisans 
craftsmen of varying degrees of 


and 


skill and artistic sensitivity who 


worked for pay. 

“Before the close of the Revo- 
Intion a change in social outlook 
occurred which can be sensed in 
the portraits of the time. The sit- 
ter gradually relinquished his wish 
to be depicted in the guise of an 
aristocrat. He preferred to be por- 
trayed as an individual in the so- 
ciety he had helped to form. Often 
he posed with the ledgers, tools, or 
other symbols of his trade promi- 
nently displayed. By 1800 count- 
less small town ministers, doctors, 
merchants, and farmers in the new 
United States were confidently sit- 
ting for their house-and-face-paint- 
ing neighbors or employing the 
services of a traveling artist.” 

The seeds of our native art were 
planted with the founding of the 
American colonies, and flowered in 
the late Eighteenth and early Nine- 
teenth Centuries as a product of 
the American democratic

was an unprecedented 
amount of painting produced by 
people of all

There was sculpture of all kinds 
in wood and metal—ship figure- 
heads, trade signs, weathervanes, 
toys and novelties.

art in the literal sense. It was not 
produced for a small cultured class 
ot art patrons but for all the peo- 
ple, the great mass of middle-class 
American folk. 

American folk art was not, as is 


often supposed, an isolated phe- | 
nomenon, a “sport” which sprang | 
unexpectedly from an established | 


culture. It was, instead, a mirror 
reflecting the main stream of 
American life. While Henri Rous- 
seau, the “primitive,” was an anach- 
ronism in sophisticated France, 
in pioneer America the artist who 


had acquired a veneer of fashion- | 


able, imported style was the one 
who was out of his time and ele- 
ment. 

There is certainly a basic rela- 
tionship between the forthright, 
free, inventive style of the early 
folk artists and the characier of 
the young nation. The early native 
art which is shown in the Museum 
at Williamsburg was created by 
painters variously termed “folk,” 
‘amateur,’ “pioneer,” “provin- 
cial,” These terms 
collectively describe who the art- 
ists were, and where and how they 
worked.

These painters and_ sculptors 
were not professional artists. They 
craftsmen and amateurs, 
coach and sign painters, house dec- 
orators, ship carvers, tinsmiths, 
carpenters, farmers, sailors, preach- 
ers, young ladies, housewives—or- 
dinary folk who worked in a di- 
rect and unstudied manner for a 
small intimate audience, or often 
just for their own pleasure.

HIS anonymity of the artist has 

an interesting parallel in the de- 
velopment of European art, except 
that it had occurred there six hun- 
dred years earlier. In the Middle 
Ages and up to the beginning of 
the Renaissance, the idea of the 
individual artist emerged slowly 
from that of the anonymous arti- 
san. In early America, too, the art- 
ist was rarely distinguished from 
the craftsman. The American art- 
ist, however, was on his own, un- 
sponsored either by the church. 
art patron.

li is this which has won for folk 
art the acclaim of modern artists 
who value especially the originality 
and freshness of the creative im- 
pulse. 

Primitive painters and_ sculp- 
tors have, of course, existed in 
other countries. In America, how- 
ever, this kind of art represents a 
remarkably wide-spread and con- 
tinuous tradition.

This just about 
filled the room, yet both Martha 
and I felt we had to get some bird- 
like decoration into it—and some- 
thing bright to lighten its slate- 
blue walls. The window is high, 
almost unnoticeable, so there was 
no sense in attempting to curtain 
it with one of the handsome Greeff 
bird patterns we’d have used if it 
had been larger, and pattern on 
the armchair would have confused 
the tiny room. But we’ve coped 
rather magnificently, I’d say, by 
covering the only solid wall in the 
room with a series of eight almost 
jewel-like Syracuse China dinner 
plates, gloriously patterned in 
American birds, each designed and 
autographed by Athos Menaboni, 
whose bird portraits are famous 
not only for their delicacy but for 
their accuracy of detail.

birds, depicted each with his favor- 
ite fruit or shrub, are the Carolina 
wren, Eastern bluebird, painted 
bunting, golden-crowned kinglet, 
cardinal, cedar Waxwing, indigo 
bunting, and common  goldfinch.

Another million will go this year, 
because of the Jamestown Festival. What is it that delights us, soothes us, makes 


us feel that all is right with the world when we are in Colonial Williamsburg? 


We can’t reconstruct that other era, for we can’t turn back time or ourselves. But 
we can look closely at the elements that produce such enchantment in us and try to 
preserve those that are still present in our lives—if they are—or return to them, 


if they are not.

Serenity results when you do not crowd the land 


with structures and people 


M“ people’s chief reaction to Williamsburg is that it is 
so quiet, calm and peaceful. They think this is because 
it is old and quaint. They don’t realize they are being worked 
on psychologically by a universal and absolute truth: that man’s 
sense of well-being and dignity is greatest when he is in an 
environment where the buildings occupy no more than about 
one-fifth of the landscape (at Williamsburg it is one-seventh) 
and when those buildings do not dwarf him by being too tall or 
too big. This is what you see in Williamsburg. The houses do 
not crowd each other and when they are close together they 
are generously surrounded by pleasant gardens and greensward. 
The streets are very wide, and even on busy sightseeing days 
our modern automobiles do not seem to choke or gorge these 
streets. Everything one sees is in good relation to the landscape 
and to man. The spaces between buildings are THE ESSENTIAL 


quality for us in Williamsburg. 


AUTIFUL M AY 1957 


This truth has nothing to do with age or the past. It can 
be experienced in some of the best semi-rural residential areas 
around our larger cities. (Examples: New Canaan, Conn.; Flint- 
ridge, California; Westridge and Atherton, California.) It is 
this relationship we like in Venice or in a small 18th-century 


French chateau. It is the good balance of man to nature. 


THE LESSON FOR US TODAY: Try to live where the 
population density is as low as possible, and where the buildings 
are not so big that they dwarf your feeling of importance. Then 
develop the ground around your abode (even the most modest) 
into a pleasure garden, in a way that will please your eye while 
you see it from within the house as well as increase your sense 
of importance as you walk around or sit in it. The spaces between 
buildings still are THE ESSENTIAL for us to remember for 


developing a good life for us today.

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What can we learn 





from Williamsburg? contin 











Something is gained when

ke the last 30 years or so we have been so carried away by the 
| fad of “foundation planting” that we have lost something. When 
the house wall can proclaim itself by being revealed, it counts more 
for what it is: a man-made straight line imposed on nature which 
has no straight lines. Letting your eye see the foundation line gives 
a sense of space, just as using wall-to-wall carpeting in a room in- 
creases the visual size of the room. When you start covering up the 
connections of things, you lose something in visual serenity. 

Don’t think we are saying all foundation plantings are bad. But 
perhaps we need to use them with more restraint. Perhaps we need 
to view them as devices to correct badly proportioned or too-high 
houses. With the current trends to one-story houses and split-levels 
and to paved terraces that go right up to our outer walls, we may 


find that the Williamsburg practice particularly applies now.

The direct approach 


gives the most satisfying results 


“TENhe charm of directness” could be the sub-title for any article 


or book about Williamsburg. Just as directness is an attribute 
in a person’s character, so it contributes to architecture, city planning, 
garden design. The solving of any need in the most direct, uncom- 
plicated way has generally, through the ages, produced lasting quality. 
Wiiliamsburg is just one more examp!e of this. 

Each house has a harmony and unity between itself, its garden 
and dependencies (smokehouses, cookhouses, dairy houses, gate or 
carriage houses). Each house and its complex of buildings and fences 
relate to the next house and its dependencies. All are in the same 
spirit, though not identical. 

Looking down on the town from the top floor of the Governor’s 
Palace you are struck by the harmonious roofscape of the community: 
unity of texture. line and shape. Here is the same harmonious com- 
position we find so p!easing in Italian and French villages: unity 
with variety, free growth with harmony (like a tree). 

Those houses which had additions built onto them were made more 
charming because of the additions (see example here) which did not 
repeat but which echoed the original house just as all buildings 


bear a family resemblance to each other, 


LESSON FOR US TODAY: Solving your own problems with 
directness and simplicity will still be the best way to get good results. 
Striving for trick effects only puts a stumbling block in your path. Let 
the solution arise out of the nature of your problem and your clear 


statement of your problem. (See next two pages.)

The peacefulness of over-all continuity: 


(oe the visual unity of Williamsburg with the clashing kind 
of variety seen so often in our cities and residential areas. They 
testify too well that when many different design motifs assail your 
eye they tire you and wear you down, even though subconsciously. 

Here there is the peaceful effect of harmony which derives from 
an over-all continuity of design, indoors and out. All the houses use 
shingles, clapboards and brick, for instance, in pretty much the same 
manner. And all the decorative themes are faintly oriental, deriving 
directly or indirectly from the Chinese fret and Chinese Chippendale 
that was popular on the Continent while Williamsburg was under 
most active construction. However, it is the unity of design-spirit 
rather than the repetition of specifically Chinese detailing, which 
produces the sense you have of serene wholeness. 

On these two pages are examples of this unity. Stairway balus- 
trades are echoed in outdoor garden benches and fences. Even the 
scale of these motifs is mutually sympathetic—positive and_ bold, 
though simple. Not only is there continuity between house and garden, 
but also between house and house—in materials, proportions, even 


in shutters and chimneys—making Williamsburg all of a piece. 


LESSON FOR US TODAY: We too should build with a 
similar regard for the architectural character of houses in the neighbor- 
hood. This need not be limiting or mean that we should copy one another, 
for the lesson of Williamsburg’s over-all unity is the necessity of appro- 


priate variety within a single integrated design whole.

he residents of Williamsburg relied almost entirely, for their 

interior effects, on what they could bring in from elsewhere: the 
warmth and color of rugs, the softening effects of fabrics as win- 
dow draperies and bed canopies, the lines and forms of furniture. 
These followed the fashions of England, and certainly many of them 
were actually imported from there. They had the maturity of beauty 
which comes when designs are worked over and over and perfected 
by several generations of artistic craftsmen and craft-knowledgeable 
designers. This timeless quality makes these pieces useful today. 

For the rooms themselves, bare of furnishings, have no special 
quality or charm or beauty. Most of them do not reflect the good 
proportions of the exteriors of the buildings. They did use wood- 
work in a straightforward, crisp and honest way. But without their 


furnishings these rooms would be nothing. 


LESSON FOR US TODAY: This problem is still with us, since 


j 


most of us live in existing structures whose rooms are just as uninspiring 


as the rooms in the houses of Williamsburg. What can be accomplished to 
transform our uninspiring spaces into inviting habitations is endless, for 


never in the 


history of mankind have we Americans had so much to 


choose from. We have more than the riches of Marco Polo, for our stores 
carry the best from the whole world.

Stripped of its handsome furnishings, this typical 
Williamsburg room is as bare and unpretentious as 
many modern interiors.

The Victorians operated 
differently, assuming that more and still more would make more. 
But they finally found out it didn’t, for they ended by proving it

THE LESSON FOR US TODAY: That when you are using 
little works of art, beautifully proportioned and carrying their own enrich- 
ment within their own design (as do the furniture pieces on this page) 
you consciously need to use restraint and discipline or the over-all effect 
will be confusing and distracting. Done right, it can be very satisfying.

All is motivated by the direct simplicity of good manners. The 
hand rails have the pure purpose of being literally handy and 
steadying. They are not complicated by the superfluous aim of being 
sO pompous or impressive that you hesitate to use them. The result 
is true elegance—pleasing, natural and remarkably soul satisfying, 


because there is nothing too much or too little. 


LESSON FOR US TODAY: In. such relatively small 
details, Williamsburg offers example after example of the true elegance 
of natural good manners. For too often we confuse elegance with impres- 
siveness, with the result that many of our efforts end in a clumsy—and, 


thus, far from elegant—pretentiousness, because of straining for effect.

Whether you cling to traditional methods of the past or 
resort to new appliances and new products, there is so much 
that the Modern Epicure can take home from Williamsburg. 

Here you may learn about the true Virginia ham and 
country bacon. You'll discover, or rediscover, Chicken Bruns- 
wick Stew, peer of all buffet supper dishes. Learn about 
stone-ground meal and flours and the spoon breads, corn 
pones and batter cakes made from them. Find thin-as-thin 
baking powder biscuits always in relays, almost too hot to 
touch. Beaten biscuits with powdery centers yet no leavening 
but air. Bread and cookies that have the ineffable crust that 
only a brick oven seems to give. Toast charcoal-grilled—- 
every bit as superior as a charcoal-grilled steak. Meats that 
are honestly barbecued on spits. Wilted greens. Risen Sally 
Lunn that is served for bread but is close to cake. 

And then desserts—dozens and dozens of desserts! Pecan 
pies and pecan confections, called “kisses” in some families. 
Pies of pumpkin and sweet potato, lily-gilded, with delicate 
syrups. Ice creams—all kinds and all churned in the freezer— 
fig and damson and green gage plum ice cream, innocent of 
any gelatin or stabilizer.

Nothing about Williamsburg cookery is really new or 
startling, nothing exotic. This was the cooking of aristocratic 
country gentry living in spacious isolation, but still linked 
not only to the culture of Europe but also to the Orient and 
Africa. Too many of us may have forgotten or never known 
the richness of our heritage—wonders such as these: 


The True Virginia Ham 


Just what is Virginia ham? First off, let it be said that 
there is not the slightest resemblance to the pale, soft, 
flaccid and pretty rose-colored meat which appears on menus 
all over the country as Baked Virginia Ham, masquerading

generally under a sugary crust with a few lonesome cloves 
or flaunting pineapple slices or maraschino cherries. 

The true Virginia is not photogenic. Most trundlers of 
carts through the supermarket would be shocked by its 
appearance, especially in the uncooked stage, for a fine 
Virginia ham is often flat rather than plump, shrunken, 
blackened, pocked with pepper, homely to look at and often 
hard as a log. But, oh the taste of it! 

We're not speaking only of the Smithfield ham, for 
although all Smithfields are Virginia, all Virginias are not 
Smithfield—nor are all the finest. Only four or five brands 
are privileged to carry that renowned name. Like champagne 
and cognac, Smithfield is a place name. Its hams are made 
of special hogs in a special way, and must also have been 
cured and smoked in the town of Smithfield, Virginia (popu- 
lation about 1,200). 

An introduction to Virginia ham is an epicurean experi- 


ence not to be missed—never to be forgotten! 


Stone-Ground Meal and Flour 


Natural, unbleached, unfortified, the life germ as well 
as the true flavor of the grain seems to remain in meal and 
flour that is ground as it was centuries ago slowly by water 
or wind on cool stones instead of metal. Spoon bread made 
from the white water-ground corn meal of Virginia deserves 
a high place among the great dishes of the world, along with 
the batter cakes which appear at breakfast, stacks of thin 
gold medallions with edges of brown lace. 


Brick-Oven Baked Breads 


Hand-kneaded, hand-shaped, baked in ovens where bricks 
steadily hold and give forth gentle heat in all directions, 
the bread and the ginger cookies of Williamsburg have 
an incredible crust—deeper, sweeter, tawnier. Why isn’t the 
brick oven something to consider and bring back, not only 


in our homes but in our bakeries? (Please turn to page 242)

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What endures from the past must do so because of certain very strong character- 


istics. Their validity makes them worth examining to see how they may be in- 


corporated into our own modern life. Just as we have examined the meaning of 
Williamsburg in the preceding pages, now we put the magnifying glass on a small 
but charming New England cottage, which is about to enter its third century of 


use. Irom its years of experience, what does this house have to tell us? ——————» 
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AR eighteenth-century American cottage, perched on the 
lip of the Atlantic at Montauk, L.I., is indigenous to sea, 
sand and sky. It was reared at a time and a place which 
called forth the most thoughtful ingenuity of its unknown 
builder—a colonial who must take the available materials 
of a primitive continent and create shelter that would pro- 
vide comfort, protection and durability. Thinking things 
‘through in advance meant the difference in survival. The 
house, therefore, leaned to the elements—its fluid roof- 
line and slanting walls co-operating with rainfall, offering 
the minimum of wind resistance: its fenestration geared to 
the control of light and air; its Dutch doors improving 
ventilation and protection. The house rose from the dunes, 
a manifestation of man carving out a home in league with 
his surroundings. As the builder created function and 
suitability out of the materials at hand, it is axiomatic that 
he also created charm. 

Almost two hundred years later (it is established that 
some portions of this house were built in 1763) all of these 
things continue to maintain, indicating that what was thought- 
ful and good in the Eighteenth Century is also good in the 
Twentieth. The lines and materials are so capably adapted 
to the situation that it offers a lesson to contemporary 
builders. The unpainted, hand-hewn shingles, turned silver 
by time and sculptured into each other by the wind and rain. 
are still impervious to the ravages of salt air and weather. 
The exquisite proportions of the rather small rooms achieve 
a quality of spaciousness. The simplicity of the original 
paneling in the living room has the grace and dignity of a 


great house in another time, and throughout. the house there 





is a feeling of staunchness. Through some alchemy of that

All these things are boons to the present-day owner, but 
to live in an historic house without taking advantage of 
modern technology would be foolish.

Vines can do so much in so little space: provide 


shade, produce flowers, soften lines, create a 


pattern and screen you from sight and sound 


When you get down to value for space occupied, no plants 
have more to offer than vines. Requiring almost no surface 
area on the ground, they can still soar to five story heights, 


covering entire buildings with their patterns of foliage and 


flowers. They can be used architecturally to provide shade 
and shelter. a canopy overhead or a vertical screen which 


blocks sound and dust and prying eyes. Or they can serve 


purely esthetic purposes, enriching garden surfaces with their 
texture and color. When well-used they are an integral part 
of the garden, not an obvious afterthought. 

But to choose the right vines for your purpose, you must 
know their needs and their characteristics. To this end we have Vigorous, spring-blooming pink CIO clem- 
prepared descriptive lists. beginning on page 254, of the vines atis creates a curtain of flowers and foliage.

On an older house the same result can be obtained 
by adding a trellis to the house wall needing pro- 
tection. Choose vines that develop thick foliage 
during the warm summer months, but are relatively 


bare in winter (see our story on vines, page 148). 


following pages you'll see a variety of ways this can be accom- 
plished. In addition, if your outdoor living area needs pro- 
tection, you'll find many of these shade-makers suitable as 
terrace covers. Most of them, you'll see, are louvered, lat- 
ticed, webbed. open through in one way or another (even the 
canvas ones are retractable). This has to do with our second 
principle, the movement of air. No shading device should 
shut in an air mass, which itself could become a heat trap. 
The washing of air against a building wall or patio floor 
will help prevent that devastating heat build-up. See for 
yourself how architects and designers are solving heat control 


problems, then try them out yourself,

f you want the pleasure of trying your skill, 

and the almost certain reward of spectacular 

success, panel a wall or a room with plywood. 
Few undertakings can give so much satisfaction so 
quickly and easily. 

Some plywood panels come completely prefin- 
ished. Thus there are no perplexing problems of 
what sandpaper, lacquer or wax to use. Once the 
new wall is in place, it’s done, soft and lustrous 
like fine furniture, satisfyingly beautiful in its own 
right. You'll have the remembered thrill of knowing 
you shared in its creation, 

Through the miracle of a new “contact” cement, 
these plywood panels can be applied without nails. 
This not only saves the tedious business of punch- 
ing each fastening nail so its head is below the 
surface, then filling the hole with a wood putty, 
but it avoids the possibility of accidental marring 
blows. You brush this new contact cement on to 
two surfaces, let them dry, then put them together. 
Instantly, the bond is made. 

This new random-planked paneling has shallow 
V-grooves cut in its face, which mark the limits 
of the individual “boards” composing the panel, 
and when two panels are butted, the joint is lost 
in the V-line of their meeting. 

Technique of paneling application varies slightly 
according to the wall that’s being covered. Prepara- 
tion of this undersurface is important, and it is 
basically the same no matter which type of panel- 
ing is to be placed upon it. 

It is important that the undersurface be even 
and that it offer support to the plywood not only 
along panel edges but at 16-inch intervals. The 
easiest way to provide such support is by means of 
furring strips. These strips, usually 2 to 3 inches 
in width, are recommended even over relatively 
smooth plaster or wallboard. They are a necessity 
over wallboard if panels are to be cemented.

Actually the idea of prefabrication has been with us and in 
use for a long time, but we have not accepted it and taken full 
advantage of it in building. We have accepted prefabrication as 
a sound and economical way to build smaller homes, but we have 
not realized that it also offers a sound and economical way to 
build larger homes. 

All of us wear prefabricated clothing and exercise a rather 
remarkable ingenuity in combining these “components.” All of us 
ride in prefabricated cars. More and more of us are eating meals 
consisting of prefabricated components: mixed before packaging, 
pre-cooked or frozen. In our houses the millwork, such as doors, 
windows and cabinetwork, has seemingly always been fabricated 
in the shop and brought to the house site to be installed in

The desks, 
with their own storage cabinets 
are an integral part of the wain- 
scot which runs around three sides 
of the room at window-sill height. 
This wainscot also serves as a back 
for the couches, or a headboard 
for the beds, depending upon how 
they are being used. Since the room 
has radiant baseboard heat, the 
bottom of the cabinets and_ the 
wainscot were kept off the floor the 
height of the radiators, about 8”. 
and also held out from the wall 
4” to permit free circulation of 
air. The space between the top of 
the wainscot and the wall is cov- 
ered with a horizontal perforated 
metal grille, brass-plated. 

The continuous wood fascia, 
which was run around the room at 
the heads of the doors and win- 
dows, serves as a unifying element 
and also quite neatly conceals the 
track for the folding doors and the 
traverse rods for the draperies at 
windows and doors. The horizontal 
lines of the fascia and the wain- 
scot help to broaden the room and 
to bring its height down to good 
human scale. 

Completing the process of grow- 
ing up, this is a room in which

To achieve required dimensional 
stability so that the wood will not 
swell or shrink after it is applied, 
store the panels for a few days in 
the room in which they’re to be 
used. When installation is ready to 
proceed, variously place the panels 
about the room until the best se- 
quence of coloring and figuring is 
achieved. Mark sequence numbers 
on the back of each panel. Most 
lumber yards have no objection to 
handpicking of panels, so make the 
best match possible. 


ANELS may be sawed either 

with a hand or power saw with- 
out damaging the face veneer if the 
following is remembered: Keep the 
panel's good face wp when using 
either a handsaw or table saw. 
Keep the good face down if you use 
a portable power saw or radial saw. 
In drilling through a panel, drill! 
only halfway through, then turn it 
over and complete the hole from 
the other side. 

There may be places where the 
sill of a window may not be level, 
or the side of a doorway opening 
may not be plumb. Therefore, in 
making measurements for cutting, 
always measure from several points 
to insure an accurate fit. 

Start paneling at a corner of the 
room. With a plumb bob or a spirit 
level, determine if the line where 
the walls intersect is perfectly ver- 
tical. If it is slightly out of plumb, 
set the panel within an inch of the 
corner and with a pair of scribers 
mark on the panel a line corre- 
sponding to the corner line. Then 
cut whatever is required off the 
panel edge to compensate for the 
wall’s irregularity. Use the same 
scribing technique in fitting a 
panel against any irregularly sur- 
faced wall—such as that of stone 
or masonry. A scriber is also help- 
ful in accurately butting against 
door and window frames or built- 
in cabinet work. 

In most cases, contact cement is 
the most desirable means of apply- 
ing pre-finished panels. Place the 
panel near its point of installation 
so that with a pencil you can, in- 
conspicuously, mark near its top 
edge the position of studs or fur- 
ring strips to which it is to be at- 
tached. With a long straight board, 
draw on the back of the panel the 
lines indicating the full length of 
studs or furring, as well as place- 
ment of blocking. Use a 2-inch 
paint brush and apply contact ce- 
ment to both surfaces that are to 
be bonded. Cement should dry to 
a gloss film in from 30 minutes to

lution is to use outside corner 
molding. These moldings are made 
of aluminum with matching veneer 
bonded to the metal. Nailed to the 
corner, it is inconspicuous once 
both meeting panels have been 
slipped into its channels. A similar 
wood-on-metal inside-corner mold- 
ing is available, as well as one for 
joining panels on the straightaway. 
In each case, the molding is nailed 
to studs or furring strips after be- 
ing slipped on one panel and the 
next panel is then slid into place. 


ANELING with plywood in many 

cases offers opportunities to sim- 
plify existing molding treatment 
around doors and windows. Though 
plywood may be carefully fitted 
around a door opening, for exam- 
ple, a better method may be to re- 
move all moldings and bring the 
panel to a flush fit over the jambs. 
Casing around windows may be 
similarly simplified. Veneer doors 
are available to match most types 
of plywood. Existing doors may 
readily be covered with plywood, 
the door facing being cut from the 
same panel as the wall, area ad- 
joining so there is no break in 
grain continuity from wall to door. 
It will, however, be necessary to 
remove the door stops and set them 
back the thickness of the plywood 
so that the new door face will be 
flush with the frame before re- 
hanging the door. 

Paneling of ceilings is done in 
much the same fashion as walls. 
Provide a low scaffold of planks 
placed across a pair of sawhorses 
so your head is about a foot from 
the ceiling. Make a “T” support 
by nailing together 1 x 2 boards, 
with the top of the T three feet 
long and the stem an inch longer 
than the distance from the scaffold 
top to the ceiling.

torily be used for nailing the strips 
directly to the masonry. Space 
nails about | foot apart, exercising 


care to avoid damage to walls 


which may later result in leaks. If | 


the wall is of poured concrete and 
it is impossible to driye nails into 
it, use a carbide-tipped masonry 
drill to cut holes for masonry 
plugs. Furring strips may then be 
screwed to the plugs. 


NOTHER method of applying 


furring strips to masonry is with 


anchor plates. The perforated plates 
have a projecting nail and are at- 
tached to the wall with special ad- 
hesive at 16-inch intervals. The fur- 
ring strip, with pre-drilled holes, 
is set over the plate nails which 
are then firmly bent over. 

For masonry walls which are 
highly irregular, it is often best to 
build a complete wall frame of 
2 x 3 studs to which panels are 
attached. Build the frame on the 
floor and raise it into position. 
Space studs at intervals measuring 
16 inches from the center of one 
stud to the center of the next, toe- 
nailing them top and bottom to 
horizontal 2 x 3’s. It is usually suf- 
ficient to nail the top 2 x 3 to the 
ceiling joists to secure a_ solidly 
rigid wall, and steel-cut nails may 
be used to make attachment to a 
concrete floor. 

In areas subject to termite dam- 
age, use preservative-treated stock 
for furring strips and cover with 
copper bonded paper before apply- 
ing panels. This copper shield both 
termite-proofs and damp-proofs the 
wall and is a valuable asset even 
where moisture conditions alone 
are the problem. It is well to back 
prime all panels with a coat of 
paint primer before placing them. 
On all exterior masonry basement 
walls, provide ventilation by in- 
stalling small vent louvers at the 


top and bottom of paneling at | 


about 6 foot intervals. 


Contact cement may be pur- 
chased at any well-stocked hard- 
ware store or lumber yard.

It was made with spar- 
kling Catawba, an effervescent white 
grape juice bottled by Meier’s. 
winemakers in Silverton. Ohio. 
Though it was new and surprising 
to us, we were told that this cham- 
pagne-like juice has been on the 
market since 1898. 

Fresh woodruff is best for flavor- 
ing May Wine, but we know of no 








place to get it unless you grow it. 
buy dried woodruft 
Macy’s or Tel Burn or Rahmeyer’s 
in New York. 

To make an Innocent May Bowl 
add one-half cup 
dry woodruff to one large bottle 
sparkling Catawba grape 
and allow to 
several hours or overnight. In the 
morning strain the wine and chill 
in the refrigerator.

We travel thousands of miles to 
see places like Bruges and Venice, 
and Guatemala’s Chichicastenango, 
to savor once again the whole at- 
mosphere of past civilizations that 
still persist in our own time. But 
even though they have activity and 
life, they are quite remote and 
alien to us. Not so with Colonial 
Williamsburg. There are great les- 
sons still to be learned here, as we 
show extensively from page 127 to 
page 142 and you sense them for 
yourself as you walk in its streets. 


The daily life of long ago 


This is one of the great contri- 
butions of the Williamsburg resto- 
ration—the feeling you have of not 
merely looking at relics of the 18th 
century but of looking in on the 
daily life of an important American 
city during the liveliest era of our 
history. Down Duke of Gloucester 
Street, in the capitol building, Vir- 
ginia burgesses like George Wash- 
ington, George Mason, Thomas 
Jefferson and Patrick Henry spoke 
their minds on the subject of life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness. 

But you can imagine that be- 
tween sessions of oratory Washing- 
ton took his dish of scalloped 
Chesapeake Bay oysters at Mrs. 
Campbell’s Coffee House and Jef- 
ferson, put up at the home of his 
dear friend and teacher, George 
Wythe, probably talked far into 
the night in his host’s study, put 
his wig on a wigstand in the south- 
east bedroom, and awoke to break- 


fast on bacon from the Wythe 
smokehouse. 
In Williamsburg — speculations 


like this seem inevitable. History 
and the people who lived through 
the making of it take on flesh and 
bone, once you have actually seen 
and walked through the kind of 
houses these human beings lived 
in, examined their kitchen gardens 
and their cooking utensils, their 
easy chairs and their bed cover- 
ings, the thousand and one _ tan- 
gible accessories that implement 
daily life. 

We have many “living museums” 
in America. all conceived to repro- 
duce the atmosphere in which the 
past was lived rather than simply 
to show unrelated exhibits of an- 
tique furnishings and architecture. 
Perhaps you have seen some of 
them—the wonderful 
Winterthur, the American Wing of 


rooms” at 


New York’s Metropolitan Museum 
of Art, the old Dutch estate of 
Phillipse Manor, the complete lit- 
tle towns of Old Deerfield and 


Sturbridge Village, for example. 


Williamsburg is not a museum 


But compared with Williams- 
burg these are vignettes, for Wil- 
liamsburg is decidedly not a mu- 
seum; it is the resurrection of an 
actual city. Eighty-one of the some 
500 buildings are restorations of 
structures that have survived since 
the Eighteenth Century. More than 
413 of the buildings have been re- 
constructed on their original foun- 
dations. 

Obviously the research job on 
this has been, and continues to 
be, prodigious. To re-create the 
“lived-in” look and atmosphere, 
researchers have not only dug into 
archives of America and Europe, 
into old wills, insurance papers, 
inventories, court records, etc., 
but archeologists are still digging 
under the earth and bringing to 
light new discoveries. 

Latest reconstruction is a wind- 
mill which will soon be in opera- 
tion so that visitors can see how 
old Williamsburg got its flour. On | 
the agenda, among other things, is 













the reconstruction of the first | 
theater in America. Specialists 
have combed this country and | 


Europe to find precisely the kind | 
of furnishings that were used in | 
the early houses. Fabrics and wall- | 
papers have been made which du- | 
plicate minutely the designs found | 
in fragments. Gardens and land- } 
scaping are thoroughly authentic, 
using only the flowers and plant-— 
ing material that the colonists — 
themselves knew. 

So you can see why, indoors or — 
out. you feel surrounded with a 
continuing atmosphere of validity 
in this box-scented Colonial town. 
You do not turn suddenly from the 
past into the present as you do, 
say, when you leave the American 
Wing of New York’s Metropolitan 
Museum and find yourself on Fifth 
Avenue. Since 1926 the restoration 
has cost 45 million dollars—a gift 
of John D. Rockefeller, Jr., to his 
country. Any profits made in con-_ 
nection with the project are used to 
further the educational program | 
of Colonial Williamsburg.

all these places can be bought at 
the Information Center and costs 
$3 for a non-military adult, $1 for 
a student, $1 for military personnel. 
Children under 12 are admitted 
free, if a parent is with them. You 
can buy tickets to individual build- 
ings, too. Ordinarily, these build- 
ings are open from 9:00 A.M. to 
5:00 p.m. (10:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. 
in winter), but on some occasions 
they are shown in the evening by 
candlelight, as when concerts are 
given in the Palace. For eyes used 
to electric light these evening 
events put things into true Colonial 
perspective. 


On your own 


After these high spots, our ad- 
vice is to strike out on your own, 
preferably on foot, and don’t miss 
the ten craft shops to see how 
stores were stocked and trade was 
plied.

The dominant structure of the 
college is the Wren Building with 
its heavy chimneys and high cu- 
pola. The oldest academic building 
in English America, it was “first 
modeled by Sir Christepher Wren,” 
according to contemporaries, but 
then “adapted to the Nature of the 
Country by the Gentlemen there.” 
This, in brief, is also true of the 
buildings of Williamsburg itself: 
though English in inspiration, they 
were adapted by native builders to 
local conditions of climate, site and 
materials. 


Archit. ‘ural traveling 


Williamsburg was primarily a 
planters’ capital, and along both 
banks of the James River several 
of their great 18th-century planta- 
tion mansions still survive and may 
still be visited, particularly the 
Shirley, Berkeley and Evelynton 
Plantations. Regularly scheduled 
limousines will take you on a trip 
to them or you can hire a car by 
the hour, day, or, for that matter, 
week. (Check at the Information 
Center for details about Garden 
Week, April 23 through April 26.) 

Most of the larger tobacco plant- 
ers lived most of the time in these 
mansion houses, building or rent- 
ing a town house in Williamsburg 
for the weeks when they had to be 
in the capital for business or po- 
litical reasons. (Some stayed in 
the many taverns.) So, you will 
complete your feeling of what life 


| was like in 18th-century Virginia 


if you do some architectural travel- 
ing to those little villages known 
as tobacco plantations, where the 
mansion house presides like a small 
medieval castle over the far smaller 
structures of outhouses, guest 
houses and slave quarters, which 
made it possible for the planters to 
live in baronial elegance. 

On these plantations were trans- 
planted English manors with enor- 


mous lawns stretching to the ever- -

fashioned methods when it came to 
the major structure of a house and 
as a result usually can’t afford the 
one we would like to have. 

In this house, costing about 
$125,000 including $12,000 lot, all 
of the basic structure, except for 
the two brick walls in the family 
room, was prefabricated. Wall com- 
ponents, consisting of Douglas fir 
studs with half-inch gypsum wall- 
board on the inside and Douglas 
fir plywood sheathing on the out- 
side, were factory fabricated. in- 
cluding the glazing of the windows, 
before delivery to the site. Roof 
panels, either 4 feet or 8 feet wide, 
work together with ceiling panels 
of similar width to form a kind of 
truss system, so that only the ex- 
terior walls are load bearing. This 
makes for greater freedom and flex- 
ibility in planning space arrange- 
ments for present and future needs. 
The ceiling panels are shipped to 
the site complete with insulation. 
The house rests on a concrete slab 
poured on the ground. 

When the panels were delivered 
to the site and erected, the house 
was about 40 per cent complete. All 
that remained was the installation 
of plumbing, heating and wiring, 
and the application of finish mate- 
rials. This completed in 
about two and one-half months, 
would with ordinary methods have 
taken from six months to a year to 
accomplish. By factory production 
the waste of time, labor and mate- 
rials due to weather conditions, 
poor working conditions, lack of 
proper equipment, delayed delivery 
of materials, etc., was eliminated.

If nothing were left except the 
household records, journals and 
recipes, it would be possible to 
reconstruct with considerable ac- 
curacy the life of the early Vir- 
ginia gentry, to know what manner 
of people they were, where they 
came from. It would be immedi- 
ately obvious that the strongest in- 
fluence was English. Yet, Virginia 
cookery did remain merely 
transplanted or diluted English 
food.

The spoon bread rises high, 
custard-soft on the inside. golden 
crusted, just as it does in Old Vir- 
ginia, and it’s made from a mix put 
up by Crutchfield in a place whose 
name is appropriately Good Mills, 
near Lynnwood, Virginia. Very fine 
when made according to package 
directions with the whole ege but 
even lighter and more delicate if 
the eggs are separated and the 
whites folded in at the last. 

Also, from the same mills made 
from the same water-ground meal 
come mixes for corn bread, hush 
puppies and batter cakes. For a 
lyrical breakfast, make these batter 
cakes very small and serve with 
Shenandoah Apple Syrup.

Place the 
dough into a well-greased Sally 
Lunn mold or, if you have no mold, 
you may use an angel food cake 
tin or a ring mold, about ten inches 
in diameter, let rise again until 
double in size, and bake at 300° F. 
for one hour.

(made the new way) 


This “recipe” may come as a 
shock to some people. Find a Farm 
House Pecan Pie. It comes already 
baked; you have only to thaw and 
serve. Baked by the Connecticut 
Pie Company in Wethersfield, 
Conn., Miami, Fla., and San Fran- 
cisco, Calif., this pie follows more 
closely the traditional recipe given 
in the “Williamsburg Cookbook” 
than the version now served in Wil- 
liamsburg. Pecan pies can be mail- 
ordered direct from Wethersfield, 
Conn., six for $5.95, prepaid. 

If you would decorate your pie 
in the most traditional manner lay 
a wreath of perfect pecan halves 
around the edge, or if you’re feel- 
ing lavish cover the top.

Pecan Confections from Travis 
House to Serve with Green 
Gage Ice Cream 

Pecans have a penchant for 
green gage ice cream and instead 
of the pie you might like this Vir- 
ginia version of a nut meringue. 

Beat one egg white to a stiff 
froth and add gradually one cup 
light brown sugar, one pinch salt, 
one level tablespoon flour. Stir in 
one cup of chopped pecans, drop 
on buttered cookie tins by small 
spoonfuls far apart. Bake in a very 
slow oven (225° F. to 250° F.) for 
about 15 minutes. Remove from the 
tin with a spatula when partly 
cooled. Makes about 24 confec- 
tions. If you should be short of 
cooky tins, heavy-duty aluminum 
foil makes an admirable substitute. 


Green Gage Plum Ice Cream 
(as served at Kings Arms Tavern) 


At first reading, this recipe 
seemed almost too simple. But it 
works beautifully, if you use an 
old-fashioned freezer, hand or elec- 
trically turned. But don’t try to 
adapt it to the refrigerator tray. 

The original recipe says skin, 
seed and mash one pint of pre- 
served green gage plums. We say 
use the solid fruit from a large can 
(1 pound 14 ounces) of peeled 
whole green gage plums. Remove 
the pits, and, along with the juice 
of two lemons, put in your electric 
blender. Combine the blended fruit 
with 2 cups sugar, 114 quarts milk, 
1 quart heavy cream. Add 1% tea- 
spoon salt. Freeze. (For full direc- 
tions on freezing and mellowing 
see pages 197-199.)

has come true 





even beyond our wildest expectations. 
Everything has conspired to hasten the transformation 
of what was, before the war, an ugly duckling into a 
glamorous swan. The mainspring has probably been the 
widespread growth of interest in cooking as fun. But 
coupled with people’s awakening interest in cooking for 
pleasure is the deluge of beautiful new equipment and 
new materials for making one’s dreams come true. 

For the world of kitchen manufacturers is bursting 


with progress, change, practicality, beauty and excite- 





ment. Now you can do anything from a modest bit of re- 
modeling to a $50,000 production that makes eyes bulge. 
On the next 12 pages we show you six examples of the 
prominence the kitchen is assuming in every type of house.

H™ is a kitchen without a kitchen door, where guests 
are as welcome as in the near-by living room, and 
where they can be as happy. 

What makes it so very good? Because it works perfectly 
and beautifully in the most efficient, engineered manner, 
and does not shut off the hostess-cook alone in an isolated 
service wing.

K/ ince 1950. the desirable look in kitchens is an appear- 
ance that is continuous, built-in, and all-of-one-piece. This 
means the appliances must be integrated into the cabinets, 
counters and walls as though they were all one unit. 

This look has been easy to achieve for new building or

For there was no way to do a little 
improving at a time, except to buy a new refrigerator or a 
new stove, which had to be free-standing. Ironically, the new 
stove or the new refrigerator could be very good in themselves, 
but they didn’t give that new look to the whole kitchen. 
Now a welcome new practice has appeared among cabinet 
and appliances makers. They have co-ordinated their designs 
and dimensions and produced a whole new family of products 
which House BrAuTiFUL calls “stack-ons.” Cabinets and 
appliances are made to fit together dimensionally. Ovens can

| 1900, and has continued in varying degrees ever since.

modernization to a fantastic degree. What may not 
be immediately apparent is how it revolutionizes 
your possibilities. Also it lets you go forward at 
your own rate of speed, financially. 

You can do a few cabinets at a time, or a whole 
wall at a time. Since fewer building mechanics are 
needed to install the units, your total costs are 
lower. And if you are so inclined, you can do much 
of it yourself (though wiring and plumbing con- 
nections should still be made by professionals). 

So widespread is this trend to stack-ons that 15 
appliance manufacturers are doing it in collabora- 
tion with 2] cabinet manufacturers. You have plenty 
of product choice and plenty of opportunity to 
shop around for the colors and finishes. 

Stack-ons have changed kitchen modernization 
from one of the most complicated and cumbersome 
of home improvement enterprises to one of the 
easiest of projects. 

Stack-on counter cooking units come complete, 
even to the controls, which means no separate in- 
stallation of the controls has to be made. They 
should not be confused with the other type of coun- 
ter cooking units which are designed for building- 
in. House BEAUTIFUL calls the other type “drop-ins” 
to distinguish them from stack-ons. Drop-ins require 
the cutting of a hole in the counter, or else the use 
of a counter that has been previously precut to 
receive a given manufacturer’s cooking top. 

A stack-on counter cooking unit completely 
covers the top of the base cabinet on which it 
stands and is completely self-contained. It, to- 
gether with its base cabinet, could be installed 
as a free-standing unit, for it can go anywhere 
that it can be connected with a gas or electric 
supply line. But to do this would defeat the in- 
tent of integrating with other cabinets of similar 
design and thus looking built-in. But it would 


be acceptable as the first (Please turn the page)

step in a long-term change-over program of kitchen 
modernizing for home-owners or renters. 

The stack-on oven is of two types. It may have 
finished sides, so it can be exposed all around 
and not need to be enclosed in a cabinet (as is the 
case of the American Kitchens oven on page 119). 
Or it can be an oven without finished sides which 
must then be slipped into a cabinet designed espe- 
cially just to receive it. This cabinet stacks on a 
base cabinet and it, in turn, can have another 
cabinet stacked on overhead, so the three units 
would stack up into a floor-to-ceiling combination. 

Stack-ons, as a family, are really the third step 
in an evolutionary transformation that has been 
going on in the world of kitchens since about 1939, 
when the Thermador Company in California made 
the first oven and cooking top components at the 
request of several architects who wanted them for 
new houses. By the time the war ended these cook- 
ing components were being widely used in careiully 
designed new houses in the price range above 
$40,000 on the West Coast. But they were not much 
known east of the Rockies. 

By the end of the Forties, a few more small 


companies were making cooking components, all of 


Dn 


which had to be built-in in the full custom sense 
of the word, meaning the careful cutting of exactly 
measured holes to receive the cooking top and oven. 

But by the time we had got into the decade of 
the Fifties, twelve appliance manufacturers were 
making these components. This made it clear to 
manufacturers of cabinets that they had_ better 
start to co-ordinate their products with this new 
trend. So they began to offer base cabinets de- 
signed to receive “drop-in” ranges, and cabinets to 
take “‘slip-in” stove components. These oven as- 
semblies are ideal, but the counter-top unit still

If food for the baby is prepared each 
day, a single surface unit. located apart 
from the flow of kitchen traffic, may be 
important in your household. You can 
have as many built-in cooking units as 
you wish, placed to suit your purpose. 

Ovens with automatic controls, ro- 
tisseries and broilers allow an equally 
wide choice of selection.

Whether you're redoing a whole kitchen

ne of the simplest and most dramatic changes you can make 

in an old kitchen is to modernize or add to the counter- 

tops. For efficiency and good looks, it may be the most im- 
portant change you make, Nothing makes kitchen life such drudgery 
as a counter-top that needs constant cleaning or waxing. 

The five counter-top materials we show here have the answers. 
They all wipe clean with a damp cloth and need no additional pro- 
tection. They will not rot, fade, spot or wear away easily. The 
choice is one of personal preference: the desire for pretty color 
or pattern, a liking for resilience instead of hardness. 

When you go out shopping for counter-tops, you'll soon find it’s — 
not as easy as picking out a drapery fabric. You almost have to 
know ahead of time what type of material you want on the counter- 
top (not necessarily the style or color), since most of them are 
handled through different types of stores or fabricators. Tile is 
handled by tile stores and contractors, so listed in the classified 
section of your phone book. Marble is sold primarily by marble 
companies, located in most of the major cities of the country. If 
you live in a smaller locality and want marble, your best bet is a 
local tile store which may have contact with large-city marble 
dealers. Stainless steel counters are sold mainly by plumbing con- 
tractors since most of the steel counters have been purchased with 
a new stainless-steel sink. The plastic laminate counter is everyone’s 
business. In your town it may be the kitchen specialty store, a 
lumber yard, a hardware store, a flooring store, or the neighbor- 
hood carpenter. Sheet vinyl is likely to be sold in many of these 
same places, but is always sure to be found in the flooring store, 


since it is a product basically similar to (Please turn to page 192)

Sheet vinyl 


A relative newcomer to the counter-top field, sheet 
vinyl was developed in response to the demand for 
a more resilient work surface. It is a flexible ma- 
terial that can be turned up the wall for a splash- 
back and down over the counter’s front edge to give 
a seamless installation without moldings. The range 
of vinyl colors already includes handsome light 
tones and patterns. Shown, Armstrong’s Plastic 
Surfacing. Others are Goodyear Vinyl, Nairon- 
Top. Flor-Ever Vinyl, Bolta-Top, Kentile Vinyl. 














Marble 


A time-honored material, marble adds its particular 
charm to any kitchen design. It is complete in it- 
self and requires no additional backing for support 
nor edge moldings of any kind. Only the soundest 
marbles (from Grades A and B) should be used 
for kitchen counters, with a semi-dull, not highly- 
polished, finish. Standard thicknesses are 7”, 
144”, 144”, and 2”. At extra cost, marble can be 
ground down or routed out to provide a drip edge. 
Separate pieces can be used as a_back-splash. 


Stainless steel 


Seen here in all its jewel-like splendor, the stain- 
less steel counter truly lives up to its name. Re- 
taining its silver-like gleam regardless of use 
or abuse, the surface takes on a glowing satin 
patina as the years go by. Though straightline 
sink and connected counter areas are sold in 
stock lengths up to 12’, counters with any corners, 
jogs or special cutouts are custom made from 
measurements taken by plumbing contractor, 
specialty kitchen dealer or factory representative. 
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Ceramic tile 


Newly arrived as a counter-top favorite is ceramic 
tile, used traditionally for walls and floors. Shown 
here is a 1”-square glazed tile with a square- 
edged wood molding, but many other shapes and 
sizes are used, including the common 414”-square 
tile and the large 6”-square quarry tile. In many 
cases, tile counters will be self-edged with the 
rounded-off piece called a “bullnose” tile. Hun- 
dreds of colors exist for you to choose from, as 
well as a wonderful variety of glazes and textures. 


Piastie laminate 


Currently the most widely used material for kitch- 
en counters, plastic laminates offer hundreds of 
colors and patterns in a smooth unbroken sheet. In 
normal fabrication, it is applied to counter and 
back-splash separately, with metal moldings or 
laminate strips to finish the edges. One-piece tops, 
combining counter, back-splash and no-drip edge 
in one seamless sweep, are new and exciting. 
Formica counter shown. Others are Micarta, 
Textolite, Panelyte, Nevamar, Farlite, Consoweld.

emptation tangles with common sense whenever gardeners turn 

the pages of today’s iris catalogs, Bombarded on almost every 

page by glowing color photographs of flowers too good to 
seem true, and weakened (if he has grown iris before) by the knowl- 
edge that it’s next to impossible to keep the plants from producing 
just such glorious confections, the reader may be overcome by the 
vast number of good varieties to choose from. 

With all this potential beauty, which tantalizes novices and ex- 
perienced gardeners alike, it’s easy to buy indiscriminately, to 
surrender to the feeling that “I can’t decide, so give me one of 
everything.” 

The resulting collections provide a variety of flowers for bouquets. 
but iris to be planted for outdoor display merit more careful con- 
sideration. In wending one’s way through descriptions of varieties, 
ranging from dwarfs which can be covered with a cupped hand to 
others five feet tall with six-inch flowers (varieties that may bloom 
anytime from March to mid-August), it pays to read the fine print, 
especially if the only illustrations are flower close-ups. 

For, attractive as iris blossoms are, like jewels each kind needs 
a setting that brings out its unique beauty. For certain purposes 
some are better than others. And like jewels, iris are but a part 
of the over-all effect, an appropriate accessory which for a time 
gives sparkle to the basic fabric of the garden. By comparing dif- 
ferences in flower size, color or spacing along the stem among similar 
varieties, by noting the time and length of bloom (what else will 
be in flower then?), the height of flower stems and foliage, toler- 
ances of sun, shade, soil moisture or dryness, you can discriminate 
among the multitudes and come up with just those iris which are 


right for your garden, (Please turn to page 144)

than it did ten or even five years ago. Too many of us, however, deny ourselves 
this pleasure and remain needlessly deaf. Too many of us still feel an 
inferiority complex toward good music. Many of us need guidance. 


It is with this purpose in mind that House BEAUTIFUL now begins a series 


of articles, specific and practical, we trust, to show you how to approach music.

f I’m not being too personal, I should like to become per- 
sonal. What are you like? What are your interests? What 
pleasures of the mind mean something to you? How much 

does music mean to you? How much have you heard? Have 
you, of late, wondered whether you might not want to hear 
more, whether it would be possible to derive a deeper satisfac- 
tion, a clearer fulfillment from musical experience? 

It’s a good idea, when you start a conversation, to know the 

person with whom you are conversing. When such a conversa- 


tion is likely to contain a spate of exhortations and a brace of

admonitions, and when the person addressed has no chance to 
talk back, it seems only fair for the author to state his purpose 
and for whom intended. Very well! What I hope to do here— 
and in subsequent articles—is to hold a conversation with you 
on the subject of music and to show you, first, why it is desir- 
able to become better acquainted with music and, second, how 
you can do so. The “why” may be as important as the “how.” 

I imagine you as a person living actively in our active 
world, Being neither a scholar nor an antiquarian, your life 


is not specialized and your interests are varied. You may be 











interested in gardening in April and you read Peyton Place in 
January. Next summer you intend to re-read Anna Karenina. 
(Maybe you will.) When you go to New York, you “take in the 
shows,” but be it understood that you wish to see A Long Day’s 
Journey into Night as much as Happy Hunting. You have a 
television set; and you do have a phonograph, though your 
record collection is a bit seedy. It includes a recording of 
Beethoven’s Fifth, a recording that is somewhat old now, one 
of Gershwin’s Rhapsody in Blue, and the Harry Belafonte 
“Calypso” album. 


ave I described you fairly? And isn’t it true that, in this 
active life of yours, echoes of music have recently re- 
sounded? You hear a lot of conversation about music. 
You read articles in the newspaper, you see the subject dis- 
cussed in magazines, and you hear your friends speaking of 
Gieseking and Callas and Rubinstein. You have begun to won- 
der. In America today the level of music is rising as rapidly as 
the brook after rain. Can you participate? Perhaps within you 
slumbers a weak desire to partake more actively in the general 
interest in music which America feels today. Perhaps nothing 
more than the album pictures of the newest LPs have made you 
curious. They look inviting as you look at them in the record 
shop. At this time, with all your other occupations and con- 
sidering that you have had no training in music, would it be 
worth your while to peer behind the album cover? 

It isn’t true that you’ve had no musical experience whatever. 
It isn’t true, because it’s hardly possible. 

Music is so much around us that you could not escape 
it. You have attended concerts and you've heard some records, 
but it’s all been rather passive, gliding by you. And now we 
are face to face with the question, “Why should you be in- 
terested?” To put it crassly, “What will music do for you?” 

To me, life without music would be a ‘world without fruit— 
no grapes, pears or apples to taste. Such a life is quite possible, 
but also quite jejune. I am prejudiced, of course, but I shall try 
to state the case for music with some attempt at objectivity. 

In some ways the enjoyment of music seems to me difficult 
to acquire. In some ways it seems the easiest of all enjoyments. 
For music contains an essential paradox. It is at once the most 
intellectual of the arts—and the least intellectual. Music is 
compounded of two ingredients. It is a complex and_ highly 
organized structure—I am speaking of symphonic, operatic and 
chamber music—molded into a design whose outlines we can 
admire, if we can perceive them clearly, and following laws 
of logic, laws so inevitable and so forthright that their order 
offers us profound and deep satisfaction. 

On the other hand, music is a sensuous and extremely emo- 
tional art. It makes its appeal through beauty of sound. It 
becomes exciting by sheer volume and pace. It becomes poetic 
by softness and sweetness. Far from intellectual, it falls on 
our ears now with the recollection of a thunderstorm, now 
with the warmth of youthful sunshine. The pleasure we experi- 
ence has little to do with design or form. It is a loose affair, 
calling for vague dreams and inducing a state of unspecified 
happiness that suffuses our total being. 

Music as emotion is what most people enjoy. George Santa- 


yana compared such musical experience to the lazy revelling 
in a lukewarm bath. The comparison is derogatory. Why should 
it be? The sensuous pleasure one finds in music is a perfectly 
legitimate pleasure, and much is to be said for the view that 
the emotional response to music is the valid response. 

However, that remark is less limited when one adds that 
emotional response is heightened by increasing knowledge. The 
more you know about music the more you are likely to enjoy 
it. Nevertheless, before you know anything about it, you can 
enjoy it unintellectually. Even at this stage, music can awaken 
in you emotion of great intensity. Music runs a tingle up and 
down your spine; you feel the faster beating of your heart, the 
quickening of your spirit, the gladdening and what Berenson 
calls “life-enhancing” lifting of your soul, To put it simply, 
if you derive any kind of happiness from music at all, that 
happiness is likely to be intense and strong. The free response 
will come once you adapt yourself and find the right attitude. 
If you succeed, music will stir you up. It will liberate you 
from numbness, confound complacency, disturb indifference. 
And you will feel emotion that soars high and clean above the 
pleasures and griefs of the calendar. Is there anything. more 
valuable than this disturbance? Is there anything more thrilling ? 

Music is also likely to be the one artistic experience which 
is most endurable. You never unlearn a love for music. Not 
only does the love as a whole remain but the affection for the 
same music, the same composition may endure faithfully over 
a lifetime. You can get tired of certain compositions, often 
those which appealed to you at first. You do, of course, acquire 
new favorites as you go along. But the best music knows no 
age barriers. It appeals to the young as to the old. It is quite 
unlike those children’s books which are labeled, by what 
authority I know not, “From Five to Eight.” 


usic may be judged by its da capo quality. Da capo is 

an indication, used in many classical forms, which 
tL means “From the beginning.” It is possible to hear 
the best music from the beginning, over and over and over 
again. One cannot say the same thing with quite so much force 
about a book or even about a painting. The repetitive possibility 
of music is due to the emotional nature of musical experience. 
The same piece of music may strike you in a very different 
way, indeed almost as a different piece of music, at different 
hearings, depending on your own response at the time you 
hear it. Moreover, what one hears is not music itself but some- 
body’s interpretation of a composition. Music is not a true-fixed 
and independent commodity, but one which has to be con- 
veyed by an intermediary, the artist. It is obvious that different 
artists interpret music differently. So one may hear the same 
symphony with various results. 

It follows that music is an “economical” pleasure; an invest- 
ment in its exploration is tantamount to an annuity. The invest- 
ment, however. does take a little digging into one’s resources 
and cannot be achieved overnight. 

Two roads are available. The roads are parallel and are 
best transversed by traveling a little way on one and then a 
little way on the other. These roads are Listening and Playing. 


We shall consider each of them in subsequent articles.

THE CASE FOR MAKING YOUR 


et us first stroll down the road marked “Playing.” Don’t 
be alarmed; it is understood that playing means “play- 
ing not like Heifetz.” 

It is quite possible to enjoy music without ever having 
played a musical instrument. Millions of people manage to do 
so and live happily ever after. The parallel with the visual 
arts lies near at hand. It is possible to enjoy the sight of 
a Rouault without ever having squeezed a tube of paint, or to 
respond to Rodin’s Kiss without ever having dipped your fingers 
into clay. Or, to carry our comparison from the museum to the 
kitchen, it is possible to savor a bouillabaisse without knowing 
the name of a single fish that goes into it. 

Nevertheless, the argument for playing yourself is a strong 
one. It rests on two reasons. First, you derive enjoyment 
from doing—as against having done unto ye. Second, playing 
will offer remarkable help in learning to listen. The first rea- 
son is fairly self-explanatory. Though you may never play 


well, though you may be conscious of your hobbling technique 
though that consciousness may irritate you. vou will derive 
so very much active pleasure from playing that you will (and 


this is the point) sound beautiful to yourself. Lock the doors. 
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close the windows, and you become your own entertainer, col- 
lector and custodian of your own private treasures. It is a 
lot better than singing in the bathtub. In fact, it so good that 
pleasures ready-presented don’t compare with it. The necessity 
of learning, the solving of problems, is an exercise in fulfill- 
ment. Like all accomplishments, it adds inner power. It makes 
you rise from the passive seat; it makes hands active as well 
as the brain. And like any accomplishment, be it the ability 
to play tennis or to play bridge, it admits you into the mem- 
bership of a club of kindred souls. No matter how bad you 
are, there are others equally bad. But all of you are vastly 
superior to the miserable creatures who can’t play bridge 
or toot the French horn. 

The second benefit of playing is not quite so obvious. Yet 
I am convinced that playing makes you familiar with the bricks 
and the straw of which music is built in a way listening can 
not. You touch and feel these materials, otherwise as strange 
to you as a piece of steel would be to a savage. Your hands 
outline the shape of a melody, your body experiences the flow 
of rhythm, your eye sees the formation of chords, the pro- 


gression of harmony. No matter how imperfectly you execute

these yourself, the very fact that you do execute them will 
help you to listen when you hear music. A complex com- 
position becomes clearer when the words of the language it 
speaks are not altogether strange. Doing it yourself is en- 
lightening. You will be like a miner, carrying a light on your 
cap to lead you to the vein of silver. In short, | believe that 
the ability to playing nothing more than “The Blue Danube” 


waltz is in a measure an aid to listening to the Ninth Symphony. 


ne of the fallacies currently bruited about is the belief 


that you have to start young if you are to learn a 

musical instrument. You have to start young, perhaps, 
to become really accomplished. But it is quite possible to begin 
as an adult. Indeed, for amateur purposes, it is an advantage 
to begin to learn when you want to learn rather than when 
you are unwillingly dragged away from a ball game. All the 
teachers I interviewed are agreed on that one point: It is 
never too late, one is never too old. Fingers and lips— 
again contrary to popular belief—do not get too stiff, even 
in middle age. (Which reminds me that the definition of a 


middle-aged person is “anybody ten years older than you.” 


hat musical instrument should you take up? That 


/ depends somewhat on your particular musical bent, 





your specific musical aptitude, and a good deal more 
on what you like. Some people are endowed with a sense of 
rhythm, in others a sense of pitch is acute, some have a good 
voice, others good fingers. Your own make-up is called your 
musical aptitude; it is possible to test this aptitude, to find 
out wherein it lies. Musical Aptitude Tests have been de- 
veloped, notably by Carl Seashore, who originated intelligence 
tests for the army and whose work at Yale University has 
pioneered the psychology of musical talent. A series of records 
exist (though they are hard to come by) which allow you 
to take the Seashore tests at home. These measure your sense 
of rhythm, pitch, musical memory, sense of dynamics, ete. 
(I took the tests; they are strenuous but interesting.) Other 
tests have been developed by the Johnson O’Connor Research 
Foundation and by the Institute of Avocational Music.

Fees for private lessons average five dollars a 
lesson, lessons ranging from thirty minutes to an hour. It’s a 
good idea to suspect bargain lessons. Group lessons are not 
recommended by most teachers. 

Most teachers agree that the problem with adults is one 
of guiding them toward a certain degree of success immediately, 
so that the beginner may overcome his inhibitions and his fear 
of being too old to learn.

Appealing as individual iris blos- 
soms may be, the real excitement 
comes in thinking of entire iris 
plants or groups of plants as ele- 
ments of color and form to be dis- 
played and dramatized in the gar- 
den scene. Imagine the clear, 
romantic blue of Chivalry against 
the dark green of a taxus hedge, the 
golden apricol of Melody Lane vib- 
rant against a redwood fence, the 
deep, brilliant red of fragrant Ran- 
ger in a gray plant box in a yellow 
and gray terrace scene, or the so- 
phistication of the new copper and 
apricot hybrids against a wall of 
dark brown shingles. 

Some iris have sculptured qual- 
ities crying for settings in which 
their stately flower stems stand 
bold against blue sky or an expanse 
of lawn. Others, which grow in rel- 
atively low, many-branched clumps 
with a multitude of flowers, create 
masses of color and are good for 
use in bold sweeps. Or if it is a 
particularly choice variety, it can 
be lifted carefully at flowering time 
and fitted into a large, straight-

where its beauty may be enjoyed 
at close range. 

Should you be able to visit a 
gardem in which choice iris are 
flowering in large enough clumps 
to give an idea of their mature 
growth, you'll soon become aware 
of differences that went unnoticed 
in the catalog. For example, cer- 
tain varieties, notably the bi-colors 
and some Japanese iris, must be 
seen from near by if their mottled 
or banded patterns and depths of 
color are to be appreciated. At a 
distance they tend to blend into 
indefinite blobs of light or dark. 
You'll find too, that solid yellow 
iris blossoms can be seen clearly 
from much farther away than the 
deep purples and reds which seem 
to merge with shadows. 

A few iris produce flower buds 
so close together on the stem that 
the open blossoms blend, giving 
somewhat the effect of a cluster, 
while on other plants the flowers 

















are spaced far apart, at times even 
appearing spindly. Some _ flower 
stems tower over the foliage; others 
are not much higher than the leaves. 

The foliage itself varies, too. A 
few wildly exuberant new hybrids 
‘have such tall, broad foliage that 
it hides everything behind it and 
makes a positive statement of its 
own in the landscape long after the 
flowers. have gone. Since these iris 
are usually the ones with the tallest 
flower stems, they can be planted 
in the background and at a distance 
and still make a visual impact when 
in bloom. Iris with foliage that is 
neat and small in scale creates a 
crisp, gray-green textural pattern, 
which can be a pleasing part of the 
garden foreground. 

Because the number of good iris 
varieties is so great, it is easy to 
miss qualities which may make one 
iris preferable to another. For 


example, while the general recom- 


mendation for iris is full sunshine,

there are varieties such as Gold 
Sovereign, Night Spot and Melitza 
which are actually at their best 
when they have shade for a few 
hours of the day. 

Others have notable fragrances 
which might endear them to you for 
terrace plantings. Why not, if you 
are planning a group of white or 
light-colored flowers to be enjoyed 
under choose the 
sweetly scented White Russia in 
preference to another white iris? 
Or, for daytime pleasure, Gold- 
beater, Chamois, Black Forest or 
Ranger, all of which are fragrant. 

Note, too, that in a group of 
plants where recent breeding em- 
phasis has been on size, there are 
still small and medium-flowered 
varieties with graceful stems which 
are a delight both indoors and in 
the garden. 

Although the iris clan is vast, 
those that are most suited to land- 
scape use are of three types, the 
familiar bearded or German iris, 
the wildly exotic. marbled and 
mottled Japanese iris, and the

New way to air-condition your 


A taste of air conditioning is in a way like eating 
one salted peanut. Once started on either, we want to 
feast and feast some more. Begun in the Twenties as a 
lure to summer movies, air conditioning is now so wide- 
spread commercially that virtually no store or office 
building in the hot-summer zone of the United States 
is being built without it. As shoppers and office workers, 
we are used to air conditioning and have now brought 
our appetites for it back to our homes—with a vengeance. 
At one time the window unit in the master bedroom 
satisfied our hunger. but more and more we are demand- 
ing central air conditioning, a whole house of cool, 
dehumidified air to luxuriate in. 

Until this year, adding central air conditioning to an 
existing house was either prohibitively expensive or well- 
nigh physically impossible. Recently-built homes with 
forced warm air systems were rather easily converted, 
but even then the duct systems and register placements, 
designed primarily for the flow of warm air, might not 
distribute the cooled air with enough pressure nor release 
it at the proper level. In older houses with outdated or 
incompatible heating systems, major structural remodel- 
ing was involved if air conditioning was to be added. 

This year, for the first time, a new type of all-in-one 
air conditioner has appeared, filling the gap between the 


room-size unit and the large central system. This major

development, with more than 30 companies announcing 
roughly similar models, means that air-conditioning exist- 
ing houses will now fall within the practical budget 
limitations of most of us. By this, we don’t mean that 
it's going to be cheap—it will still be a major expense. 
But when the cost of air-conditioning three or four rooms 
reaches the $800-$1200 range, it is obvious a lot of 
families are going to be at least able to talk about it. 

What is an all-in-one unit? Basically it means that 
everything needed to produce the cooled air is complete 
within one casing, or package (it is often termed a 
“packaged” unit). This is, of course, true of the window 
units you can buy in an appliance store. Assuming you 
have the right current, all you have to do is plug them 
in, and out comes the cold air. But until this year, the 
larger units—enough to cool several rooms or a small 
house at one clip—have either been upright units which 
required full basement space or split sections (with the 
chilling mechanism sitting outside and the blower part 


installed inside the house—and_ expensive-to-install re- 


frigerant lines connecting them). Neither has properly 


served the small basementless house and its space prob- 
lem, or the larger two-story house, with its upper rooms 
almost impossible to reach with new ductwork.

most efficiently to the areas needed—whether the attic, 


refrigeration mechanic is needed and the ductwork (to 
carry the cooled air around the house) can be kept to 
a minimum. 

Along with the development of the small packaged unit 
has come the widespread use of a new prefabricated 
duct system which semi-skilled installers can handle 
much more readily than sheet metal ducts and which 
makes it easier, though not really easy, for the home- 
owner to install the unit himself. This duct system is 
made of glass fiber insulation coated with aluminum to 
prevent any condensation. They, too, come in a package, 
flat, scored for folding, with mastic and sealing tape 
included for joining. The ducts are lightweight, cut 
easily with a knife, and require no great mechanical 
ability to install. Some of the established companies

have chosen not to use the new duct 
system, feeling that their well- 
trained sheet-metal crews can do 
as quick and as economical a job 
with the traditional materials. 
Which duct system is actually more 
economical to you as a consumer 
may depend on your local situation. 
Both can produce satisfactory in- 
stallations. 

Where could this unit fit into 
your house? The sketches on pages 
148-149 will give you some idea of 
the kinds of installations possible 
with this new unit. 

In the attic. This packaged 
conditioner was designed specifi- 
cally for use in an attic, so much 
so that many of the companies are 
calling them “attic” units (this 
does not mean it could not be used 
elsewhere). 

The advantages of this place- 
ment can be seen immediately. For 
one thing. if there is free attic 
space over all the rooms in the 
house (assuming a one-story house), 
no structural cutting will have to 
be done to reach each room with 
the ductwork. And the ductwork 
can simply lie on the ceiling joists. 
The ducts will send the cool air 
out through ceiling vents in each 
room—this will permit the cool air 
to take advantage of its natural 
desire to fall, thus helping distrib- 
ute it through the room. Finally, 
there is usually a quick and easy 
access to outside air for the con- 
denser system, either through an 
already-installed cutout (window 
or vents) or by cutting through 
wood framing (much simpler than 
through the foundation walls of a 
basement). Since the air condi- 
tioner is soaking up heat from the 
house, it must discharge it outside. 

The problems with an attic in- 
stallation are few but important. 
No matter how the attic is venti- 
lated, the temperature inside it is 
going to be higher than in the 
rooms below and probably higher 
even than the outside air. This heat 
can make a big difference in the 
cooling capacity of the air condi- 
tioner in several ways. For one 
thing; unless the ductwork running 
through the attic is amply insu- 
lated. the cool air flowing through 
the ducts will pick up considerable 


warmth before arriving at the 


rooms below. Since the air condi- 


| tioner’s cooling capacity is rated 


on the quantity of cool air it de- 


picked up during the cool air’s trip 
through the ducts. 

Secondly, the excessive warmth 
of the attic air means that the con- 
ditioner must have access to out- 
side air for the condenser system. 
An attic position means that the 
unit must have the condenser end 
exposed to the outside, or have 
additional ducts for the condenser’s 
inlet and outlet. Neither of these 
attic-heat problems will normally 
affect you, since most units can be 
easily located in the gable end of 
the attic, and most reliable con- 
tractors will either use the prefab- 
ricated glass fiber ductwork (pre- 
insulated) or will insulate over the 
sheet-metal ducts. But beware of 
anyone laying sheet metal through 
your attic without insulation, or 
anyone who suggests placing the 
air conditioner squarely in the 
middle of the attic without spe- 
cific access to fresh air. 

At the condenser end of the air 
conditioner, you'll see louvered 
vents on the end itself and at each 
side. The machine pulls in air at 
each side, passes it over the con- 
denser and out through the vents 


on the end. If the air conditioner * | 


is straddle-mounted in the gable 
end of the house (with the center 
ot the machine over the house 
wall), both of these sets of vents 
will be exposed to the outside air. 
If you prefer to have it flush- 
mounted (with no mechanism pro- 
truding), scoops provided by the 
manufacturer will be added to each 
side and the grille in the wall wid- 
ened to accommodate both the in- 
let and outlet of air over the con- 
denser. Both types are illustrated 
in our sketches, the flush-mount in 
the attic example, the straddle- 
mount in the through-the-wall ex- 
ample. 


F YOUR house does not have the 

typical gable end shown in our 
sketch, it doesn’t mean that an at- 
tic installation is impossible for 
you. If you have a hip roof, for 
example, a small dormer or cu- 
pola is cut through the roof to 
house the condenser end of the air 
conditioner. One company even 
supplies such a cupola in knocked- 
down form as an accessory. 

Another important consideration 
in an attic installation is the prob- 
lem of noise. No matter how well 
engineered the mechanism, there

City Zone tate | be increased if additional heat were operating, if not more, and large 
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quantities of air are being moved 
with considerable force. This will 
inevitably result in noise and _ vi- 
bration, so the problem is to keep 
it to a minimum. 

The specific noise problem in the 
attic is: first, to mount the unit 
so that its vibrations are not trans- 
ferred directly to the structure of 
the house and, second, to keep the 
noise thrown off by the machine 
from being magnified by the attic’s 
becoming a_ gigantic sounding 
board. To keep the vibrations of 
the unit from running through the 
house, it should be placed over a 
solid load-bearing wall, and sound- 
absorbent material should be in- 
_serted between the base of the unit 
and the framework of the house. 
After the unit is installed, you will 
be able to tell more easily whether 
any extra measures will have to be 
taken to cut down the general 
noise thrown off by its operation. 
This may include covering the por- 
tion of the attic ceiling over the 
unit with inexpensive fibreboard 
sheets or even building a simple 
baffle across the end of the attic, 
not necessarily to shut it off com- 
pletely, but merely to break up the 
echoes and resounding noises. 


WO items in the air condition- 

er’s mechanism are likely to af- 
fect its operating noise level to some 
degree. The first is the type of fan 
that is used to push the chilled air 
through the ductwork. The pro- 
peller-type fans must run at high 
speed to move air and are there- 
fore likely to be noisier than the 
so-called squirrel-cage blower fan 
which runs at a more leisurely 
pace. And the larger the squirrel 
cage, the slower it need run to 


move the same amount of air, and 


thus the quieter it is. 

The second item concerns the 
number of compressors in the unit. 
You'll find some of these units have 


a 


dual compressors, some only one. 
| The dual compressor type is 
planned so that one compressor is 
running more or less constantly, 
with the second one cutting in 
when additional cooling capacity 
is needed (during the hottest 


days). The single-compressor units 
turn on and off as cooling is re- 
quired. The effect on the noise 
level is simply this: In the dual- 


compressor system, with one com- 
pressor running almost constantly, 
a motor and air-movement noise 
level] is reached and maintained for 
most of the time. We are more 
likely to become accustomed to 
this than to a single heavier unit 
which goes on and off. Single com- 





pressor units may have the blower 
. . 
'Tunning constantly to keep the air 


moving, but the noisier compressor 
will go on and off. 

Sometimes the noise of the air 
conditioner’s operation can be 
heard through the ducts them- 
selves. Several remedies can be 
taken in such cases. A canvas col- 
lar can be installed between the 
machine and the beginning of the 
duct—this will keep the vibration 
from being transferred to the duct- 
work. If the noise is still objec- 
tionable through the ducts, the in- 
side of the first four or five feet 
of the duct can be insulated with 
sound-deadening material without 
interfering to any great extent with 
the efficiency of the equipment 
(this helps with sheet metal ducts, 
not the glass fiber type). 

Occasionally the source of the 
noise will be the return duct, which 
may be very short and direct in its 
line. Even so simple a step as put- 
ting a right angle in this direct 
return-air duct can make a_ sub- 
stantial difference in the noise that 
is heard. 


BVIOUSLY many of these gen- 

eral principles for the reduction 
of noise transmission are equally 
applicable to the other installations 
of this packaged unit that we are 
going on to consider. But because 
of the situation in the attic—with 
the unit sitting squarely on the 
framework of the house in a large. 
open cave-like area, the noise prob- 
lem is likely to be as difficult there 
as anywhere. 

One minor problem in an attic 
installation is the actual amount 
of headroom available for install- 
ing and servicing the machine. 
With a very low-pitched roof, 
while it may be physically possible 
to place the machine there, it may 
be next-to-impossible to service it 
properly. 

It is useless to pretend that 
these air conditioners are guaran- 
teed and will not need any servy- 
icing. With any mechanism as com- 
plicated as this, there are bound 
to be minor necessary adjustments 
as well as major overhauls over 
the course of years. Unless the 
mechanical parts of the machine 
are easily reached, the labor costs 
on these service calls will be all 
cut of proportion. So keep this in 
mind when planning the location 
of your unit. 

This question is not confined to 
attic installations. but because of 
its hidden-away position the attic 
is more likely to pose hard-to- 
service problems. Then, too, some 
local governments will have build- 
ing codes governing the location of 
units such as these. with specific

If 
your attic does not have a catwalk 
(rough flooring down its center), 
for example, this should be laid 
even before installation is begun 
for the protection of your own 
ceilings as well as to make the 


| gable-end area easier to reach. 


Through the wall. If the attic 
space is unsuitable for some rea- 
son, you can still obtain the ad- 
vantages of the preferred overhead 
location by installing the unit 
through the wall just below ceiling 
height. This can either be a flush- 
mount or a straddle-mount, but the 
latter is preferred, since not so 
much of the house wall need be 
cut. Inside the house, the unit 
should project into a utility room, 
laundry area, hallway, or other 
area that would not be disturbed 
by the looks and sound of the air 
conditioner. From here the cold air 
would be circulated to the other 
rooms by ductwork placed against 
the ceiling. In this case, the duct- 
work need not be insulated (except 
through areas of high humidity), 
for any heat absorbed by the duct- 
work itself means just that much 
less heat in the room to be re- 
moved. 

Center hallway. When the house 
is so designed that all or most of 
the rooms on one floor open off a 
central hall, it is possible to cut 
the ductwork (and therefore the in- 
stallation cost) to a minimum by 
building a false ceiling in the hall. 
This creates a chamber 
cally called a “plenum’’) 
which the cold air can be blown 
and from which 


(techni- 
into 


it is distributed 
through grilles cut into each room. 
The air conditioner is placed in 
the attic over the hall and requires 
only ducts to the outside for the 
condenser system in addition to the 
short ducts leading down to the 
chamber below. It is important that 
the condenser be ducted to the out- 
side since it would have to work 
doubly hard if it used the warm 
attic air. 

Crawl space. A crawl-space_ in- 
stallation may be the only possi- 
bility in some situations. While not 
as simple to build as some of the 
others, this installation can work 
just about as well, providing a few 
precautions are taken. The ground 
under the house should be covered 
with a vapor barrier if it is not 
already (this is an excellent pro- 
tection for the house whether air- 
conditioned or not). And the ducts 


themselves should be very carefully 
insulated (with a vapor barrier) to 
prevent their rusting or otherwise 
deteriorating. 
In the basement. This is illus- 
trated as part of the two-story 
house sketch on page 149. Similar 
to the crawl-space installation in 
its duct system, the unit is placed 
through a basement window or in 
a hole cut in the foundation wall. 
With a warm-air heating system, 
the unit can deliver its cool air to 
the existing ductwork. In this case, 
a damper control system must be 
set up to prevent the cool air from 
entering the furnace casing where 
it could condense, causing consid- 
erable damage. At the same time, 
the registers must be carefully 
checked to see that they will prop- 
erly serve the flow of cool air. If 
they are now to be used for the 
introduction of both warm and cool 
air into the room, it may be neces- 
sary in some cases to invest in 
changeable vanes which can direct 
the air out into the room (for warm 
air) and upwards (for cool air). 
Two-story houses. The problem 
of air-conditioning a two-story 
house that does not already have 
a duct system for warm-air heating 
has been a difficult one up to now. 
Since most such houses are older 
ones with areas larger than could 
be cooled by a-single unit anyway, 
the use of two of these medium-size 
units handles the problem nicely. 
One unit is positioned to cool the 
second floor. It will most likely be 
placed in the attic, though it could 
be set through the wall to enter a 
hallway. The downstairs is cooled 
by a unit placed possibly in the 
basement or possibly through the 
wall into the hall or a utility room. 
This same type of two-unit opera- 
tion can work for a large ranch 
house, with one of the air condi- 
tioners set at each end of a full 
attic. One advantage of this two- 
unit system is that each can cool 
a section of the house as needed— 
the living areas being cooled dur- 
ing the day and the sleeping areas 
at night. The only requirement 
here is that there be some kind of 
positive closure between the zones, 
since you would lose too much 
cooling capacity through the escape 
of air to the warmer area. In some 
cases. all that would be required 
would be the addition of one of 
the heavier types of folding doors. 
It is also possible to cool only 
one section of the house with this 
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type of unit—three or four bed- 
rooms, for example. If they are in 
a bedroom wing of a_ one-floor 
house, it can be handled as men- 
tioned before with a folding door 
or other closing to prevent the es- 
cape of the cool air. If they are on 
the 


house, it is a litthke more difficult 


second floor of a_ two-story 
because of the cool air spilling 
down the open stairwell. One way 
to answer this problem is to set 
the unit 
cold air directly to the bedrooms, 
keep the doors to the rooms closed 


but cut grilles into the hall over

conditioner. Very little loss of cool- 
ing capacity is experienced. If you 
did not have the grilles cut over 
each doorway. the continuous cir- 


cle of warm-air-being-cooled would 


be hampered and the unit’s effi- 
ciency would drop. 


FTER deciding on the best loca- 

tion for the unit in your own 
house, the next problem is fixing the 
size that is necessary to provide 
enough cooling capacity. This can- 
not be done on the basis of square 
feet alone (beware the salesman 
who glibly figures your square foot- 
age and quickly announces the 
tonnage). 

To calculate the amount of cool- 
ing required involves figuring just 
how much heat is coming into each 


room. Such factors as wall and ceil- 


ing construction, insulation, win- 


dow sizes, window orientation, and 


number of persons using the room 


ean drastically alter the calcula- 


tion. Unless you are equipped to 


do this calculation carefully, it is 


best left to a professional air-con- 


ditioning contractor or engineer. 
See that he has accurate measure- 
ments of the area you intend to 
cool as well as information on the 
windows and _ wall construction. 
Only then can he do a good job.

In. each of these cases, you are 
dealing primarily with one source 
for one item, the counter-top. If 
you are replacing a sink or are 
adding built-in surface burners, 
you will be complicating the coun- 
ter-top job, and it would be well 
to think in terms of a single con- 
tractor to handle all the details 
for you. In the case of a stainless- 
steel top. it might be the plumbing 
contractor, but in most other cases 
it is more likely to be a general 
contractor specializing in home 
modernizing or one of the kitchen 
specialty stores that deal in all 


types of counters and appliances. 


E YOU are replacing or adding 
cabinets in your kitchen, as well 
as counter-tops, your point of de- 
parture should be the kitchen cabi- 
net supplier.

How to treat counter edges 


Stainless-steel and marble counters are usually one-piece instal- 
lations with no additional molding at the edges. Tile counters, 
too, are best finished over the front lip with rounded pieces of 
tile itself. However, plastic laminates and sheet vinyls can be 
edged in a variety of ways, the most common of which are illus- 


trated below. Choose the one that suits your situation the best.

The West by Horseback 


We asked one of our Down-East- 
ern friends how he happened to 
know so much about the flora and 
fauna of the American West. and it 
turns out he spends his summer 
vacations on horseback exploring 
the wilderness of Montana, Wy- 
oming, Utah—you name any of 
those fabulously scenic western 
states and he’s slept under the stars 
in their wildest, most magnificent 
parts and come to know them in- 
timately. 

It sounds like pioneering, but it 
isn’t. Anybody who has an impulse 
to camp out, reasonably good health

Glacier Peak and Lake Chelan in 
Washington; another to Wallowa 
National Forest and the Eagle Cap

country of Oregon; or you might 
range the San Juan National Forest 
in Colorado. And if you like to 
do your ranging by canoe, you can 
paddle into the water wilderness 
between Minnesota and Ontario. 
Each of these excursions lasts 
about 10 or 12 days and the parties 


are limited to relatively small num- 
bers—17 to 25 persons, depending 
on the area. You’re not only guided 
by experts, but there’s a medical 
officer in each group, and forest 
rangers join the parties to educate 
you in the lore of the wild, if you 
want to be educated. 

Naturally, swimming, 
photography and entertainment are 
part of the fun. Food is simple, 
good and reputed to be served in 
generous quantity. You’re expected 
to equip yourself with mattress, 
sleeping bag and similar essential 
duffle. The excursions vary in price 
from $200 to $250, and since The 
Trail Riders of the Wilderness are 
sponsored by the National Forestry 
Association for the purpose of giv- 
ing Americans a chance to get into 
the remote and most magnificent 
parts of our country, these are non- 
profit ventures.
